It  is  much  more  than  a  probability 
than  the  Diihith,  Ked  Wing  and  South- 
ern railroad  will  bo  pushed  through  to 
the  head  of  the  lakes  within  the  nest 
twelve  mouths,  and  to  enlist  aid  for  this 
purpcise  ex-Ooveruor  Hubbard,  the  gen- 
eral manager  of  tho  company,  and  presi- 
dent of  the  construction  company  that 
is  building  the  line,  President  F.  H. 
Hoyt.  Vice  Preriident  S.  B.  Fotit  and  W. 
C.  Kice,  of  Zumbrota,  are  in  Duluth  to- 
day, discussing  the  matter  with  Duluth 
capitalists. 

"Things    are     lot)king    very      bright 
with       us,"      sail       President       Hoyt 
to     u     reporter.       "The    outlook     for 
putting       the        road        through        to 
Duluth  was    never    better.     We   had  a 
meeting  this  morning  at  11  o'clock  with 
the  capitalists    of    this  city,  and    I  was 
very  gratilied  with  the  entJiusiasm  they 
displayed.    All  phases    of    the    project 
were  discuss<*d,  and    I    am    certaiu  the  | 
subscription  of  a  gooil   big  sum  to  the  i 
stock     of      the    company     will    result. 
For    thiti     purpoijo    a     committee     was 
formed,  with  yi<<aker    (iraves    as  chair- 
man, to  attend  to  the  collection  of  funds 
for  the    road,  and    agitate    the    subject 
among  Duluth  monied  men.    The  reason 
we   wish  to    piish    the    road  to  an  early 
completion    is,  that    this  year's  crop   in 
Southern    Minnesota    and   Iowa     if   its 
condition  at  this  season  is  any  criterion 
will         bo        enormous.         and         we 
wish  to  got  a  share  of  tlie  carrying  trade 
to  the  lake  board.  Still,  for  all  the  bright 
{jriwpects,  a  little  more  rain  would  do  no 
harm." 

Mr.  Hovt  left  for  the  South  over  the 
St.  Paul  and  Duluth  at  2:10. 
The  other  gentlemen  will  re- 
main in  the  city  until  tonight 
or  tomorrow  morning,  looking  over  the 
most  important  city  on  the  line  of  their 
proposed  road.  The  meeting  this  morn- 
ing was  by  no  means  barren  of  good  re- 
sults. It  was  held  at  Col.  (Jraves's  otlice 
in  the  Board  of  Trade  building.  Among 
those  present  were  M.  B.  Harrison,  M. 
R.  Laid  win,  Capt.  Ray  T.  Lewis 
and  several  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trade.  The  gentle- 
men from  Red  Wing  plainly  stated 
their  needs.  They  wished  ;^.*>0,(XX)  and 
the  Duluth  men  said  they  would  try  to 
raise  it.  And  for  this  purpose  the  com- 
mittee was  appointetl  to  see  what  could 
be  done  towards  securing  the  sum.  If 
the  efforts  of  the  committee  are  success- 
ful work  will  at  once  begin,  grading 
from  the  Mississippi  river  and  the  Miss- 
issippi bridge  will  be  put  in  this   winter.

The  full  text  of 
the  interesting  document  is  as  follows:

1  was  at  once  conviucod  that  Mr,  Parnoll 
must  have  had  slrong  reasons  for 
eablinKthe  above  ronuest,  which  by  every 
loyal  member  of  the  league  should  l)e  accepted 
asaeonnuand.  In  order  to  have  the  fullest 
expression  of  opinion  on  the  sutijeot  from  the 
oUieor.-i  and  members  of  the  nati.inul  exeoutive 
eonimitfee  of  the  leagruo,  the  national  secre- 
tary sent  the  foliowinjr  tetej^ram  to  each  officer 
and  member  of  the  commitioe: 

'■Paruell  cables  strongly  advising  the  post- 
ponement of  the  couventioD  until  after  the 
s<'ssion  of  parliament.  What  do  you  advise:- 
Answer.  John  P.Sutton. 

Thirty-three  delegates,  including  the  ex- 
ecutive olBcers,  favor  i;ouipliance  with  Mr. 
I'arneirs  wishes.  Three  are  opposed,  and 
three  could  not  ho  reached.  I  very  much  re- 
trret  the  incoiivoaiout'e  caused  to  the  [risluueii 
of  Philadelphia  on  account  of  this  postpone- 
ment, and  tlie  expense  CHUse<l  thereby,  paid  by 
the  nationai  treasurer.  I  feel  sure  the  pat- 
riotism of  the  members  of  the  league  will 
recognize  the  wisdom  of  being  governed 
by  the  advice  of  Mr.  Parnell,  and 
of  avoitliug  any  action  that  might  be 
construed  as  a  revolt  aj^ainst  his  leader's  life 
A  postponeuieut  of  a  similar  nature,  for  ex- 
aetiy  the  same  reason,  took  place  in  January, 
IHf^,  at  which  time  a  convention  lo  l)e  hold  in 
C'liicagi)  was  postponed  at  the  cabled  retiuest  of 
Mr.  Parneil  until  atttn- the  close  of  tlic  Hrliish 
parliament,  iheu  about  to  .assemble,  and  did 
not  convene  until  .i^  ngust  "f  the  same  year. 
The  statement  that  the  postponement  of  the 
convention  is  in  any  way  conuected  with 
ilie  abi):.'iinable  murder  of  Dr.  Crouin  is  abso- 
lutely false.  The  sole  and  all-sutlicient  rea.son 
for  Mr.  ParnoU's  ri><iuest  Is  that  opi>ortuuitv 
may  be  given  the  Irish  leaders  to  attend  the 
convention  withoutubsentingthemselves  from 
their  parliamentary  duties  at  the  present  criti- 
cal time.  A  little  patience  is  all  that  is  asked 
fiom  the  Irishmen  of  Philadelphia.  The  Irish 
National  league  of  America  was  founded  to 
aid  anil  not  to  thwart  the  recognized 
leader  of  the  Irish  people.  Opposition 
to  his  plans  at  the  present  time  would  be  next 
to  trea.son  to  the  Irish  cause  and  1  am  conti- 
dciu  that  no  matter  at  what  sacrifice  the  post- 
ponement of  the  conventiou  at  Mr.  Parnell's 
desire  until  after  the  session  of  parliament, 
will  meet  with  uaqualllled  approval  of  every 
right  thinking  friend  of  Ireland.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Brotherhood 
of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  is  called  for 
Thursday  evening,  June  (I,  at  104  Second 
street  west.

The  paving  work  on  West  First  street  con- 
stantly attracts  curious  crowds,  imiuth's  big 
steam  roller  is  busily  at  work  near  Fifth  ave- 
nue roiling  the  stoue  foundation. 

There  is  need  of  the  steam  roller  on  all 
streets  graded  last  year.

Johnstown,  Pa.,  June  1.— Four  days 
have  elapsed  since  the  wave  of  death 
swept  down  through  the  valley  of  the 
Conemaugh,  but  no  ray  of  sunshine  has 
yet  lighted  the  scene  of  horror  at  Johns- 
town bridge.  The  sky  is  still  overcast 
with  heavy  clouds,  and  the  sun  rests  be- 
hind a  nienancing  pall,  as  though  reluct- 
ant to  view  the  handiwork  of  his  i>otent 
elements.  For  thirty-six  hours,  without 
intermission,  the  tire  engines  have 
played  upon  the  smoking  ruins  above 
the  bridge,  but  the  flames  that  break 
out  afresh,  at  frequent  intervals  in  this 
floating  Held  of  ruins,  seem  to  defy  the 
subduing  force  of  water. 

Nearly  "2000  men  are  employed  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  valley  clearing  up  the 
ruins  and  prosecuting  search  for  the 
undiscovered  dead.  Their  investiga- 
tions are  mot  with  fruitful  results,  for 
the  bodies  of  the  dead  and  charred  vic- 
tims of  Hood  and  tire  are  discovered  with 
undiminished  frequency.  It  becomes 
hourly  more  and  more  apparent  that  not 
a  single  vestige  will  over  be  recognized 
of  hundreds  who  were  roasted  in  the 
flames  above  the  bridge. 

Since  the  last  sentence  was  penned  a 
party  of  searchers  unearthed  a  charred 
and  unsightly  mass  from  the  smoulder- 
ing debris  within  thirty  yards  in  front  of 
the  Associated  Press  headquarters.  Un- 
used to  such  irightful  discoveries  the 
leader  of  the  gang  pronounced  the  re- 
mains to  be  a  blai'kened  log  and  it  re- 
quired the  authoritative  verdict  of 
a  physician  to  deuionstrate  that 
the  ghastly  discover)-  was  the 
charred  remains  of  a  human  being. 
Only  the  trunk  remained,  and  that  was 
roasted  beyond  all  semblance  to  a  human 
being.  Five  minutes  later  revealed 
fragments  of  a  skull  that,  at  once  disin- 
tegrated of  its  own  weight  when  exposed 
to  air,  no  single  piece  loeing  larger  than 
a  half  dollar,  and  the  whole  resembled 
the  remnants  of  shattered  charcoal. 
Within  the  last  hour  a  half  dozen  dis- 
coveries, in  no  way  less  horrifying 
than  this  ghastly  find,  have  been  made 
by  searchers  as  they  rake  with 
sticks  and  hooks  in  the  smoking  ruins. 
So  difficult  is  it  at  times  to  determine 
whether  the  remains  are  those  of  human 
beings  that  it  is  apparent  that  hundreds 
must  be  fairly  burned  to  ashes.  Thus 
the  number  who  have  found  a  last  rest- 
ing place  beneath  these  ruins  can,  at  the 
best,  never  be  more  than  approxi- 
mated. 

Moxham,  the  iron  manufacturer,  is 
mayor,  pro-tempor©,pf  Johnstown  today. 
He  is  probably  the  busiest  man  in  the 
United  States.  Although  for  days  with- 
out sleep,  he  still  sticks  nobly  to  his 
task.  Hundreds  of  others  are  like  him. 
Men  fall  to  the  earth  from  sheer  fatigue. 
There  are  many  who  have  not  closed  an 
eye  in  sleep  since  they  woke  on  Friday 
morning.  They  are  hollow-eyed,  pitiful- 
looking  men.  Many  have  lost  near  rela- 
tives and  all  friends.  Men  and  horses 
is  what  is  most  needed  today.  Some  of 
the  unfortunates  who  could  not  go  to 
the  relief  trains  endeavored  to  obtain 
flour  from  the  wrecked  stores  in  Johns- 
town. 

One  dealer  was  charging  S5  a  sack  for 
flour  and  waa  getting  it  in  one  or  two 
cases.  Suddenly  the  crowd  heard  of  the 
occurrence  and  several  desperate  men- 
went  to  the  store  and  doled  the  flour 
gratuitously  to  the  homeless  and  stricken 
army. 

Registers  are  being  opened  at  Johns- 
town, and  all  survivors  are  requested  to 
register  their  names,  in  order  to  give 
infgrmation  of  their  safety  to  inquiring 
friends. 

At  1  o'clock  the  first  relief  train,  bear- 
ing thousands  of  ix>unds  of  provisions 
f  )r  the  sufferers  and  two  thousand  cof- 
fins for  the  dead,  passed  over  Johnstown 
bridge  and  across  the  improvised  bridge 
up  to  the  depot.  For  the  first  time  rail- 
road communication  is  established  be- 
tween the  city  and  the  outside  world. 

A  Pelionof  calamity  is  piled  with  each 
passing  hour  here  upon  the  ossa  of  cal- 
amity already  uncovered.  Every  moment 
the  body  of  some  poor  victim  is  taken 
from  the  debris,  and  the  town,  or  the 
remnants  of  it,  is  one  vast  charnel  house. 
The  scene  at  the  extemporized  morgue 
are  beyond  powers  of  description  in 
their  ghastliness,  while  the  moans 
and  groans  of  the  suffering 
survivors  tossed  in  agony  with 
burned  and  mangled  bodies  or  scream- 
ing in  a  delirum  of  fever  as  they  issue 
from  the  numerous  temporary  hospitals, 
make  even  the  stoutest-hearted  quail. 
Nearly  2,000  lx)die6  x\at&  already  been 
recoverett,  and  ae  the  work  of  examining 
the  wreckage  progresses  the  conviction 
grows  that  the  magnitude  of  the  calam- 
ity has  not  yet  been  approximated. 

Conservative  estimates  this  morning 
put  the  number  of  lost  at  7000,  and 
many  men  of  calm  judgment,  who  have 
been  upon  the  ground  from  the  outset, 
place  the  number  at  10,000. 

The  hand  of  providence  is  in  it.  The 
suggestion  made  by  the  physicians 
yesterday  that  the  bodies  not  buried  be 
allowed  to  be  cremated,  in  the  interest 
of  public  health,  and  which  aroused  such 
a  storm  of  indignation  among  the  sor- 
rowing populace,  is  viewed  with 
more  calmness  today,  and  there  is 
a  growing  sentiment  that  it  is  the  best 
settlement  of  the  problem.  Weeks, 
months,  will  be  required  to  remove  the 
stupendous  mass  by  artificial  means,  and 
meantime  the  putrifying  remains  of  poor 
humanity  buried  therein  would  be  deal- 
ing pollution  and  death  to  all  the  sur- 
rounding country. 

Twenty-five  registering  officers  for  the 
living  wero  opened  this  morning.  Up  to 
noon  9000  out  of  34,(XX)  were  registered 
The  sad  story  of  Conemaugh  is  not 
without  its  deeds  of  heroism.  Those 
who  viewed  the  frightful  scenes  of  fire 
and  tto<xl  agree  that  the  hopelessness  of 
the  situation  was  first  fully  realized  by 
women,  and  that  by  the  tender  sex  was 
exhibited  that  dauntless  courage  which 
is  born  of  resignation.  Mothers 
sacriliced         themselves  to  the 

fury  of  the  flood  or  fire  to 
save  the  lives  of  their  children  and 
loved  ones.  Not  unfrequently  some 
pale-faced  woman  clinging  with  her 
child  to  floating  debris  realizing  that  the 
support  was  too  frail  for  two  would  be 
seen  to  lift  her  precious  burden  high 
ujKjn  the  floating  debris,  and,  with  a 
hasty  kiss  bidding  farewell  to  all  that 
lx)und  her  to  the  world,  sink  beneath 
the  inky  waves. 
Etlward  C.  Will  is    a   young    foundry 


man  of  Cambria,  27  years  old,  whctu  no 
one  ever  suspectiad  of  possessing  more 
than  ordinary  courage.  When  thti  flood 
was  at  its  height,  and  people  went  float- 
ing down  the  rushing  torrent  in  hun- 
dreds, Will  rushed  to  his  boat  and,  deaf 
to  the  pleadings  of  wife  and  rehftives, 
shoved  his  frail  craft  into  the  angrf  cur- 
rent. Rowing  rapidly  alongside  a  float- 
ing roof,  upon  which  a  woman  and  two 
children  were  kneeling,  he  skilfully 
evaded  the  obstructions  that 
every  minute  threatened  U) 

crush  the  cockle-shell  craft  and 
lifting  the  terrorized  creatures  to  his 
boat  shot  across  the  current  back  t)  the 
bank.  A  shout  of  applause  swelled  from 
the  throng  that  lined  the  bank,  but^  un- 
moved by  plaudits,  young  Will  repeated 
his  perilous  journey,  not  once  but  neven 
times  until  twenty-two  lives  had  been 
savetl  by  his  indomitable  energy.  The 
next  day  when  the  most  of  Johnstow  a  was 
still  under  water  Will  ascended  the 
stream  to  the  desolate  city  and  again 
distinguished  himself  by  many  aots  of 
heroism  and  endurance.

Drowned   From     Xi-aiuis. 

Johnstown,  June  4. — It  is  now  ciefin- 
itely  settled  that  at  least  from  twenty  to 
forty  people  were  lost  on  the  two  sections 
of  the  day  express  that  left  Pittsbui$j  at 
8  a.  m.  Friday  morning  and  another  that 
was  about  to  leave  Johnstown  that  night. 
There  have  been  numerous  and  conflict- 
ing stories  about  the  number  of 
trains  caught  in  the  flood,  but 
from  most  reliable  sources 

it  has  been  ascertained  that  three  trains 
were  caught  by  the  water.  Mr.  Ed  »vard 
M.  McClollough,  of  the  Westmoreland 
Coal  company,  was  among  the  passengers 
on  the  day  express  east  on  Friday  night. 
He  states  positively  that  there 
were  two  sections  of  the  day 
express  and  the  Johnstown  accom- 
modation caught  in  the  flood.  Said  he: 
"It  is  my  opinion  that  at  least  twenty 
people  were  drowned  from  the  trains. 
In  fact,  I  can  count  that  many  miijsing 
myself." 

I.ynchint;  Stories  I'ntrue. 
Johnstown,  Pa.,  June  4. — Adjt.-Gren. 
Hastings  in  an  interview  this  morning 
stated  that  he  wished  to  deny  stories 
published  in  certain  newspapers  to  the 
effect  that  there  had  been  fome 
wholesale  lynching  and  ritrting 
here  since  Sunday.  He  said:  "These 
reports  are  utterly  devoid  of  truth,  and 
will  only  injure  the  papers  that  puijlish 
them.  Any  one  here  knows  that  there 
is  no  truth  in  these  stat-ements,  but  the 
people  away  from  here  have  no  meais  of 
obtaining  knowledge  except  through  the 
newspapers.

ItosEBLD  A<.EN.  V,  S.  D.,  Jiuie  4.— The 
first  council  with  the  Indians  was  held 
yesterday  afterno)n.  All  the  prominent 
Indians  of  this  agency  were  present,  as 
well  as  delegations  from  all  the  other 
Sioux  agencies,  ic  eluding  the  Santo  and 
Flandrau.  Col.  Spencer,  Indian  agent, 
introduced  the  commissioners.  Gov. 
Foster,  chairmac  of  the  commission, 
then  explained  in  a  sjjeech  of  consider- 
able length  the  p)"ovisions  and  scope  of 
the  act  of  congresn. 

He  called  atter  tion  to  the  size  of  the 
present  reservaticm  as  being  out  of  all 
l)roix)rtion  to  the  needs  of  the  Indians, 
and  stated  that  it  was  not  the  |>olicy  of 
the  government  l>>  allow  land  to  Ije  held 
for  such  reservation  when  needed  for 
settlement;  that  the  strip  of  land  4(X) 
miles  long  and  200  wide  along  the  Mis- 
souri river  was  a  barrier  between  east 
and  west  Dakota  that  could  not  long 
exist.  He  said  that  while  the 
government  did  not  propose 
to  take  their  land  except  with 
their  full  consent,and  would  pay  liberally 
for  it  that  the  commission  hoped  to 
be  able  to  convince  them  that  it  was 
for  the  interest  of  the  Indians  to  sell 
their  land,  and  that  by  so  doing  they 
would  not  only  enter  upon  their  new 
dejjarture  under  tiore  favorable  condi- 
tions than  any  ne\.-  people  ever  di«L  be- 
fore, but  would  abo  have  thep^advantage 
of  white  settlers  ill  their  vicinity  whose 
example  would  aic  them  in  their  prog- 
ress for  self  maintenance.

Report  the  Murder 

There. 


Rochester,  June  4. — The  murder  at 
the  asylum  continues  to  create  excite- 
ment in  this  usually  quiet  town,  whose 
population  is  increased  by  farmers  from 
all  parts  of  the  county  who  arrived  to  at- 
tend the  opening  of  the  district  court. 
Little  was  done  in  the  asylum  case  in 
court,  the  onlv  reference  to  it  being  in 
Judge  Start's  charge  to  the  grand  jury. 
They  were  directed  to  investigate  not 
only  the  case  of  the  two  men  now  in  cus- 
tody but  sift  thoroughly  the  whole  man- 
agement of  the  hospital,  and  not  he  in- 
fluenced in  their  judgment  by  any- 
thing that  might  have  appeared  in 
the  daily  papers  or  have  been 
reported  about  the  streets.  If  any  one 
was  discovered  to  be  worthy  of  censure 
it  was  not  to  Ixj  withheld,  no  matter 
who  was  affected.  The  charge  was  short 
and  crisp,  and  there  would  be  no  mis- 
taking his  desire  to  know  the  uttermost 
of  the  matter. 

The  investigation  held  at  the  hospital 
yesterday  afternoon  and  evening  proved 
conclusively  that  Dr.  Bower  knew  all 
the  facts  the  day  after  the  murder  oc- 
curred, and  failed  to  give  them  publicity 
because  he  says  it  would  have  createil 
excitement  at  the  time  the  St.  Peter  in- 
vestigation was  proceeding,  that  he  did 
not  think  Bates's  evidence  alone  was 
sufficient  to  convict  the  men,  and  he  in- 
tended to  report  the  matter  at  the  first 
meeting.  It  is  a  fact,  however,  that 
they  met  on  May  '2,  and  as  yet  Dr.  Bow- 
ers made  no  mention  of  this  terrible 
crime.  He  says  now  he  forgot  it.  In 
the  face  of  this  startling  statement  one 
may  well  be  prepared  for  almost  any- 
thing coming  to  light.  The  feeling 
among  the  majority  of  prominent  citi- 
zens here  seems  to  be  favorable  to  Dr. 
Bowers,  but  this  is  in  view  of  his  past 
record  and  because  all  the  facts  devel- 
oped at  the  investigation  are  known  to 
but  a  few.

portion  of  this  drive  for  use  during  the 
present  summer. 

By  the  ext-eptional  aid  afforded  by 
nature  to  this  work,  in  otfering  ready  at 
hanil  the  terrace  rojidway  and  gravel 
bed,  the  cost  of  completing  the  service" 
able  drive  propoeed,  with  a  width  of 
thirty  feet,  is  practically  nominal,  and 
the  worth  of  this  new  attraction  to  the 
city  in  dollars  and  coats,  irrespective  of 
any  liner  c».>nsiderations,  should  make 
every  citizen  ^eaious  to  urge  it  forward. 
Mr.  Olof  Benson,  the  creator  of  Lincoln 
park,  and  known  to  be  in  the  front 
rank  of  the  landscape  engineers 
of  the         world         has  lately 

declared  that  this         driveway 

is  unparalleletl,  so  far  as  his  knowletlge 
extended,  and  to  be  prized  as  one  of  the 
city's  choicest  treasures.  For  the  beauty 
and  availability  of  the  lofty  terrace  with 
its  gently  undulating  surface  and 
grandly  sweeping  curves  he  could 
scarcely  tiud  words  of  adequate  appreci- 
ation, as  he  said,  and  the  prospect  below 
and  around,  varying  from  every  point  of 
view,  was  one  of  the  most  marvellous 
and  entrancing  panoramas  of  nature  ex- 
isting in  aiiy  land  under  the  sun. 

In  his  mind  the  people  of  Duiuth  are 
as  a  body  not  yet  half  awake  to  the 
singular  charms  of  the  prize  which  hangs 
above  their  heads  and  within  their  easy 
reach.  The  golden  apples  of  the  Hesper- 
ides  would  not  attract  so  far  the  steps 
of  strangers,  and  especially  of  the  restless 
swarm  of  summer  tourists,  ever  eager 
for  some  goal  of  novel  sensation.  If  the 
bringing  of  these  buttertiies  of  the  holi- 
day season  is  of  any  object  to  Duluth,  if 
the  success  of  the  new  hotel  venture  is 
of  concern  to  the  city,  if  the  widespread 
praise  and  deUght  of  all  discerning  sight- 
seers are  worth  calling  out,  if  the  display 
of  the  noble  site  of  the  city  as  a  whole  is 
of  interest  to  property -owners,  then  this 
terrace-drive  will  be  speeded  forward 
without  an  hour  of  needless  delay. 

The  execution  of  the  plan  is  confided 
to  a  most  excellent  and  trustworthy 
commission,  headed  by  the  man  who 
above  all  others  has  been  identified  with 
the  design  from  the  beginning.

His  investigations  have  had  so  broad  a 
range  and  have  been  pushed  to  such 
minutia;  of  detail  that  probably  no  one 
in  this  country,  outside  the  strict  pro- 
fessional lines,  has  such  a  mastery  of  the 
subject.  We  cannot  but  count  Duluth 
peculiarly  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
rely  at  this  critical  period  in  the  city's 
growth  upon  the  assured  service  of  such 
a  mind  gladly  and  gratuitously  laboring 
for  the  city.

point.  There  never  has  been  a  question 
of  the  wisdom  of  such  enterprises  as  this 
building  is  the  visible  evidence  of.

SPORTING  NOTES. 


[Herulil  SptH-iat  KUiturlal  Correspoudenoe.] 
J.vM>>jrowN,  N.  D.,  June  3. — The 
growth  of  the  Farmers  Alhance  move- 
ment iD  Dakota  is  startling  and  interest- 
ing. Conferences  of  the  AUiance  have 
hjtely  been  held  here  at  which  leaders  in 
the  movement  have  been  present.  I 
have  met  many  of  them  and  have  learned 
fat-ts  of  interest.  The  organization  is 
growing  with  great  rapidity.there  are  now 
2S,UX)  members  in  North  Dakota  alone, 
alnK)st  all  of  whom  are  small  farmers, 
that  is,  cultivators  of  from  ItA)  to  SOO  or 
UXXi  acres.  It  is  well  organized,  is  con- 
nected in  many  ways  witii  leading  in- 
dustrial organizations,  publishes  news- 
papers, runs  an  insurance  company, 
wholosale  supply  houses,  machinery  and 
imploment  warehouses,  all  on  the  co- 
operative plan.  All  these  are  doing  well 
and  are  uiuch  affecte*.!  by  the  farmers  in 
general,  the  Alliance  people  of  course 
trading  with  ihem  almost  exclusively. 

The  organization  as  at  present  con- 
ducted seems  to  be  on  a  sound  business 
basis  and  is  apparently  free  from  that 
leaning  toward  politics  and  politics  only 
that  has  wrecked  so  many  famous  and 
co-operative  movements" all  over  the  cen- 
tral West.  It  is  in  the  hands  of  good 
men,  is  carried  on  to  beneht  the  farmers, 
anil  it  is  intended  in  all  its  operations 
that  merchants  shall  not  be  antagon- 
izeil  by  grange  competition  nor 
shall  more  agents  and  brokers  than 
nec^essary  be  troubled.  Its  aim  is  to 
furnish  material  at  low  profits,  to  give  all 
the  benefits  that  an  aggregation  of 
capital  can  secure,  and  thus  to  advance 
the  condition  of  the  two  Dakotas. 

Its  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  company  is 
taking  in   premiums  of  a  thousand  dol- 
lars a  day.       In   one  day  lately  receipts 
were   about  $3000,  and  the   company  is 
booming    along    in    fine    shape.      It    is 
claimed    the    company    is    doing    more 
farm  business  than   all   other  companies 
in   Dakota  combined,  which   is  a  proof 
that     the    smaller    farmers    and    those 
of     the    Alliance     are     taking    more 
interest      in      insurance      matters     in 
general.       It    is    expected  to  organize  a 
loan  and  trust   company   with  a   capital 
of  ai,000,(.H.)0,  which  will  loan  to  Alliance 
members  at  8  per  cent.     This    will  be  a 
tremendous  advantage,  especially   when 
it  is  considered  that   farmers  are  paying 
now  from  1    to    :J  per  cent  a  month'  for 
their  money,  and  are  of    necessity  largo 
borrowers.      The     Alliance    controls    a 
machinery    department,    and    is  selling 
great  numbers  of  plows,  wagons,  reapers, 
pressed    drills,    buggies,    and  all    other 
machinery  especially   needed    on  farms. 
It  also  deals  in  twine  to  a  certain  extent. 
But  the  Alliance  does  not  intend  that 
any    pent-up    Utica  shall    contract  its 
powers,  and  it  is  now  adopting  the  func- 
tions that    should    be    looked    after  by 
Jerry  Kusk  at  Washington.    It  is  awake 
to  the  twine  trust,  and  is  this  year  mak- 
ing extensive  experiments  in  hemp  cul- 
ture in  Cass  county,  and    hiis  sown  a 
quantity    of    Kentucky    hemp.     If  the 
growth   IS  successful    and    the  product 
can  be  raised  in  the  North,  factories  will 
be    started,  the    farmers    freed    from  a 
monopoly  that  is  bearing  down  severely. 
In  the  line  of  elevators  the  Alliance  has 
an  arrangement  with  the  Scandinavian 
Elevator  company  for  part  of  its  busi- 
ness, but  is  open  to  proposals,  and  would 
soon  start  a  line  of   houses  of   its  own   if 
capital  could  Ije  interested  and  Duluth 
connections  assured. 

Just  how  far  this  movement  will  go, 
and  to  what  length  of  prosperity  the 
Farmers  Alliance  will  stride,  whether  it 
will  follow  other  co-operative  schemes  to 
an  untimely  death,  is  the  knowledge  of 
the  future.  If  it  can  be  judged  by  its 
present  management  and  success,  it  will 
live  many  years,  and  prove  of  incalcul- 
able advantage.  If  success  leads  it  too 
far  it  will  fail.  If  it  grows  unwieldy  it 
will  fall.  Whatever  may  come  of  it,  the 
movement  is  one  of  the  greatest  popular 
etforts  at  co-operation  of  modern  times, 
and  is  growing  at  a  rate  asU^nishing.  Its 
future  will  be  watched  with  interest  by 
all  who  are  interested  in  the  ameliora- 
tion and  uplifting  of  the  great  produc- 
ing class  that  is  making  the  riches  of 
the  West.

THE    CORN     EXPERIMENT. 

All  Com  Being  Shipped  Oat  in  First-Class 

Condition. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  million 
bushels  of  corn  shipped  to  Duluth  last 
winter  was  in  the  nature  of  an  experi- 
ment. It  was  made  by  the  railway  com- 
panies, the  elevator  people  and  a  ship- 
ping firm,  and  was  to  determine  whether 
winter-shelled  corn  <x>\ild  be  brought 
here  and  stored  until  spring  and  then 
8hii)peu  East  by  water  with  safety.  It 
was  feared  that  the  moisture  in  the  (X)rn 
shelled  so  soon  after  gathering  would 
cause  it  to  heat  when  put  into  the  great 
elevator  bins  or  in  bulk  into  vessel  holds. 
At  Chicago  it  is  considered  impossible 
to  store  corn  until  it  has  been  lying  in 
bins  all  winter  unshelled. 

Of  tlie  million  bushels  here,  about  a 
third  has  been  sent  forward,  and  has 
arrived  in  New  York  in  perfect  condi- 
tion. All  that  is  left  in  Duluth  eleva- 
tors is  claimed  to  be  in  as  good  shape  as 
that  sent  out,  so  that  the  trial  may  be 
said  to  have  been  successful.  It  has 
t)een  a  harsher  trial  than  would  have 
been  experienced  in  almost  any  other 
year,  on  account  of  the  short  and  raild 
winter.  Ordinary  Duluth  winters  would 
otier  no  possible  excuse  for  heating  in 
the  corn,  the  last  might  have  done  so. 
It  is  to  be  ho|>ed  that  encouraged  by  the 
successful  termination  of  this  important 
ex[)eriment,  Duluth  grainmen  may  take 
hold  of  the  corn  trade  in  earnest.

£veuing. 

The  full  number  of  the  city  council 
were  present  at  the  regular  Monday 
meeting  last  evening.  The  first  business 
presented  for  its  consideration  was  the 
plumbing  and  gas-fitting  for  the  new  fire 
hall,  the  extension  of  sewer  from  Seventh 
to  Eighth  avenue  west,  on  Michigan 
street,  the  payment  of  the  first  month's 
wages  to  the  city  sprinkler  and  the  grad- 
ing of  Fifth  street.  A  communication 
from  E.  S.  Dudley,  of  the  St.  Paul  and 
Duluth  road,  stated  that  safety  gates 
had  been  ordered  and  would  be 
erected  on  Lake  avenue.  Chief  Doran 
gave  notice  that  if  a  patrol  system  was 
used  in  the  city  a  building  must  be  built 
to  accommodate  the  wagon  and  ap- 
pliances. ' 

The  petition  of  Cary  &  Gearhardt, 
owners  of  building  at  512  West  Superior 
street,  to  repair  the  same  was  not 
granted.  The  board  of  works  reported 
that  they  had  ordered  the  following  lots 
to  be  filled  in:  Lots  IG,  17  and  18,  block 
9;  lots  1,  2,  3  and  4,  block  10;  3  and  4, 
block  7;  3  and  4,  block  10;  all  in  Port- 
land division;  lots  2,  4  and  G,  East  Fifth 
street;  lots  87  and  93,Ea6t  Fourth  street; 
lot  112,  West  Superior  street;  south  J.^ 
of  lot  U,  block  0,  Industrial  division.  A 
bridge  was  asked  across  the  creek  be- 
tween Eleventh  and  Twelfth  avenues 
west. 

The  usual  big  batch  of  general  bills 
and  the  pay  rolls  then  came  before  the 
members  for  consideration.  The  city 
treasurer's  report  shows  a  healthy  condi- 
tion of  finances.  The  receipts  were  832,- 
487.2o;  disbursements,  §10,748.08;  over 
drawings  May  1st,  §2863.92;  showing  a 
balance  of  §2875.25.  The  balance  on 
hand  for  the  fire  fund  was  shown  to  be 
§1700.93.  The  total  of  the  permanent 
improvement  fund  amounts  to  §22,395.02. 
The  poundmaster's  receipts  for  the  past 
month  were  rei)orted  to  be  §2G.  Fully 
twenty-five  minutes  after  the  reports 
were  heard,  the  aldermen  discussed 
the  park  commission  matter.  City  At- 
torney Smith  reported  upon  the 
legality  of  allowing  the  commission  to 
use  the  streets  and  avenues  where  they 
would  be  needed  as  parkways. 
Mr.  Smith  wat  also  asked 
to  consider  William  Boeing's  com- 
munication regarding  the  title  to  a  lot 
in  the  canal.  M.  J.  Davis  wanted  the 
Gas  and  Water  company  to  put  in  pipes 
around  the  block  at  Fourth  avenue  west 
and  Third  street,  but  after  a  long  and 
wearisome  discussion  the  matter  was 
referred  back  to  the  committee. 

The  library  directors  appoint- 
ed by  Acting-Mayor  Costello, 
by  a  resolution  of  Alderman  Louden, 
were  not  confirmed.  Alderman  Kennedy 
asked  that  several  changes  be  made  in 
the  salary  af  several  city  officials  for  the 
ensuing  year.

Plans  are  now  in  the  hands  of  con- 
tractors, and  have  been  for  a  week,  for 
the  construction  of  a  large  warehouse 
and  wholesale  hardware  building  for  the 
Wells-Chapin  company  of  this  city.  The 
building  will  be  erected  on  slip  No.  2, 
Bay  Front,  on  the  dock  of  the  Duluth 
Dock  company,  and  adjoining  the  ware- 
house known  as  Bowen  &  Bartletts,  by 
Simcoe  Chapman,  owner  of  the  property. 
It  embodies  so  many  constructive  ideas 
new  to  Duluth  and  marks  such  a  step 
in  advance  in  the  wholesale  business 
here  that  a  detailed  description  is  of  in- 
terest. It  is  so  situated  on  the  harbor 
front  that  vessels  can  unload  their  car- 
goes at  one  side  the  building,  while  rail- 
way cars  will  carry  the  sold  product 
away  from  the  other  side.  Thus  is 
avoided  all  expense  of  drayage,  and  a 
saving  is  made  both  in  money  and  time 
of  no  little  importance  to  the  wholesaler. 
Probably  at  no  other  point  in  the  West 
can  this  saving  be  made,  and  as  rail 
rates  are  as  low  as  to  any  other  center, 
while  water  rates  are  less  than  to  any 
point  where  a  wholesale  business  is  or  can 
be  done,  the  wholesaler  in  Duluth  has  an 
advantage  that  will  in  time  make  Duluth 
the  greatest  wholesale  center  of  the 
West.  The  construction  of  such  a 
wholesale  store  as  that  of  the  Wells- 
Chapin  company,  when  it  is  added  to 
those  of  Stone  &,  Ordean  and  the  Wells- 
Stone  grocery  companies,will  attract  the 
attention  of  wholesalers  in  other  lines 
and  will  aid  in  giving  the  impetus  to  the 
local  jobbing  trade  so  much  desired. 

The  new  building  is  to  be  built  on 
plans  of  Palmer  ifc  Hall,  architects  of 
this  city,  who  have  taken  great  pains  in 
its  designing.  It  will  rest  on  1200  piles, 
capable  of  sustaining  a  weight  of  30,000 
tons.  There  will  be  three  rows  of  con- 
tinuous piling  around  the  outside,  be- 
sides a  row  of  sheet  piles  and  nests  of 
four,  five  and  six  piles  under  the  whole 
interior.  Its  dimensions  will  be 
100x100  feet,  5  stories  high,  reach- 
ing 72  feet  to  the  brick  cornice.  I'he 
lower  fioor,  which  is  designed  for  holding 
fiat  and  heavy  iron  and  steel,  will  be  19 
feet  high  in  the  clear,  and  is  calculated 
to  sustain  a  load  of  500  pounds  to  the 
square  foot.  The  second  floor  is  12  feet 
high,  those  above  it  about  10  feet,  and 
all  will  carry  a  load  of  250  pounds  to  the 
foot.  Ordinary  heavy  warehouses  never 
carry  more  than  250  pounds  to  the  foot, 
and  a  dense  crowd  of  people  is  cal- 
culated at  80  pounds.  Through  the 
center  of  the  building,  sunken  below  the 
lower  fioor,  will  run  a  14-foot  drive  for 
teams  and  delivery  wagons  for  local 
trade. 

The  building  will  be  what  is  known  as 
mill  or  slow  burning  construction  and 
will  be  of  brick,  in  plain  but  neat  and 
massive  architecture.  There  will  be  one 
large  and  one  small  elevator,  each  run 
by  steam  and  the  elevator  shafts  and 
stairways  will  be  enclosed  in  brick  walls. 
Posts  throughout  the  building  will  be  of 
wood  and  will  be  twelve  feet  apart.  On 
these  are  to  be  laid  built-up  girders  of 
2x14  inch  stuff  spiked  together  and  on 
them  the  floor  joist,  also  2x14.  On  the 
lower  floor  these  joist  will  be  only  4 
inches  apart  making  with  the  bridging 
and  double  floor  an  almost  solid  floor  IG 
inches  thick.  On  other  floors  the  joist 
will  be  3x14  and  9  inches  apart.  Between 
the  thickness  of  the  floors  will  be  fire- 
proof asbestos.

The  professor's  let 
mule,  Denver,  acted  as  monitor,  and  in 
tliis  capacity  delighted  the  audience 
with  many  comical  capers.  He  helped 
the  professor  on  and  off  with  his  co.it, 
took  his  hat,  brushed  his  coat,  and  pulled 
off  his  overshoes  in  the  most  matter  of- 
fact  way  imtigiuable.  Eagle,  a  noble 
gray  horse,  also  performed  some  tricks 
of  a  like  kind.

In    this    way    she    told    the 
month  and  the  date,  and  also  periormod 
many  other  singular  tricks  no  one  would 
over  have   dreamed    a  horse    capable  of, 
such  as  distinguishing  colors,  catching  a 
ball,  opening  a  desk  and  bringing  writing 
paper.^  Johnny  Sanborn,  a  shaggy  little 
blind  Shetland  pony,  got   upon  a  swing 
and  swung  himself  with  the  utmost  saiig 
froid.      Lottie,    a    handsome    chestnut 
mare,  amused  the  audience  with  the  per- 
formance of  a  livery  horse  when  drivto 
by  a    lady,  limping    painfully  along    t«i 
tnree  legs;  when    driven    by  the    boys, 
kicking  vigorously.    She  also  gave  some 
very  pretty  performances  in  trotting  atd 
pacing.     Another  remarkable  sight   was 
to  see  two  horses,  each  at  one  end  of  a 
plank,    carefully    teetering    the     other, 
keeping  perfect  time  to  the  tune  of  "Soe 
Saw."      Col.      Wood,     Eagle,      Mattie, 
Claud  and  Denver  rang  a  set    of  belle, 
lifting  them  up,  ringing   them   and    set- 
ting them  down  again,  very    much   aftor 
the  style  of  Swiss  bell  ringers.      A   little 
mule,  bearing  the    euphonious  title  of 
Dynamite,  gravely  walked  on    the  ed^je 
of  a  two-inch    plank,    seated  himself  in 
a  chair  that  was  placed  at  the  end,   and 
drank  a  bottle  of  wine  in  a  manner  that 
would  have  astonished  Blondin   himself. 
The  military  drill,  in  which  all  the  horstis 
took  part  was    a    wonderful    sight,   the 
horses  marching,  counter-marching  and 
going  through  military  evolutions  at  tbe 
word  of  command  with  the  precision  of 
soldiers.      The    performance    was    con- 
cluded by  a  mule  trade,  which  possessed 
many  comical  features  and  kept   the  au- 
dience in  a  roar. 

The  music  by  the  orchestra  was  un- 
usually good.  Each  member  is  a  soloist. 
The  individual  who  played  the  snare 
drum,  triangle,  castanets,  bass  drum,  and 
two  or  three  other  instruments  was  rt^ 
garded  by  the  small  boys  almost  with 
adoration.

HOT  WEATHER! 


Johnstown,  Pa.,  June  5. — The  best  ea- 
tiiuateB  this  morning  on  the  loss  of  life, 
based  on  the  registry  of  the  living,  and 
unofficial  poll,  puts  it   at  from  12,000  to 

15,000.  

Worklni;  on  the  Uulns. 

Johnstown,  June  5.— Six  days  have 
passed  since  the  great  disaster  and  the 
temperature  still  remains  low  and  chilly 
in  the  Conemaugh  valley.  The  work  of 
clear uig  up  the  wreck  and  recovermg 
the  bodies  is  now  being  (X)nducted  sys- 
tematically. Over  GOOO  men  are  at  work 
iu  the  various  portions  of  the  valley  and 
each  gang  of  twenty  men  is  directed  by 
a  foreman  who  is  under  orders  from  the 
general  headquarters.  As  the  rubbish 
is  gone  over  lx>dies  are  recovered  and 
articles  of  value  recovered  the 
debris  is  piled  up  in  one  high  mass  and 
the  torch  applied.  In  this  way  the  val- 
ley is  assuming  a  less  devastated  appear- 
ance. In  twenty-four  hours  more  every 
mass  of  rubbish  will  probably  have  been 
searched  and  the  investigation  will  be 
confined  to  the  smoking  wreck  above 
Johnstown  bridge. 

Pittsburgers  are  now  in  sole  charge  of 
everything  at  this  place.  The  Four- 
teenth regiment  has  not  yet  been  as- 
signed to  any  duty  by  Adjt.-Gen. 
Hastings. 

At  the  Johnstown  station,  on  the  east 
side  of  the  river,  everything  was  quiet, 
yet  considerable  work  is  being  done. 
This  is  the  chief  commissary  station,  and 
this  morning  by  two  o'clock  lOjOOO-people 
were  fed,  and  about  six  hundred  families 
were  furnished  with  provisions.  Five 
carloads  of  clothing  were  distributed, 
and  now  almost  everyone  is  provided 
with  clothing. 

At  different  registration  places  18,000 
residents  of  the  devastated  district  had 
registered  as  alive  and  well.  The  total 
population  of  this  district  was  between 
40,000  and  50,000. 

A  Congressman  Among  Them,  Perhaps. 

Council  Bluffs,  Iowa,  June  5. — There 
are  grave  apprehensions  that  Congress- 
man Reed,  of  this  district,  is  one  of  the 
victims  of  the  Johnstown  disaster.  He 
was  due  to  leave  Washington  about  that 
date  and  no  word  has  been  received 
from  him.        

Mrs.  Lew  Wallace  .Safe.

RocHiaxEB,  June  5. — A  warrant  will 
be  issued  today  for  the  arrest  of  Dr. 
Jacob  E.  Bowers,  superintendent  of  the 
insane  hospital,  as  an  ascessory  after  the 
fact  in  connection  with  the  murder  of 
Taylor  Coombs. 

This  is  brought  about  primarily  by  the 
arrival  here  from  St.  Paul  today  of 
Thomas  Coombs,  brother  of  the  murdered 
man,  and  Elder  William  Gray.  Im- 
mediately on  their  arrival  they  visited 
the  county  attorney  and  announced 
their  intention  of  seeing  that  this  ter- 
rible affair  was  thoroughly  investigated 
and  that  all  parties  directly  or  indirectly 
concerned  in  the  murder  were  punished 
by  law.  Naturally  they  expressed  the 
feeling  which  is  uppermost  in  the  mind 
of  everyone  who  is  acquainted  with  all 
the  facts  brought  to  light. 

Attorney  Breckenridge  urged  delay,  as 
matter  was  being  considered  by  the  grand 
jury.  It  was  pointed  out  that  it  was 
doubtful  whether  the  grand  jury  would 
bring  in  an  indictment  against  Dr. 
Bowers,  unless  the  matter  was  especially 
brought  before  them,  and  this  could  be 
best  done  by  his  arrest.  Then  the 
county  attorney  was  asked  if  he  would 
issue  such  a  warrant.  He  declined,  but 
said  they  could  have  one  issued  if  they 
pleased.  After  some  consideration, 
friends  of  the  murdered  man  decided 
that  the  chances  of  Dr.  Bowers's  indict- 
ment at  present  were  doubtful,  and  that 
the  most  the  grand  jury  was  likely  to  do 
was  to  censure  him. 

It  was  resolved  to  have  proceedings 
instituted  at  once,  and  they  proceeded  to 
the  law  office  of  Yetter  &,  Spellane, 
where  the  complaint  was  drawn  up,  at 
Thomas  Coombs's  request.  The  com- 
plaint charges  Dr.  Bowers  with  having 
harbored,  concealed  and  aided  Edward 
Peterson  and  August  Beckman  in  the 
murder  of  Taylor  Coombs.

at  Toledo.  The  Jonruo  got  her  anchor 
in  the  city  w.iter-n.ain  near  Cherry  street 
bridge  v.  hile  in  tow  of  tho  tug.  Tho 
captain  of  the  Jennie  let  go  her  anchor 
to  keep  from  fouihig  the  bridge.  Fhey 
will  be  bonded  in  the  morning.  They 
were  libeled  by  Contractor  G.  W.  Clay, 
who  laid  the  pipe.  The  Walker  is  the 
same  boat  that  was  fined  several  hun- 
dred dollars  last  year  by  Collector  ftloore 
of  Duluth,  and  the  tug  which  later  lost 
one  of  her  schooners  off  this  harboi*. 

The  harbor  at  Milwaukee  appeiirs  to 
need  dredging.  According  to  a  local 
paper  it  is  dangerous  in  boist  srous 
weather.  This  is  what  the  local  ecribo 
has  bo  say:  The  Minnesota  entered  with 
the  ore-laden  barge  Metacomet.  A.  tug 
took  the  barge  in  tow  and  headed  for 
the  river.  When  about  a  length  oi.tside 
the  piers,  directly  in  the  channel,  tho 
Metacomet  struck  bottom  and  cannj  to  a 
standstill.  But  fortune  favored,  and  tho 
barge  instead  of  drifting  on  tlio  shore 
entered  the  piers  all  right,  only  to  sitriko 
bottom  once  more  when  little  more  than 
a  length  inside.  The  Metacomet  drew 
fifteen  feet  and  the  force  with  which  she 
struck  indicated  that  there  can  not  l)e 
over  sixteen  feet  of  water  from  a  point 
200  feet  inside  of  the  piers  to  a  point  20t) 
feet  outside.  This  is  certainly  a  danger- 
ously unpleasant  condition  of  tilings, 
and  should  receive  immediate  attoition. 
The  Belle  Steven's  is  away  on  a  south 
shore  cruise  after  cedar  posts.  Sho  will 
go  as  far  down  as  Portage  Entry. 

The  steamer  Aurora  which  put  cait  of 
Ashland  yesterday  returned  in  the  even- 
ing with  a  bursted  flue.

What  Secretary   Hart  .Says. 

St.  Paul,  June  5. — Secretary  Hart,  ot 
the  board  of  corrections  and  charities, 
who  was  sent  to  Rochester  by  Gov.  Mer- 
riam  to  investigate  the  asylum  horrors 
recently  brought  to  light,  returned  to 
St.  Paul  last  night.  He  was  seen  at  his 
residence  by  a  reporter.  He  left  Ro;,h- 
ester  Monday  night,  attending  the  exer- 
cises at  the  Faribault  school  for  the  deaf 
yesterday,  and  consequently  had  little  to 
add  to  the  already  published  accounts  of 
the  investigation  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

"Rochester  is  all  torn  up  over  it,"  he 
said,  "and  there  promises  to  be  enough 
of  investigation.  Judge  Start  has  al- 
ready charged  the  grand  jury  to  investi- 
gate  the  whole  conduct  of    the    asylum. 

Xlie  LiuoLooo  will  also    prol>Qbly     invcoti 

gate,  and  the  governor,  if  he  choose:.,  can 
order  another  through  the  board  of  cor- 
rections and  charities. 

"Dr.  Bowers  said  to  me  that  he  re- 
alized that  he  had  made  the  mistake  of 
his  life  in  not  making  the  matter  public 
at  once.  Had  he  done  so  there  would 
have  been  a  sad  scandal  of  course,  but 
Dr.  Bowers's  record  would  have  carried 
him  through.  He  has  been  connected 
with  Minnesota  hospitals  for  the  insane 
for  more  than  twenty-one  years,  having 
been  at  St.  Peter  under  Dr.  Bartlett  for 
a  long  time.  I  have  not  lost  a  particle 
of  contidence  in  him  myself,  and  if  I 
knew  I  should  be  insane  tomorrow,  or  if 
one  of  my  family  should  be,  I  would 
send  him  to  Rochester  under  Dr.  Bowers 
without  the  least  hesitation."

.ug  apparatus  now  in  general  use.  Its 
mechanism  is  of  sv.  ch  a  durable  charac- 
ter, consisting  onlj  of  three  segments  of 
a  circle  binding  on  a  leather  strap,  that 
it  cannot  wear,  ror  become  deranged. 
Its  distinct  features  are  nickel  plated 
brass  casiug,  contiining  a  steel  axis,  a 
jjulley  and  a  reversible  brake,  with  a 
rope.

The  ox)erator  had 
the  machine  rigjjed  up  at  one  of  the 
windows  iu  the  tilt,h  story,  and  climbing 
out  on  the  ledge  passed  the 
rope  under  his  arm  and  dropped. 
He  made  the  descent  with 
perfect  ease,  the  distance  was  110  feet 
and  the  time  flfteen  seconds.  A  large 
crowd  witnessed  tlie  feat.

Arrange- 
me^AB  can  l>e  made  so  you  can  work  in 
Denver  with  perfect  safety.  This  friend 
will  remove  the  patrol  man  frotn  any 
beat  upon  which  you  wish  to  'do  a  job.' 
He  can  get  a  man  out  of  jail  charged 
with  any  offense  except  murder." 

The  detective  came  to  this  city,  and 
was  soon  followed  by  the  Kansas  City 
crook,  whose  name  is  MarshalL  A  job 
was  put  up  by  the  detective  and  the 
crook,  and  First  Lieutenant  of  Police 
Conner,  of  Denver,  to  rob  the  Salt  Lake 
express,  but  at  the  last  moment  the  lieu- 
tenant backed  out.

DR.  BOWERSS  PREDICAMENT. 

The  affair  at  tho  Korhester  Insane 
asylum  is  bad  enough  imleed,  but,  aft^^r 
all,  its  worst  feature  is  that  it  is  in  the 
line  of  evitieuee  that  ottleers  of  public 
institutions  allow  their  sense  of  respon- 
sibility ami  their  human  instincts  to  be 
blunted  by  constant  contact  with  the 
wrecks  they  are  placed  in  charge  of.  It 
is         very         easy         to  conceive 

how  a  person  placed  in  charge 
of  unreasoning  and  unreasonable 
beings,  such  as  the  insane,  wou'd  gradu- 
ally come  to  regard  them  as  mere 
brutes,  unless  he  was  a  person  of  un- 
usual strength  of  mind  and  gcxxlness  of 
heart.  But  there  seems  to  be  loss  rea- 
son for  this  dehumanizing  process  influ- 
encing a  physician  and  a  scientist 
who  is  placed  in  charge  of 
an  institution  and  is  not  in  con- 
stant contact  with  the  exasperating 
vagaries  of  the  insane.  There  is,  indeed, 
e%erj-  reason  to  exi)ect  that  one  in  the 
position  Dr.  Bowers  holds  at  Rochester 
would  hold  himself  free  from  the  influ- 
ence which  might  perhaps  fairly  be  sup- 
posed would  sometimes  take  possession 
of  an  attendant. 

It  is  almost   impossible  of  belief  that 
Dr.  Bowers  regarded  the  strong  suspicion 
of  foul  play,  which  he  admits  he  had,  as 
a  matter  which  allowed  him  to  exercise 
his  personal  judgment   in    the  smallest 
degree.     If    he    had    suspected    that  a 
member  of  his    family,  or    a    personal 
friend,  had  been  foully    dealt    with   he 
probably    would    not  have  hesitated  an 
instant  in  putting  the    matter    into  the 
hands  of  the  authorities.     That   he   did 
not    do    that      in      this     case      shows 
that    he    places   a    lower   value   upon 
the    life    of    an      insane    person    than 
upon  that  of   a  sane  person.      This  is 
enough  to  condemn  any  man  for  such  a 
position    as    Dr.  Bowers   holds,  and   it 
would   appear  that  the  first  step  toward 
a  reformation  of  the  abuses  revealed  at 
the  asylum  would  be  the  resignation  of 
a  superintendent  who  feels  justified  in 
condoning,  even  for  an   hour,  what  he 
suspects  may  be  a  murder,  to  prevent  a 
scandal.

"He  had  the  proud  con- 
sciousness that  though  he  was  the  son  of 
an  awkward  rail-splitter,  yet  his  father 
wjis  a  much  bigger  man  than  her  fathor 
ever  was."  It  may  be  that  this  thought 
held  up  Lincoln's  head  somewhat,  if  it 
ever  entered  his  head,  which  is  doubtful, 
but  he  would  naturally  prefer  to  stand 
before  the  Queen  in  his  own  shoes  and 
not  in  those  of  his  father.  In  the  in- 
stance in  question,  he  stood  for  his 
country  and  not  for  himself,  and  the 
Queen  entertained  the  minister,  not  the 
man.  Lincoln  knew  this,  and  however 
modest  he  may  be  personally,  he  would 
hold  his  head  as  the  representative  of 
this  republic  as  high  as  the  head  of  any 
foreign  envoy,  if  the  occasion  required. 
But  at  the  meeting  with  the  Queen,  he 
was  simply  called  upon  to  bear  himself 
as  an  American  gentleman  in  the  pres- 
ence of  an  aged  woman,  the  sovereign  of 
our  mother  countrj-.    No  doubt  he  did.

Between  the  terrible  flood  that  swept 
away  Johnstown  and  the  opening  of  The 
Spalding  in  this  city  there  is  no  apparent 
connection.

The  manager  has  done  his  part  ad- 
mirably, as  the  finely  fitted  hotel  shows 
and  it  now  remains  for  the  city  to  show 
its  appreciation  of  the  public  spirit, 
liberality,  energy  and  skill  that  have 
wrought  a  work  so  full  of  promiee. 
Every  man,  woman  and  child  in  Duluth 
has  an  interest  in  the  success  of  this  en- 
terprise, marking,  as  it  does,  the  begin- 
ning of  a  new  era  in  the  growth  of  the 
city,  and  everyone  should  be  zealous  to 
lend  a  hand  to  advance  it.

Investigations 
into  the  surrounding  land  are  constantly 
kept  up  with  gratifying  results.  A 
diamond  drill  was  put  down  in  the  bluff 
m  the  immediate  region  of  the  present 
plant.  It  went  down  460feet  and  brought 
ore  all  the  way.  Then  a  horizontal  drill 
was  made  from  the  base  of  the  bluff  to 
the  pomt  where  the  downward  drill 
stopped,  and  it  was  found  that  the  vein 
of  ore  was  48  feet  wide. 

>lother  earth  does  not  always  disclose 
her  secrets  to  the  eye.  Hundreds  of  ex- 
plorers are  hunting  for  them  here.  AH 
the  geographical  conditions  for  the 
presence  of  iron  exist  for  scores 
of  miles  up  and  down  the  range. 
At  many  points  the  investiga- 
tions have  already  shown  ore  in  navinL' 
quantities.  Other  railroad  projects  are 
now-  under  consideration  to  tap  the 
uelds. 

The  region  is  a  pine  forest  and  the 
surroundings  of  the  two  towns  are  cheer- 
ess  and  uninviting.  Ely  is  practically 
lef^  than  a  year  old,  yet  the  G<X)  or  700 
miners  at  work  have  caused  the  build- 
ing of  a  town,  and  it  is  rapidly  growing.

A     great    trade    l>oth 
home  and  foreign  should  be  worked   up 
hero  in    tiour.     Duluth    wheat    is    now 
acknowledged  and   known   all   over  the 
world,    and    on  the    reputation   already 
established  by  it  it  will  be  easy  to  build 
up  a  reputation  for  the  finest  Hour.

"There  has  been  talk,"  said  the  other 
Glasgowegian,  "of  a  British  syndicate 
buying  up  Minneapolis  Hour  mills  for 
a  large  sum  of  money,  and  of 
the  efforts  they  have  made  to  secure 
the  big  mills.  I  don't  take 
the  least  stock  in  it,  it  is  all  a  fake 
gotten  up  by  some  enterprising  miller 
who  thought  a  story  would  help  to  sell 
his  tlour  or  his  mill.  Those  Minneapolis 
fellows,  at  leJist  a  good  many  of  them, 
have  had  a  hard  row  the  past  year.

"We  have  noticed  that  wheat  in  the 
Northwest  is  looking  a  little  yellow  and 
spotted.  In  some  places  it  is  not  stool- 
ing  out  as  it  should,  and  the  outlook  is 
not  as  good  as  we  had  supposed  it 
to  be." 

HES  MUM  ON  POLITICS. 

Governor  Gray  is  an  Oyster  when  He  Xalk» 
Politics. 

Ex-Governor  Isaac  P.  Gray,  of  Indi- 
ana, arrived  in  Duluth  yesterday  after- 
noon, en  route  for  the  Pacitic  coast.  He 
will  remain  here  until  tomorrow,  looking 
after  his  real  estate  interests.  Governor 
Gray  is  one  of  the  most  premineut  luemS 
bors  of  the  democratic  party,  and  for 
many  years  has  taken  an  active  and 
leading  part  in  the  political  battles  in 
which  the  disciples  of  Jefferson  have 
been  engaged.  Of  commanding  pres- 
ence, with  a  dignitied  yet  pleasant  face, 
he  is  the  idol  of  his  frieuds  in  Indiana, 
and  to  what  extent  their  devotion  ex- 
tends was  amply  illustrated  in  the  hard 
tight  they  made  to  nominate  the  gov- 
ernor for  vice-president  in  the  recent 
democratic  convention  at  St.  Louis. 

A  cheery  "Take  a  seat,  please,"  greeted 
a  Herald  reporter  as  he  stepped  into  Mr. 
Gray's  room  at  the  St.  Louis  hotel  this 
afternoon.  "What  is  the  reason  of  my 
visit  to  Duluth?  Well,  I  have  some 
landed  interests  in  the  city,  and  being 
on  my  way  to  Washington  Territory  and 
the  Pacitic  coast,  I  thought  I  would 
stop  over  a  few  days  to  see  how  the  city 
was  getting  on.  I  hardly  knew  the  town 
when  I  drove  up  from  the  depot. 
Everything  has  changed  since  my  last 
visit  here  a  year  ago.  This  is  the 
third  time  I  have  been  here,  and 
each  time  I  see  some  new  example  of 
Western  energy  to  admire.  This  time  it 
is  the  new  buildings  and  street  improve- 
ments. Superior  street  looks  magnifi- 
cent and  is  much  better  than  the  old 
thoroughfare.  When  I  was  here  in  'SS 
West  Duluth  consisted  of  that  territory 
west  of  Twelfth  avenue  west,  but  now  I 
hear  it  is  a  big  manufacturing  district 
below  Oneota.  This  is  going  to  be  a 
great  city  some  day,  or  rather,  it  is  a 
great  city  now  and  is  destined  to  become 
much  greater." 

"Who  will  be  the  leaders  in  the  fight 
of  '92?"  asked  the  newspaper  man  at 
this  juncture  of  the  conversation. 

The  governor's  face  assumed  a  depre- 
catory aspect  when  this  question  was 
asked,  but  he  said:  "It's  rather  early  to 
make  a  forecast  of  the  next  campaign. 
I  have  followed  the  course  of  political 
events  but  slightly  since  last  fall,  and 
am  unable  to  give  you  an  answer.  It 
has  been  stated  that  Mr.  Cleveland  would 
again  assume  the  candidacy,  but  beyond 
what  I  have  read  in  the  papers  I  know 
nothing  at  all  about  it.  The  ex-presi- 
dent may  or  may  not  bo  the  candidate 
four  years  hence.  As  regards  the  David 
Hill  movement,  I  am  as  much 
in  the  dark  as  on  the  subject  you  have 
just  broached.  I  am  acquainted  with 
Mr.  Hill,  but  am  cognizant  of  his  polit- 
ical movements  only  in  a  general  way, 
antl  that  only  through  hearsay.  What 
the  record  of  the  new  administration 
will  be  is  too  early  yet  to  tell.  Its  course 
in  the  Samoan  affair  has  but  followed 
out  the  ideas  embodied  in  President 
Cleveland's  and  Secretary  Bayard's 
policy  with  (Jermany. 

"I  shall  be  in  Duluth  until  tomorrow, 
when  I  start  for  Washington  Territory 
and  California,  returning  by  the  Union 
Pacific."

WAS  THERE  A  PLOT? 


Some  Suggestive   Conclusions 
Drawn  From  Various  Plaus- 
ible Sources 


Which  Seem  to  Show  that  Sul 

livan  is  the  Victim  of 

a    Plot. 


Chicago,  June  G. — [Special.]— If  the 
Cronin  muriler  had  been  planned  and 
plotted  with  tlio  deliberate  intention  of 
breaking  the  force  of  the  sensation  cre- 
ated by  the  Pigott  disclosures  and  the 
general  revulsion  of  sentiment  in  Eng- 
land in  favor  of  Parnell  as  the  result  of 
the  evidence  before  the  Parnell  com- 
mission, it  could  not  have  more  admir- 
ably succeeded  in  its  purpose.  Nor, 
moreover,  had  it  been  concocted  with 
the  deliberate  purpose  of  robbing  cer- 
tain prominent  Irishmen  of  the  credit 
due  to  them  for  one  of  the  greatest  coup 
d'  etat  m  Irish  affairs  for  the  past  half 
century,  could  it  have  been  more  suc- 
cessful. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  little  more 
than  a  fortnight  prior  to  the  disappear- 
ance of  the  physician,  an  elaborate  cable 
dispatch  was  published  which  purported 
to  give  the  inside  facts  connected  with 
the  Pigott  expose.  It  showed  that  the 
rebuttal  evidence  which  put  the  notor- 
ious traitor  and  perjurer  to  tiight  and 
finally  compelled  him  to  put  an  end  to 
his  miserable  existence,  had  been  pre- 
pared from  existing  documents  by  Pat- 
rick Elgan  and  Alexander  Sullivan  and 
that  it  was  entrusted  to  Rev.  Father 
Dorney  for  delivering  to  Sir  Charles 
Russell  and  Mr.  Parnell.  These  fact« 
have  never  been  successfully  denied  or 
impeached.  The  result  was  to  direct 
general  attention  to  the  nationalists  in 
question,  both  at  home  and  abroad. 
Popular  as  they  had  been  before,  they 
were  thrice  more  so  now.  Had  not, 
through  their  instrumentality,  the  Irish 
leader  been  enabled  to  smite  The  Times 
hip  and  thigh?  Had  he  not  practically 
demolished  its  case  and  held  it  up  to 
the  scorn  of  the  civilized  world?  And 
all  through  the  opportune  action  of 
three  Irish  Americans. 

All  this  was  gall  and  wormwood  to  the 
anti-Sullivan  element  of  the  Irish  party. 
They  realized  full  well  that  the  only 
effect  of  this  brilliant  stroke  would  be 
to  render  still  more  noted  and  popular 
men  against  whom  they  possessed  a 
hatred  amounting  almost  to  a 
fanaticism,  and  they  set  to  work, 
with  an  energy  that  would  have 
done  credit  even  to  emissaries  of 
The  Times,  to  weaken  confidence  in  the 
developments  and  those  whose  names 
were  mentioned  in  connection  with  the 
matter. 

Within  a  few  days  after  the  appear- 
ance of  the  "cable"  dispatch  in  question, 
a  local  paper  printed  a  lengthy  and  in- 
spired article  in  which  it  was  intimated 
so  strongly  as  to  almost  amount  to  a 
positive  declaration  thiit  the  dispatch 
was  manufactured  in  Chicago  and  sent 
to  New  York  to  be  distributed  over  the 
wires  of  a  press  association  as  though  it 
were  a  genuine  cable,  and  that  its  sub- 
ject matter  was  misleading  and  untrue. 
The  first  portion  of  this  story  was 
promptly  denied  by  the  representatives 
of  the  |i)ress  association,  the  seaind  re- 
ceived a  quietus  from  Labruchere  and 
Parnell,  to  say  nothing  of  the  bearer  of 
the  precious  documents  to  England, 
Father  Dorney,  respect  for  whose  cloth 
alone  should  have  silenced  all  contradic- 
tion and  inn  uendo.In  this  incident  itself 
there  was  a  crushing  rejoinder  to  the 
oft-repeated  charges  that  had  been  made 
against  certain  prominent  nationalists, 
and  which  were  to  be  brought  to  the 
front  again  at  the  forthcoming  conven- 
tion. The  Sullivan  Hag  was  again  in  the 
ascendancy.  From  all  over  the  country 
there  came  a  demand  that  ne  shoukl 
again  become  the  head  of  the  National 
league,  and  so  general  was  the  recogni- 
tion of  the  great  service  that  he  had 
aided  in  performing  for  Parnell  and  the 
Irish  cause  that  it  is  believed  in  a 
good  many  quarters  that  had  the 
charges  been  presented  they  would  have 
been  thrown  out  of  court  without  a 
liearing.  Certainly  the  ex-Irish  leader 
could  not,  to  all  appearances,  have  had 
anything  to  fear  from  this  source. 

But  no  sooner  had  the  physician  dis- 
appeared than  his  friends  began  to 
direct  suspicion  toward  Alexander  Sulli- 
van. Then  mysterious  hints  were  thrown 
out  that  it  would  be  well  for  Patrick 
Egan  to  keep  quiet,  and  tuially  it  was 
broadly  charged  tnat  Father  Dorney 
had  whitewashed  Sullivan  in  the  in- 
vestigation into  the  financial  affairs  of 
the  Clan-na-Gael,  which  he  was  deputed 
to  make  some  years  ago. 

No  other  names  were  brought  into  the 
case;  only  those  of  the  three  men  to 
whom  both  the  Irish  Land  league  on 
both  sides  of  the  water,  Parnell  and  his 
followers  and  the  Irish  people  in  general 
owe  the  practical  demolition  of  the  anti- 
self-government  fabric  that  The  Times 
had  constructed  at  an  enormous  cost. 

That  there  is  significance  in  these 
facts,  say  the  friends  of  Sullivan,  must 
be  apparent  to  everyone.  Just  what 
alleged  evidence  pointing  to  the  ex-presi- 
dent is  in  the  possession  of  the  state's 
attorney  remains,  they  say,  to  be  seen, 
but  until  something  that  is  definite  is 
made  public  they  prefer  to  believe  that 
the  entire  hue  and  cry  against  him  is  but 
additional  evidence  that  Cronin's  friends 
have  taken  up  the  mantle  of  the  inde- 
scribable hatred  that  the  latter  have 
toward  his  opponent.  ,  "

From  the  Desolated 

Country. 


Johnstown,  Pa.,  June  6.— A  bird's-eye 
view  from  the  mountain  side  this  morn- 
ing shows  that  the  waters  in  the  Cone- 
maugh  valley  have  subsided  almpst  to 
their  usual  level.  With  the  receding 
waters  the  scene  of  desolation  becomes 
hourly  more  weird  and  picturesque. 
Like  a  desert  swept  by  some  tierce 
simoon,  the  valley  level  is  an  unbroken 
plain  for  miles,  only  at  last  to  find 
abrupt  termination  in  a  mountain  of 
debris  that  found  lodgment  on  some  pro- 
jecting rock. 

The  sun  shines  brightly  over  Cambria 
land  this  morning,  and  as  the  pastoral 
population  hastens  down  the  mountain 
side  in  early  morn  the  scene  reminds  one 
of  some  festal  day,  rather  than  an  eager 
gathering  at  a  field  of  horrors.  The 
work  of  rescuing  the  dead  goes  on  with 
undiminished  vigor. 

There  was  a  small-sized  riot  this  morn- 
ing at  the  labor  camp  on  account  of 
there  not  being  food  enough  for  the  men 
or  utensils  to  cook  it  with.  Mr.  Flynn, 
who  is  at  the  head  of  the  labor  bureau, 
miide  a  speech  to  the  men  and  stated 
that  it  was  impossible  to  get  things 
down  from  the  railroad.  He  also  stated 
that  they  did  not  want  men  who  ex- 
pected to  live  on  the  fat  of  the  land,  and 
tliat  this  principally  was  a  work  of  char- 
ity, even  though  the  men  did  get  paid 
for  their  work.  A  few  minutes  after 
this  as  Mr.  Flynn  was  drinking  some 
black  coffee  and  eating  some  hard 
crackers  and  cheese,  two  workmen  came 
up  to  him  and  commenced  to  complain 
because  he  did  not  have  soup  and  meat. 
This  enraged  Mr.  Flynn,  and  after  tell- 
ing them  that  he  thought  he  was  used 
to  as  good  eating  as  they,  ordered  the 
guards  to  take  the  men  out  of  town  and 
not  to  permit  them  to  come  back  again. 
This  seemed  to  have  the  desired  effect, 
and  there  was  no  more  trouble. 

This  morning  it  was  stated  five  thous- 
and men  are  at  work,  and  it  is  expected 
that  by  tomorrow  at  least  ten  thousand 
will  be  employed,  but  even  this  large 
force  will  not  be  able  to  remove  the  de- 
bris in  less  than  several  weeks.  Last 
night  about  500  of  the  laborers  had  no 
tents  to  sleep  in,  but  word  has  been  re- 
ceived from  Washington  that  tents  are 
on  their  way,  and  it  is  expected  that 
they  will  arrive  tonight. 

Shortly  after  midnight  a  riot  was  re- 
ported at  Cambria  City  and  word  was 
sent  to  Adjt.-Gen.  Hastings  requesting  a 
detachment  of  soldiers.  He  ordered  one 
of  the  companies  of  the  Fourteenth 
regiment  to  the  place,  but  when  it 
arrived  there  they  found  that  there  was 
little  or  no  necessity  for  its  services. 
The  only  trouble  at  the  place  was  between 
some  drunken  Italians  who  were  making 
idle  threats.  Adjt.-Gen.  Hastings  re- 
ports everything  quiet  last  night  and 
this  morning,  and  states  that  there  is  no 
truth  in  the  report  that  he  was  going 
to  order  out  the  Tenth  regiment. 

At  Jioon  today  the  boroughs  of  Johns- 
town and  the  adjoining  boroughs,  or 
what  IS  left  of  them,  practically  passed 
under  martial  law.  Adjt.-Gen.  Hastings 
says  he  has  not  declared  martial  law  yet. 
The  soldiers  are  on  guard  and  no  one  is 
permitted  between  the  lines  unless  they 
have  an  order  from  the  adjutant-general. 
The  sight-seers  are  debarred  altogether 
and  the  town  is  inaccessible,  except  to 
newspaper  men  and  other  people  who 
have  business  there.

The   Number   of   the   L«st.. 

Johnstown,  Pa.,  June  (J. — Some  doubt 
has  been  ex))ressed  as  to  the  estimate 
that  12,C0O  to  15,000  people  have  been 
lost  in  this  flooded  district.  There  is  at 
present  no  way  of  determining  with  any 
degree  of  exactitude  how  many  are  dead, 
but  the  guessing  is  based  on  close  figur- 
ing. At  teast  25G0  bodies  have  been 
found;  20(X)  at  the  lowest  calculation  are 
in  the  burned  deljris  in  the  river;  .300(i 
are  in  unsearched  sand  banks  around 
the  Cambria  works,  down  along  the 
river  and  in  the  lower  part  of  Johns- 
town ;  from  1000  to  20;X)  are  scatteeed  in 
tlie  valley  from  W^oodville  street  to  the 
bridge,  and  a  thousand  or  two  below  the 
bridge  between  Johnstown  and  Bolivar. 
Hundreds  were  carried  down  to  the 
broad  rivers  in  the  tremendous  current 
and  may  never  come  into  the  hands  of 
the  living. 

Said  Adjt.-Gen.  Hastings  this  morn- 
ing: "In  my  opinion  the  loss  is  greater 
than  we  can  now  show  figures  for." 
William  Jones,  of  Braddock,  thinks  that 
at  least  10,0U)  to  12,tXX)  were  lost.  The 
statement  that  18,000  persons  had  regis- 
tered at  the  registry  bureau  yesterday 
was  incorrect.  One  of  Gen.  Hastings 
aides  said  at  10  o'clock  that  so  many  per- 
sons registered  tw  ice  or  more  that  the  list 
had  to  be  revised,  and  that  the  total  was 
not  more  than  l.'i,000,  and  perhaps  12,5(X). 
This  registration  not  only  comprehends 
the  population  of  Johnstown  and  ad- 
joining towns,  which  was  about  33,000, 
but  embraces  places  further  away  in  the 
flooded  region,  the  total  population  of 
which  was  at  least  4.3,000,  including 
villages,  straggling  hamlets  and  farms. 
Chairman  Hicks,  of  the  Altoona  delega- 
tion, who  has  been  all  over  the  district 
since  Sunday  morning,  says  the  loss  is 
12,500  to  14,000. 


General  Manager  Mellen  all  Right. 

Chicago,  Ills.,  .lune  6. — A  telegram 
dated  at  Bedford,  Pa.,  Juno  5,  from  Mr. 
W.  S.  Mellen,  general  manager-elect  of 
the  Northern  Pacific  railway,  was  re- 
ceived here  today.  He  was  on  the  train 
vihich  was  wrecked  by  the  Johnstown 
flood,  and  it  was  feared  that  he 
was  lost.  He  had  travelled 
by  wiigon  and  expected  to  reach 
Washington  today.  In  a  letter  dated 
the  2nd  inst.,  at  Altoona,  he  says:  "I 
have  with  me  Mrs.  Halford,  wife  of 
President  Harrison's  private  secretary, 
and  daughter;  Mrp.  M.  Brady,  of  Chi- 
cago; Gertrude,  and  Mr.  L.  E.  Spangler, 
United  States  postoflice  inspector.

llie  Indians  Cannot  Agree  and  it  U  Feared 
the  Coniiui»>»  ioit  Will  Fail. 

llosEBUD  Agency  S.  D.,  June  G.-  The 
Inaians  and  half  breeds  seem  to  be  work- 
ing at  cross  purposes.  At  the  half  breed 
council  last  night  the  vote  stood  60  to  2 
in  favor  of  assenting.  The  Indian  coun- 
cil was  terribly  divided.  A  row  between 
the  old  and  young  uen  was  precipitated. 
The  young  men  wanted  to  take  the  lead 
in  making  the  terms  of  treaty  with  the 
commissioners.  They  are  not  in  favor  of 
signing.  The  majority  of  the  old  fel- 
lows object  to  granting  any  such 
authority  to  the  younger  men.  The 
old  fellows  were  also  divided  as  to 
the  best  course  to  ])ur8ue,  but  the  ma- 
jority seem  to  prefe-  to  sell  the  land  at 
the  government  terms.  The  division  of 
the  land  reserved  for  the  Rosebud  and 
Pine  Ridge  agenciet  is  creating  a  hula- 
bulloo.  The  two  tribes  are  at  swords' 
points  in  this  regard  and  the  authors  of 
the  congressional  act  seem  to  have  made 
a  mistake  in  adoptiiig  definite  boundary 
lines  between  the  two  reservations. 

Red  Cloud  is  here  in  his  semi-civilized 
dress  and  war  paint  He  has  consider- 
able influence  over  1  he  Rosebud  Indians. 
He  was  in  attendance  at  the  council 
all  day.  While  his  feeling  is  not  clearly 
defined,  it  is  safe  I0  assume  that  just 
now  he  is  opposed  to  signing.  The  lead- 
ing half-breeds  feel  certain,  however, 
that  they  will  l>e  able  to  get  him  to 
assent.  The  outcome  is  uncertain.  The 
commissioners  do  tot  feel  assured  that 
they  will  meet  with  success.  They 
realize  that  they  have  a  great  task  be- 
fore them.  To  a  disinterested  person  it 
looks  as  though  the  reservation  would 
not  be  opened  this  year.

Fort  Dodue,  Iowa,  June  (3.— One  of 
the  neatest  swindling  schemes  ever  per- 
petrated on  the  unsuspecting  has  just 
been  brought  to  light  in  this  part  of 
Iowa.  Two  sleek- ooking  individuals 
started  in  here  and  vorked  all  parts  of 
northern  Iowa  for  the  sale  of  "mineral 
water,"  as  they  termed  it,  giving  the 
victims  to  understand  indirectly  that 
the  "mineral"  was  beer  and  wniskey. 
They  worked  all  the  towns  and  drove 
into  the  country  soli  citing  orders.  As  a 
result  hundreds  of  the  unsuspecting 
were  induced  to  make  cash  payments  or 
to  give  promisory  notes  for  the  delivery 
of  "mineral  water."

Co-operation    of    Duluth    Lines 

Needed,  But  Not  to 

Be  Had. 


The  result  of  the  meeting  of  the 
general  freight  agents  of  the  Western 
association  held  Tuesday,  at  Chicago, 
was  looked  for  with  interest  by  the  rail- 
road companies  doing  business  at  the 
head  of  the  laiies.  It  was  called  to  con- 
sider the  situation  resultant  with  tlie  re- 
duction of  through  rates  between  St. 
Paul  and  the  8ealx>ard  by  way  of  Chi- 
citgo.  The  Soo  line,  which  inaugurated 
the  cut  in  all  rail  rates,  wab  repre- 
sented, and  was  ready  Uj  enter 
into  any  arrangement  that  would 
place  It  ou  an  equa'  fo<jting  with  its 
competitors.  Most  jf  the  time  wajs  spent 
in  endeavortfl'or  finding  s<:jme  means  to 
influencojj'complete  re^storatiou  of  the 
old  thw^igh  rates.  This  cannot  Ije  ac- 
comi^hed  but  by  the  consent  of  the 
Duluth  lines,  which  were  not  represent- 
ed in  the  meeting. 

The  committee  apj^>ointed  on  ways  and 
means  could  only  propose  that  the  rates 
be  restored  to  a  basis  of  $1.10,  first  class, 
from  New  York  to  St.  Paul,  by  way  of 
the  Soo  and  Chicago  roads.  The  Soo 
would  only  consent  to  this  on  the  con- 
dition that  the  lake  and  rail  lines  con- 
sent to  advance  their  rates  to  the 
former  basis  of  $1.10,  making  thorn  uni- 
form by  way  of  Duluth  and  Chicago.  It 
was  then  decided  to  make  the  proposi- 
tion to  the  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  com- 
pany and  to  the  Manitoba  and  the  East- 
ern Minnesota,  but  the  committee  did 
not  have  much  hoi>e  of  these  companies 
accpting  it,  and  if  they  do  not,  the  re- 
duced rate  thmj^gh  Cn^.'P-Jgo  will    stand. 

Said  a  DulubO  railroad  official  ou  this 
subject:  "It  was  rank  foolishness  for 
the  Western  Freight  association  to  think 
that  the  St.  Paul  and  Duluth,  Manitoba 
and  other  Duluth  lines  will  consent  to 
any  such  arrangement.  They  did 
not  take  the  initiation  in  the  rate  reduc- 
tion in  the  first  place,  and  the  all-rail 
lines  must  stick  to  the  present  rate  or 
take  but  a  small  share  of  the  through 
business.  I  think  their  endeavors  to 
establish  the  former  rate  or  a  basis 
61.10  for  first-class  through  business  will 
signally  fail."

This  is  the 
brick  and  stone  era;  ultimate  Duluth  will 
exist  in  the  time  of  manufactured  building 
material,  where  each  block  used  In  the  erection 
of  a  structure  will  be  perfectly  adapted  to  the 
use  Intended,  and  cai)able  of  defying  the 
changes  time  aud  storm  can  bring  about. 
Ultimate  Duluth,  in  common  with  otlier 
Western  towns  to  be  built,  will  be  the  pride  of 
the  modern  world.

J.  B.  Copley  told  the  reporter  what  he 
saw  from  a  train  which  stood  on  a  track 
near  the  asylum. 

Some  of  us  were  in  the  car  waiting  for  the 
train  to  make  up  and  go  on  when  we  saw  two 
guaras  troni  the  asylum  chasing  one  of  the 
patients  down  towai-d  the  tracks.  The  man 
was  trjing to  run  away  and  get  on  the  train 
and  go  to  Winona.  A  little  ways  from  the 
tracks  they  overtook  the  man.  One  of  them 
knocked  him  down  and  kicked  him.  Then  they 
choked  him  and  jumped  on  him.  Some  of  us 
on  the  tniln  eouldnt  stand  it  any  longer,  and 
we  rushed  out  of  the  train  and  out  where  they 
were  abusinjr  tliat  man.  I  was  worKed  up  till 
my  bkHKi  was  hot .  They  had  choked  that  man 
until  his  face  was  black,  as  black  as  your  hat. 
1  th.>ii^lit  he  was  dead  when  1  saw  him.  It  was 
sickening,  t  irrabbed  one  of  those  guards  by 
the  hair  and  yanke<i  him  away  from  the 
patient  and  slung  him  in  tlic  ditch,  ..nd  I  would 
do  the  same  thing  again  When  the  man  gcjt 
his  wind  and  got  up,  ho  begged  us  not  to  make 
Uini  g.1  back  with  those  men.  He  said  'they 
woul.l  kill  him."  He  was  a  middle-sized  man 
and  either  one  of  the  guards  could  have  taken 
Dim  by  the  collar  and  walked  him  back. 

Ole  Jergens  is  an  attendant  at  the 
asylum.  He  has  been  there  a  long  time. 
He  talked  with  the  reporter. 

Did  you  ever  see  any  casi's  of  cruelty  and 
abuse  of  patients  in  this  asylum? 

No— er— well,  none  of  any  importance. 

Did  you  ever  see  any  abuse? 

Not  of  any  importance. 

Did  you  ever  see  a  case? 

Not  unless  the  patient  deserved  it. 

Did  you  over  see  an  attendant  strike  a  pa- 
tient? ^ 

No.

of  the  industries  it  so    ably    represents. 
We  can  assure    the    members    of    this 
institute    that    they    will    receive     the 
heartiest  welcome,  and  the    most  ample 
faculties  for  seeing    what    this  country 
has  to  show  them  in  the    way  of  mines 
and  works.     The  program   has    not   yet 
been  made  out.    We  understand  it  will 
include  not  only  the  prominent  iron  and 
steel  works  and  mining  operations  along 
the  Atlantic    slope,  but    urgent    invita- 
tions   have    already    been  forwarded  to 
visit    the    mineral    developments  in  the 
South,as  well  as  the  remarkable  deposits 
of  ir«n  ore  in  the  Lake  Superior  region. 
The  visit  will  be  a  memorable  one." 

These  Britishers  are  the    most  promi- 
nent men  on  their  island  in  their  line,  as 
is  the  American    Institute    on  this  side 
the  water.    The    latter    paid   an  official 
visit  to  Duluth  and  the  Vermilion  range 
two  years    ago,    brought    here    by   the 
solicitations  of  John  Birkinbine,  and  the 
same  gentleman  can  be  relied  on  to  do  all 
in  his  power  to  start   the  foreigners  out 
this  way.     It  is  to    be    hoped    that  the 
efforts  may  be  successful.     The    Herald 
will  promise  that  if  they  do  come  they 
will    be    well    entertained    and    will  be 
shown  something   in   the    way    of    iron 
mining  and  of  undeveloped  resources  in 
silver,  copper  and    other    minerals   that 
will  open  their  eyes. 


Next  Tuesday  morning  the  oontract- 
ors,  Agnew   &  Co.,  begin    work    on   the 
Temple  theater.

NOT    YET    INDICTED. 
Cooiubs  and  Gray  Return   to  St.  Paul   Dis- 
gusted and  Discouraged. 

RocHE-sTEK,  June  G.— Thomas  Coombs 
and  Elder  Gray,  the  two  colored  men 
who  came  here  from  St.  Paul  to  secure 
the  arrest  of  Superintendent  Bowers,  of 
the  insane  hospital,  have  returned  home. 
Their  utter  failure  to  get  anv  redress 
from  the  county  magistrate  who  presides 
in  the  city  justice  court,  rather  dis- 
couraged them  and  led  them  to  believe 
that  they  would  be  more  likely  to  get 
satisfaction  from  the  governor  and  board 
of  Wustees.  They  accordingly  deter- 
mmed  to  return  at  once  and 
get  a  hearing  before  the  board 
and  governor  if  possible.  They  took 
with  them  a  written  complaint  and  will 
present  it  as  evidence  of  the  utter  use- 
leasness  of  attempting  to  secure  the  rec- 
ognition of  their  rights  here  as  citizens 
of  the  state.  The  intention  is  to  return 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  board  of 
trustees  and  swear  out  a  warrant 
then. 

The  grand  jury  continued  its  deliber- 
ations all  day  yesterday  and  had  quite  a 
number  of  witnesses  in  the  sweat  box. 
They  were  S.  H.  Dale,  Dr.  Collins,  Coroner 
Morse,  Miss  Ilebehl,  a  friend  of  Beckman, 
and  Messrs.  Young,  Michael,  Kill,  Buher, 
L.  Ciullickson  and  lienner,  inmates  of 
the  a.syluin  who  are  supposed  to  have 
been  present  when  the  murder  was  com- 
mitted. County  Attorney  Breckenridge 
was  keeping  gfxd  his  word  that  he  will 
investigate  the  matter  t<j  the  bottom, 
and  every  available  witness  who  can 
throw  any  jwssible  light  on  the  murder 
will  be  examined  before  the  indictments 
are  found.

RocHESTKK,  June  G.— .\nother  turn  of 
the  wheel  in  the  Coombs  murder  case 
has  been  made.  Dr.  Mosse,  the  coroner 
of  this  county  is  guilty  of  no  less  grave  a 
crime  than  that  of  defacing  and  altering 
public  records.  Ho  appeared  before  the 
grand  jury  yesterday  with  the  official 
record  of  his  autopsy  upon  the  remains 
of  Taylor  aximbs,  April  21,  the  day  after 
he  was  murdered.  The  record  had  been 
changed  and  the  changes  had  been 
made  since  Sunday  evening  at  8:.'i0 
o'clock,  when  he  showed  it  to  a  reporter. 
Dr.  Mosse  has  made  two  very  bad  mis- 
takes since  the  arrest  of  August  Beck- 
man and  Ed.  Peterson,  which  increases 
the  suspicion  that  he  was  an  accessory 
after  the  fjict  to  the  murder  of  Taylor 
Cooraljs  and  makes  him  liable  to  indict- 
ment for  a  felony.  The  first  mistake 
was  in  allowing  the  reporter  to  inspect 
hia  record  of  the  case  last  Sunday  after- 
noon, and  the  second  one  was 
in  causing  his  revised  edition 
of  the  record  to  be  published  in  The 
Pioneer  Press.

A  few  of  the  keel  plates 
and  bottom  part  of  the  vessel  are  already 
in  place,  and  riveters  are  at  work  on 
them.  The  102  is  well  along,  and  is 
rapidly  nearing  completion.  She  will  be 
launched  next  month,  and  will  be  the 
largest  vessel  ever  put  into  the  water 
from  Lake  Superior.  In  fact  there  are 
but  half  a  dozen  vessels  on  the  great 
lakes  of  larger  capacity.  The  103  will 
not  be  ready  for  launching  for  several 
months.  She  is  being  laid  down  just 
north  of  the  102  and  in  a  direct  line  with 
that  vessel,  and  the  scene  at  the  yards 
in  a  few  weeks,  when  work  on  both  is 
under  full  headway,  will  be  interesting 
and  inspiriting. 

These  two  vessels,  together  with  the 
ICl,  now  busily  carrying  ore  and  coal, 
will  have  a  tonnage  of  70(X)  tons,  and 
will  form  the  nucleus  of  a  great  fieet.  It 
is  probable  that  after  the  completion  of 
the  102  some  decision  will  be  made  in 
matters  of  great  moment  to  Duluth  and 
the  Northwest.

SWEDISH  BAPTISTS. 

They  Continue    Their    .SUite  Conference  at 
the  Duluth  Church. 

^  The  ministers'  meeting  of  the  State 
Swedish  Baptist  association  held  yester- 
day, as  noted  last  night,  was  a  very  sat- 
isfactory one.  This  morning  the  confer- 
ence opened  and  the  program  was  ob- 
served as  outlined  in  The  Herald  yester- 
day. The  reports  of  the  organization 
show  that  there  are  tifty-three  churches 
with  a  total  membership  of  3500.  The 
plan  of  appointing  pastors  is  by  the  Con- 
gregational method,  each  church  select- 
ing its  own  minister.  Several  additional 
delegates  came  in  over  the  Omaha  road 
and  via  the  Northern  Pacific  this 
morning. 

The  report  in  The  News  that  there 
were  200  delegates  present  is  slightly  in- 
correct. There  were  but  twenty,  and 
the  total  will  not  probably  reach  more 
than  thirty  during  the  entire  term  of 
the  session. 


Kehearing  Ordered   in 
I.Aud    CoKe. 

Private  advices  have  been  received 
from  Washington  to  the  effect  the-t  the 
famous  Eaton-Merritt  case,  a  petiti  sn  for 
rehearing  in  which  was  made  some  time 
ago,  was  to  be  reopened  by  the  secretary 
of  the  interior.  This  decision  hiis  all 
along  been  expected,  and  is  in  line  with 
the  predictions  of  this  paper  at  the  time 
Secretary  Vilas's  decision  was  first  toade 
public.  It  will  be  rememl>ered 
that  he  gave  a  decision  to 
the  effect  that  no  Sioux  scrip 
entries  made  by  others  than  the  InJians 
themselves  or  their  descendants  or  -with 
special  order  from  them  for  the 
entry  and  improvement  by  the  scri  Jpers 
would  be  valid.  This  embraced  nolionly 
the  Eaton-Merritt  claim,  worth  i^erhaps 
half  a  million  dollar-s  but  also  neary  all 
townsite  claims  along  the  line  cf  the 
Montana  Central,  which  were  entered 
by  this  scrip.  The  decision,  therefore 
affected  property  to  the  value  of  many 
millions  aud  depreciated  the  .juoted 
price  of  Sioux  scrip  very  materially. 

The  decision  was  quite  genorally 
regarded  as  unrighteous  and  suie  to 
bring  about  a  law  suit.  The  land  office 
was  crowded  the  morning,  two  mcmths 
ago,  when  the  land  was  opened  for  ontry 
under  the  decision.  Hartman  k.  Mallett 
and  Draper  &  DavLs  were  first  on  the 
ground  and  entered  the  land.  Eaton  it 
Merritt  and  their  attorneys  and  ai.js  at 
once  applied  for  a  rehearing,  and  niter 
consideration  it  has  been  grantei  by 
Secretary  Noble.  It  will  be  heai«d  on 
June  17th,  and  before  the  secretarj  and 
commission  of  the  general  land  office.

IRON    MEN   MEET. 


A  Meeting  Held   to    Devise   Ways    for  Im- 
proving the  Vermilion. 

Just  a  dozen  gentlemen  interested  in 
the  development  and  extension  of  the 
Vermilion  Iron  range  met  at  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  this  afternoon.  Among 
those  present  were  Juilge  Hall,  Major 
Hoover,  .James  H.  James  and  J.  B.  Geg- 
gie,  the  last  named  being  elected  chair- 
man. Judge  Hale  consenting  to 
act  as  secretary.  Secretary  Phelps,  of 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  addressed  the 
assembly.  He  stated  the  object  of  the 
meeting  to  be  for  the  purpose  of  co-oper- 
ating in  sending  an  exhibit  to  the  Min- 
nesota state  fair  at  St.  Paul.  "Mr.  Car- 
penter, of  the  Iron  Range  company," 
said  the  secretary,"has  informed  me  that 
he  will  do  all  he  can  for  the  scheme, 
furnishing  the  best  possible  means  of 
transportion  for  any  exhibits  own- 
ers of  Vermilion  property  wish  to 
send  to  the  capital."  Mr.  Phelps 
idea  was  to  secure  a  large  space  at  the 
exhibit,  build  a  house  entirely  of  iron 
ore,  around  which  ores,  timbers  and 
other  natural  products  of  northern 
Minnesota  should  be  placed.  "But  there 
is  another  reason  for  this  meeting,"  con- 
tinued the  speaker.  "It  is  most  desir- 
able to  form  an  association  for  the  pro-

The  speaker 
urged  the  gentlemen  present  to  join  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  co-operate 
with  it  in  securing  these  ends.  Mayor 
Hoover  then  spoke  in  favor  of  such 
action,  and  asked  his  colleagues  to  be- 
come members  of  the  Chamber, 
from  which  body  a  committee 
on  mines  and  mining  could  be 
appointed  to  act  for  the  interests  of  the 
range.  Jas.  H.  James  thought  that  in 
connection  with  the  fair  extiibit  circu- 
lars should  be  printed  for  free  distribu- 
tion, giving  statistical  matter  relative  to 
the  Vermilion.  Messrs.  Chapman,  Mer 
ritt  and  Hale  were  then  appoinfied  to 
choose  a  committee  of  five  from  the  iron 
men  present  to  represent  them  in  this 
matter.  The  following  were  appointed: 
Messrs.  Chapman,  Mallett,  James, 
Hoover  and  Sellwood.

PoKTi^iND,  Ore.,  June  7.— The  entire 
business  portion  of  Seattle  is  now 
nothing  but  Bmokiuy  ruins.  About  3 
o'clock  yesterday  afternoon  some  turpen- 
tine caught  hre  in  the  basement  of  a 
two-story  frame  building  on  the  south- 
west corner  of  Front  and  Madison 
streets.  The  building,  which  was  owned 
by  Mrs.  Margaret  J.  Peutens,  and  the 
tirst  story  of  which  was  leased  by  the 
Seattle  Shoe  company,  the  upper  floor 
being  occupied  for  offices,  was  seen 
ablaze. 

An  alarm  was  instantly  turned  in  and 
the  fire  department  responded  promptly, 
but  it  was  impossible  to  make  any  head- 
way against  the  flames.      This    building 
like  most  of  the  others  of  its  kind  in  the 
business  center  was  not    detached    but 
was  a  corner  one  of  a  row  of  frame  build- 
ings all  joined  together  and    of    various 
heighths.    Valiently  did  the  lire  depart- 
ment tight  the  fire,  but  without  avail,  for 
the  buildings  of    tmder    were    an    easy 
prey  to  what  within  10  minutes  from  the 
time  it  started  developed  into   a   confla- 
gration.    Adjoining    the    first    builuing 
was      the      wholesale        liquor        store 
of  Dietz  &  Meyer,  and 

as  soon  as  the  fire  reached  the  barrels  of 
liquor  they  exploded  with  terrific  reports 
and  scattered  flaming  timbers  far  and 
wide.  The  Denny  block,  in  which  was 
a  wholesale  confectionery  store,  Gilmoure 
&  Co.'s  real-estate  oftice,  and  several 
other  establishments,  including  a  num- 
ber of  professional  offices  and  some  lodg- 
ing apartments,  were  soon  licked  up 
completely.  This  cleared  out  the  entire 
square. 

It  is  now  estimated  that  the  total  loss 
by  fire  to  the  city  in  buildings  alone  is 
$10,000,000,  and  all  personal  losses  will 
probably  reach  a-.iO,0()0,000. 

It  is  thought  that  many  jjersons  must 
have  perished  in  the  flames. 

Giant  powder  was  used  to  blow  up 
buildings,  in  the  hope  of  staying  the  pro- 
gress of  the  flames,  but  to  no  effect. 

It  is  reported  that  two  men  have  been 
lynched  for  stealing. 

There  is  great  privation  felt  among  the 
poor  classes,  as   nearly   every  restaurant 
and  grocery  in  the  city  was  consumed  by 
the  tire.     The  burnt  district,  comprising 
sixty-four  acres,  now  presents  the  aspect 
of  a  huge    oveu    of   burning  coals,    and 
threatens  even  further  destruction.   The 
firemen,  reinforced  by  Tacoma  and  Sno- 
homich,  are  on  the  alert.    The  streets  all 
through  the  night    were    crowded    with 
people  wandering    about  penniless  and 
homeless.     The  militia   and  extra  police 
are  on  every  corner  guarding   the  prop- 
erty   against    thieves.      One      hundred 
arrests  have  already  been    made.     All  of 
the  daily  newspapers    will    publish    to- 
morrow.      Words    fail    to    describe  the 
awful  picture  of  the  fire  and  desolation. 
It  IS  like  the  Chicago  fire,  and,  like  Chi- 
cago, will  be  rebuilt.     When  Toklas  and 
Singermau    building    fell,  about   thirty 
people  were  near  it,  and  many   of  them 
were  crushed.

Johnstown,  Pa.,  June  7.— Are  the 
horrors  of  the  flood  to  give  way  to  the 
terrors  of  the  plague/  is  the  question 
that  is  now  agitating  the  valley  of  the 
Conemaugh. 

Today  opened  warm  and  almost  sultry, 
and  the  stench  that  assails  one's  nose  as 
he  wanders  through  Johnstown  is  almost 
overpowering.  Sickness,  in  spite  of  the 
precautions  and  herculean  labors  of  the 
sanitary  authorities,  is  on  the  increase, 
and  the  fears  of  epidemic  grow  with 
every  hour. 

"It  is  our  impression,"  said  Dr.  T.  L 
\\  hite,  assistant  to  tlie  state  board  of 
tiealth,  this  morning,  "that  there  is  going 
to  be  great  sickness  here  within  the  next 
week.  Five  cases  of  malignant  diph- 
theria were  located  this  morning  on  Bed- 
ford street,  and  as  they  were  in  different 
houses,  they  mean  five  starting  points 
for  disease.  All  this  talk  about  the 
dangers  of  epidemic  is  not  exaggerated 
as  many  suppose,  but  is  founded  upon 
all  experience. 

'!!^,^.ere  will  be  plenty  of  typhoid  fever 
and  kindred  diseases  here  within  a  week 
or  ten  days,  in  my  opinion.  The  only 
j,hing  that  has  saved  us  thus  far  has 
been  the  cold  weather.  That  has  now 
given  place  to  summer  weather,  and  no 
one  knows  what  the  next  few  days  may 
bring  forth.  Even  among  the  workmen 
and  attendants  there  is  already  discov- 
ered a  great  tendency  to  diarrhoea  and 
dysentery. 

"The  men  are  living  upon  salt  meat 
and  there  is  a  lack  of  veg- 
etables. I  have  been  here 
since  Sunday,  and  have  tasted  fresh 
meat  but  once  since  that  time. 
"Of  course  the  worst  has  passed  for  the 
physicians.  All  our  arrangements  are 
now  perfected,  and  each  corps  will  be  re- 
lieved from  time  to  time.  Twenty  more 
physicians  arrived  from  Pittsburg  this 
morning,  and  many  of  us  will  be  re- 
lieved. But  the  opinion  is  general  among 
the  medical  men  that  there  will  be  more 
need  for  doctors  in  a  week  than  there  is 
now."

CROP  PROSPECTS. 

Rain  Very  Much  Needed  in  Most  .Sections 
to  Assure  a  Good  Vield. 

Minneapolis,  June  7.— Crop  condi- 
tions during  the  past  week  have  t>een 
only  fair  in  the  southern  portions  of  the 
state  and  Dakota.  Some  points  would 
be  benefited  by  more  rain.  Some  stalks 
of  wheat  about  a  foot  high  have  been 
shown  on  'change  during  the  week,  and 
the  samples  were  very  healthy  appear- 
ing. South  of  the  Hastings  and  Dakota 
railroad  there  has  been  rain  enough  in 
nearly  all  counties,  and  indications  point 
to  more  than  an  average  yield.  In  the 
vicinity  of  Huntly,  Minn.,  the  condition 
of  the  crops  is  fairly  encouraging,  though 
rain  and  sunshine  are  needed.  Wheat 
has  stood  unusually  well. 

Many  pieces  of  oats,  owing  to  poor 
seed,  are  very  thin,  and  barley  in  many 
instances  is  also  thin  on  the  ground. 
The  late  frost  did  no  injury  except  to 
very  early  plowed  corn,  though  the 
whole  crop  will  be  setback  about  a  week. 
Considerable  flax  is  being  sown. 

In  the  neighborhood  of  Chamberlain 
the  prospects  for  an  unusually  large  crop 
this  season  still  continue  excellent,  and 
grain  of  all  kinds  is  very  far  advanced. 
1  his  section  has  been  blessed  with  fre- 
quent rains,  and  grain  of  all  kinds  has 
been  much  benefited.  Corn  is  well  up, 
and  is  doing  nicely.  Wheat  and  other 
small  grain  is  well  advanced,  and  the 
present  outlook  is  that  the  crop  har- 
vested in  Brule  county  will  be  the 
largest  ever  raised  there.  The  farmers 
are  pleased  at  the  outlook,  and  are  in 
good  spirits. 

In  the  northern  counties  there  is  more 
complaint  made  from  dry  weather, 
though  some  portions  report  several 
showers  during  the  past  few  days.  The 
early  drouth  has  undoubtedly  done  some 
damage  that  cannot  be  repaired,  and  no 
rain  for  the  next  two  weeks  would  re- 
sult in  much  more.  Yesterday's  rain 
here  was  not  a  very  extensive  affair, 
though  numerous  light  showers  were  re- 
ported throughout  the  Northwest. 
Along  the  hue  of  the  Manitoba,  Michi- 
gjin  City,  Langdon,  Park  River,  Barnes- 
viUe,  St.  Vincent,  Neche,  Hutchinson 
and  Willmar,  reported  light  showers, 
while  Benson  received  a  heavy  rain.

There  was  much  ill-feeUng  and 
it  was  vented  on  the  Milwaukee  road  It 
remembered  that  the  St.  Paul's  position 
in  applying  lake  and  rail  rates  on  traffic 
received  at  Milwaukee  via  Grand  Haven 
was  what  induwKi  the  Burlington  and 
iNorthern  to  reduce  its  rates  in  the  tirst 
P|«*ce.  The  So  J  and  the  St.  Paul  and 
L)uluth  roads  Jiave  announced  a  still 
further  reductioa  from  the  seaboard  to 
St.  Paul.  The  new  rates  are  based  on 
first  class,  79  cents. 

On  receipt  of  tliis  intelligence  the  Bur- 
lington and  Norttiern  has  given  noti<je 
of  a  similar  reduction  in  rates  via  Chi- 
cago, to  take  effe?t  June  10.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  there  in  a  tight  on  between  the 
i>uluth  lake  atd  rail  lines  and  the

on  every  barrel   o'  merchandise  carried. 
"The  St.  Paul    and    Duluth,"  said    Mr. 
Dudley,  "can  make  money  at  a  fiftv-four 
cent  rate.  New  York  to  St.  Paul,  if 'East- 
ern rail  lines  will    come  down.    That  is 
the  rate  from   Ne-v  York  to  Chicago.     If 
we  do  succeed  in  getting    such    a  rate, 
what  are  the  St.  Paul-Chicago  lines  going 
to  do  for  through  business?     The  all-rail 
lines  have  made  tl:  eir  bed  on  the  through 
rate  matter,  let  them  lie  in  it.    Under  no 
consideration    wilt    we    advance    in  re- 
sponse to  the  newly  expressed   desire  of 
the  Western    Freij?ht    association.     The 
committee  has  tehigraphed  us  asking  us 
to    resume    the    former  rate  of  Jl.lO  for 
through  first  class  business.     We  are  go- 
ing    to      fight     the     through-Chicago 
lines  and  let  them  experience  the  results 
of  a  low  rate.  Whenever  we  have  wanted 
anything  they    ha  :e  been  unwilling    to 
accede.

Rosebud  Agency,  Dak.,  June  7.— Gen.

A  week 
of  vexatious  delay  is  likely  to  ensue,    as 
the  Indians  and  half-breeds  seem    to    be 
working  at  cross  purposes.    At  the  half- 
breed  council  the  vote  stood  6    to    2    in 
favor  of  assenting.     The  Indian   council 
was    terribly    divided.    A  row  between 
the  old  and  young  men  was  precipitated. 
The  young  men  wanted  to  take  the  lead 
in  making  the  terms  of  the   treatv   with 
the    commissioners.     They    are    "not    in 
favor  of  signing.     The    majority    of  the 
old    fellows    object    to    granting     such 
authority  to  the  younger  men.     The  old 
fellows  were  also  divided  as  to  the  beet 
course  to  pursue,  but  the  majority  seem 
to  prefer  to  sell  the  land  at   the  govern- 
ment's terms.     Ex-Governor    Foster    of 
Ohio,   chairman  of  the  commission  was 
formerly  adopted  as  a    member  of    the 
Sioux  tribe  yesterday,  and  was  presented 
with  a  gorgeous  war  bonnet. 

To  Stand  Against  the  Whites. 

PuRCELi.,  I.  T.,  June  7.— The  inter- 
national Indian  council  adjourned  last 
evening  to  meet  at  McAllister,  Choctaw 
Nation,  Aug.  10,  1890.  Owing  to  the 
absence  of  the  Chickasaw,  Seminole  and 
Choctaw  delegates,  the  confederation  of 
the  wild  and  civilized  tribes  was  not  dis- 
cussed. The  land  question  wasdist'ussed 
all  day.  Every  delegate  opposed  sales 
to  the  government  on  the  allotment 
plan,  and  resolutions  were  adopted  in 
executive  session  reprimanding  the 
Creeks  for  selling  Oklahoma,  opposing 
the  sale  by  the  Cherokees  of  the  Chero- 
kee outlet,  or  any  lands  in  the  territory, 
and  calling  upon  the  various  tribes  and 
nations  to  stand  by  each  other  in  oppo- 
sition to  a  change  in  their  land  system 
and  further  encroachment  of  whites.

Rochester,  June  7.— The  grand  jurj- 
has  completed  its  labors  bo  far  as  August 
Beckman  and  Ed  Peterson,  the  princi- 
pals in  the  murder  of  Taylor  Coombs, 
are  concerned,  and  at  about  5  o'clock 
yesterday  afternoon  brought  in  an  in- 
dictment of  murder  in  the  first  degree 
against  each. 

The  two  defendants  were  immediately 
brought  from  the  jail  and  arraigned  be 
fore  Judge  Start.  The  indictment  is 
drawn  jointly  against  both  of  them,  and 
charges  them  with  the  killing  of  one 
lay  lor  Coombs  on  the  Ist  dav  of  April, 
1889,  "by  then  and  there  stri'king,  beat- 
mg,  bruising,  choking,  kicking,  pressing 
and  stamping  him  with  ttieir  knees  and 
feet  and  pounding  him  with  a  club." 

Dr.  Mosse,  the  coroner,  is  even   in   a 
worse  boat  than  the  asylum  officials,  and 
IB  probably  the  most  frightened   man  in 
the   city  of   Rochester.     He    was   called 
before    the  grand   jury    todav  and    ex- 
amined   for  tampering  with    the   public 
records.     The    examination    was    some- 
what lengthy  and  it  is   understood   that 
he  admitted    altering    the    records,  but 
u      i!^  excuse  himself    on  the    ground 
that  he  had  a  right  to  change   any  cxjn- 
clusionB  to  which  he  had  arrived   him- 
self, while  he  would   not  have   the  right 
to       alter       the        record        of        a 
meeting  of  a    coroner's    jurv.     In  other 
words,  he  claimed  to  have  t'he  privilege 
of  altering   the    original    record    of    an 
autopsy,  although  it  was  recorded  in  the 
regular  manner  and  in  the  official  books, 
but  did  not  have  the  right  to  change  the 
record  of  an  inquest.     This  was  not  verv 
satisfactor>-  to  the  grand  jury,   although 
the  probabdities  are  that  no  indictment 
will  be  found. 

^  Dr.  Mosse    was    asked    the    question. 
Did  you  not  change  the    record   on  the 
Coombs  autopsy?" 

He  hesitated 'a  moment  and    then    re- 
plied:    "It  seems  to  me  you  are  prettv 
mquisitive." 
"That  is  my  business,"  was  the   reply, 
will  you  answer  the  question?     Did  vou 
change  the  record?" 
"No,"  and  the  doctor  walked  away. 
In  addition  to  the  grand  jury  -he   has 
admitted  to  several  persons  here  that  he 
altered  the  records,  and  has  taken   legal 
advice  as  to  the  course  to  pursue. 

The  removal  of  the  officials  at  the  asv- 
lum  caused  great  excitement  here,  and 
a  petition  was  quite  extensivelv  signed 
by  citizens  expressing  faith  '  in  Dr. 
Bowers.

A  few  days  ago  it  was  stated  in  the 
newspapers  that  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie 
had  expressed  disapproval  of  the  custom 
of  rich  men  leaving  large  fortunes  to 
their  children.  Now  it  is  stated  that 
Mr.  Carnegie  was  part  owner  of  the 
reservoir,  the  waters  of  which  have  de- 
vastated the  Conemaugh  valley  and  sent 
IiIaHX)  to  13,i.XX)  souls  into  eternity.  May 
not  this  be  Mr.  Carnegie's  opportunity 
to  so  reiluce  his  wealth  that  his  heirs 
will  not  l>e  corrupted  by  it  when  he  is 
dead? 


"It  seems  to  me,"  said  a  citizen  to  The 
Herald,  "that  the  churches  might  do 
something  for  the  Johnstown  relief 
fund.

The  seuatoriid  committee  on  relations 
with  Canada  will  arrive  in  St.  Paul  Sat 
urday  evening.  A  hearing  will  l)e  given 
by  the  committee  in  St.  Paul,  and  the 
chaiuber  of  commerce  will  be  repre- 
senteii  by  a  wjuimittee  of  five.  On  the 
visiting  irommittee  are  some  of  the 
strongest  men  in  the  senate,  Hoar, 
Allison,  Hale,  Pugh  and  Dolph,  and 
their  reptirt  will  be  looked  for 
with  contident  interest.  We  hope  that 
it  will  be  practicable  to  arrange  for  a 
visit  of  this  committee  to  Duluth,  for  no 
city  of  the  Northern  border  has  more  at 
stake  in  the  question  under  considera- 
tion and  is  better  entitled  to  a  hearing 
than  our  own.  But  the  necessary  ex- 
pense attending  the  visit  should  not  be 
saddled  upon  a  few  public-spirited  citi- 
zens, as  has  been  the  too  frequent  cus- 
tom hitherto.  In  a  matter  of  public 
concern,  in  which  the  whole  city  has  a 
stake,  it  is  right  that  the  city  as  a  whole 
should  bear  the  expense.  If  the  city 
expects  to  reap  it  must  sow,  and  not 
count  upon  the  chance  of  getting  its 
sowing  done  for  charity's  sake.

Startling  Figures  Showing  the

Employes.

The  Dakota  farmers  are  proposing  to 
cut  the  knot  in  the  twine  question  by 
making  their  own  twine.  The  Farmers 
Alliance  has  been  corresponding  for 
some  time  with  Eastern  manufacturers, 
and  the  outcome  of  the  correspondence 
is  a  shipment  of  Kentucky  hemp-seed  by 
a  New  York  company,  which  the  farm- 
ers will  sow  and  test  under  the  con- 
ditions of  the  new  soil  and  climate. 
If  the  experiment  siicceeds,  the  New 
York  company  agrees  to  erect  a  factory 
at  some  i>oint  in  Dakota  to  manufacture 
the  twine  from  material  raised  on  the 
ground.  The  issue  of  the  experiment 
will  be  awaited  with  interest,  but  it  is 
easier  to  grow  hemp  seed  than  to  make 
hemp  tit  for  twine,  as  many  American 
farmers  have  learned  before  this. 


The  Sioux  commission  is  trying  to 
hammer  some  pointed  facts  into  the 
heads  of  the  Indians  at  the  Rosebud 
agency.  One  is  that  the  conduct  of 
reservations  as  gigantic  pauper  holdings 
should  be  discontinued  as  rapidly  as 
practicable.  No  noteworthy  progress  in 
the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the 
Indians  can  be  looked  for  while  they  are 
encouraged  to  live  in  sloth  on  govern- 
ment rations.  Allotments  of  cattle  and 
agricultural  implements  have  been  made 
to  them,  and  they  will  be  hereafter 
steadily  pressed  to  engage  in  stock- 
raising  or  farming.  No  doubt  the  task 
before  the  directors  of  Indian  work  will 
be  harder  than  the  work  itself  for  a 
time,  but  this  pressure  and  change 
afford  the  only  rational  prospect  of  bet- 
tering the  condition  of  the  native  rem- 
nants who  have  slid  into  the  position  of 
wards. 

Hard  on  the  ruin  of  Johnstown  by 
flood  comes  the  news  by  wire  of  the  de- 
struction of  Seattle  by  fire.  The  entire 
business  portion  of  the  city  is  swept 
away,  and  the  losses  aggregate  a  total  of 
$30,00(.1,0<X),  as  is  now  estimated.  Two 
disasters  in  the  space  of  a  single  week 
have  never  before  fallen  upon  this 
country.  First  let  the  country  respond 
to  the  crying  need  of  help,  and  then  let 
the  most  searching  inquiry  be  made  in 
the  causes  of  both  calamities,  and  the 
measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  like 
from  occurring  again.  A  wretched  dam 
caused  the  awful  horror  of  Johnstown; 
reckless  building  and  subsequent  care- 
lessness have  ruined  Seattle.  Now  let 
all  such  dams  now  standing  be  con- 
demned and  properly  re  constructed,  and 
let  all  American  towns  take  warning 
from  E>eattle  to  insist  upon  safeguards 
from  fire.

TODAY'S     ANNIVERSARIES. 


The  case  of  the  railway  employes  is 
forcibly  and  clearly  presented  in  The 
Herald's  Washington  letter  today.  Few 
people  realize  the  loss  of  life  caused  by 
the  railroads.  Much  of  this  loss  of  life 
could  be  preventeti  if  there  were  national 
regulations  regarding  railway  appliances, 
which  could  lie  enforced  by  a  national 
railway  commission.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  general  government  to  lofjk  after  the 
safety  of  the  people  who  risk  their  lives 
on  land  as  well  as  those  who  "go  down 
to  the  sea  in  ships."  It  appears  from 
the  estimates  given  that  the  lo.s.s  of  life 
is  greater  on  land  than  on  the  sea,  and 
if  W,000,00(J  can  annually  be  expended 
by  the  public  treasurer  ft)r  the  safety  of 
sailors,  it  surely  ought  U.)  be  fairly  in- 
ferred that  what  is  necessary  to  main- 
tain a  commission  might  b©  expended 
for  the  protection  of  the  men  who  con- 
stantly risk  their  lives  on  railroads.

Washington,  June  4.— [Special  corre- 
H{)ondence.]—  It  may  be  calculated,  upon 
the  returns  made  by  the  state  railroad 
coiumisBions  of  Alabama,  Connecticut, 
Iowa,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  Maine,  Mass- 
achusetts, Michigan,  Minnesota,  New 
York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia 
— thirteen  states,  that  every  year  2700 
able-bodied  men  are  killed  and  A),000 
able-tK)died  men  are  injured  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  as  railway  em- 
ployes in  this  country.  Similarly  it  may 
be  estimated  that  only  one -tenth  as 
many  passengers    are  killed    or  injured. 

Last  year,  according  to  the  statistics  of 
the  life-saving  bureau,  the  ttital  number 
of  seamen  and  passengers  lost  from  the 
shipping  of  the  United  States  on  river, 
lakes  and  sea  was  802.  In  other  words, 
not  one-fourth  as  many  Americans  are 
killed  or  injured  upon  the  water  as  upon 
the  railroads.  Moreover,  the  sea  simply 
kills-  it  does  not  maim  and  mutilate. 

There  is  no  provision  of  law  made  by 
the  United  States  for  the  protection  of 
life  and  limb  upon  the  railroads.  For 
life  saving  upon  the  sea  about  $4,000,000 
annually  are  appropriated,  however. 
Last  year  there  was  appropriated  for  the 
steamboat  inspection  service  S21X),tK)0; 
for  the  light  houses  in  salaries,  supplies, 
repairs,  light  vessels,  buoyage,  fog  sig- 
nals aud  for  lighting  of  rivers,  i?2,075,0(.X\ 
New  light  houses  were  built  at  a  cost  of 
8700,000.  Other  expenses  amounted  to 
$940,000.  To  protect  life  and  property 
on  the  water,  therefore,  $4,CX)0,IK.)0  is  not 
too  much  for  the  government  to  expend 
annually. 

Charles  H.  Cooley,  son  of  Judge 
Cooley,  chairman  of  the  interstate  com- 
merce commission,  and  a  valued  employe 
of  the  commission  here  in  Washington, 
has  written  interestingly  on  this  topic 
for  a  recent  number  of  The  Railroad 
Gazette.  What  he  point  out  is  indeed 
surprising.  Not  one-tenth  as  many  pas- 
sengers are  killed  or  injured  upon  the 
railroads  as  employes,  and  yet  the  out- 
cry always  is  about  casualties  to  the 
passenger,  while  there  is  almost  none 
about  accidents  to  the  employe.  The 
reason  is  that  when  a  passenger  train 
goes  through  a  trestle  and  is  burned  up, 
everybody  shudders  because  he  knows 
that  he  might  have  been  killed  in  the 
accident.  Everyone  expects  to  be  a  pas- 
senger some  day;  but  few  expect  to  be 
brakemen.  Another  surprising  thing  is 
that  no  adequate  effort  is  made  to  abate 
this  destruction  and  mutilation  of  life. 
It  is  not  true  that  there  is  no  remedy 
either.  Employes  have  to  go  between 
freight  cars  to  couple  and  uncouple 
them,  and  they  have  t(j  traverse  the  tops 
of  moving  trains.  It  is  possible  then  to 
employ  devices  which  will  make  it 
unnecessary  for  men  to  go  between 
cars,  and  on  _the  tops  of  them. 
Some  states,  like  Massachusetts,  have 
been  very  successful  in  railroad  regula- 
tion, but  little  has  been  done  to  check 
the  loss  of  life,  and  the  inference  is  that 
such  regulation  is  not  powerful  enough, 
and  that  the  national  government  must 
be  called  upon.  In  some  quarters  there 
is  indifference,  strange  as  it  may  seem  to 
say  it,  to  the  loss  of  life  upon  the  rail- 
roads. Usually  those  who  see 
the  terrible  things  happen  are 
not  the  ones  who  have  the 
power  to  appropriate  the  money  for  their 
rectification.  Corporations  are  not  ben- 
.evolent  organizations,  no  matter  whether 
they  have  souls  or  not,  and  they  can 
only  be  expected  to  do  things  that  are 
profitable.  It  would  be  hard  to  point 
out  cases  where  railroads  have  gone  to 
much  trouble  or  expense  for  humanity's 
sake  alone,  and  it  is  suggested  that, 
while  not  one- tenth  of  the  number  of 
passengers  suffer  from  accidents  as  em- 
ployes, ten  times  more  precaution  is 
taken  to  protect  passengers  than  to  pro- 
tect employes.  Nor  is  there  much  pros- 
pect of  reform.  In  April,  1888,  it  was 
expected  that  the  coupler  of  the  Master 
Car  builders  would  be  adopted  generally 
and  work  wonders.  But  the  use 
of  safety  couplers  is  really  con- 
fined to  a  few  railroads,  and  there 
is  no  good  evidence  that  brakemen  will 
be  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  moving  on 
the  tops  of  trains  in  the  near  future, 
either.  Nor  can  the  different  states  be 
depended  upon;  because  uniformity 
among  the  states  would  be  necessary. 
The  railroads  of  this  country  form,  iu 
reality,  one  great  system.  That  fact  was 
recognized  when  they  were  put  under 
the  authority  of  the  interstate  commerce 
commission.  The  simple  problem  is  how 
to  bring  about  the  use  of  uniform  tram- 
brakes  and  uniform  automatic  couplers. 
It  is  simply  a  question  of  legislation,  and 
if  necessary,  of  administration.  It  is  a 
much  easier  matter  than  many  with 
which  congress  has  dealt.  It  is  much 
easier  than  the  regulation  of  shipping, 
which  is  everywhere  along  the  coast  suc- 
cessfully accomplished. 

The  Railroad  Gazette  treats  the  con- 
siderations of  Mr.  Cooley  editorially.  It 
is  questioned  whether  it  is  really  desir- 
able that  the  government  should  inter- 
fere. At  the  outset  is  the  objection  that 
only  a  small  portion  of  legislation  of  this 
kind  accomplishes  its  purpose,  and  that 
government  regulation  always  involves 
bureaucracy.  Then  the  objection  is 
offered  that  uniformity  would  be  very 
hard  to  insist  upon  and  enforce  in  all  the 
states  together,  after  it  has  proved  al- 
most impossible  to  carry  forward  in  the 
separate  states.  Then  there  is  the  ob- 
jection which  would  be  raised  by  many 
companies  that  the  transition  to  the 
power  brakes  and  the  automatic  coupler 
would  involve  a  great  deal  of  outlay  and 
necessitate  an  added  danger  dur- 
ing the  transition.  Many  mana- 
gers would  hesitate  at  this.  Here 
the  question  Ijecomes  simply  a 
financial  one.  Like  that  of  the  aboli- 
tion of  highway  grade  crossings  in  Mass 
achusetts  where  the  expenditure  of  over 
forty  million  dollars  is  held  on  all  sides 
to  be  desirable,  but  impossible  from 
want  of  funds.  How,  the  railroads 
would  ask,  is  the  money  to  be  raised? 
How  would  it  be  with  a  railroad  in 
Iowa,  say,  whose  oflicers  might  be  ready 
to  spend  a  million  dollars  for  these  im- 
provements at  once,  but  who  Hnd  that 
their  profits  are  reduced  and  tlieir  lM)r- 
rovving  power  gone? 

There  are  no  certain  means  of  knowing 
whether  the  views  of  Mr.  CKjoley  reflect 
in  any  measure  those  of  the  interstate 
commerce  commission,  but  it  is  jiretty 
likely  all  the  same  that  they  do.  The 
reflections  suggested  by  tlie  figures  at 
the  beginning  of  this  letter  are  ct^rtainly 
appalling.  Everything,  almost,  is  done 
by  the  government  for  the  protection 
of  life  and  property  upon  the  water.  A 
go<:)d  deal  is  done  for  the  prote<^ti(-u  of 
property  on  the  railroads.  Nothing  at 
all  is  done  or  attem]it,etl  for  the  protec- 
tion of  life  or  limb  on  the  great  trans 
portation  routes.  There  is  the  matter 
stated.  Is  anything  to  be  done  (ilx)ut  it?

The  Spalding  is  an  enterprise  in  which 
every  citizen  of  Duluth  has  taken  con- 
stant and  growmg  pride,  and  in  which  all 
have  been  interested. 

The  building  is  a  noble  piece  of  archi- 
tecture, situated  on  Superior  street, 
Fifth  avenue  and  Michigan  street;  it 
has  three  fronts,  and  rises  eight  stories 
from  Michigan  and  seven  from  Superior. 
Its  ground  size  is  Ifx.)  by  115  feet.  Work 
wjis  begun  in  May,  1887,  and  since  then

apparatus.  The  kitchen,  distributing 
storeroom,  etc.,  occupies  a  space  of  '1'^) 
square  feet,  and  there  is  an  elaborate 
ventilating  arrangement  to  carry  olf  all 
oilors.  The  ladies'  ordinary,  "JS  by  33 
feet,  occupies  the  center  of  the  Superior 
street  front  on  this  lioor.  Still  higher, 
on  the  top  tioor,  are  more  chauibers,' 
twenty  in  all,  beside  the  servants'  apart- 
ments and  the  continuation  of  the 
great  diningroom.

Still 
lower  is  the  sub-basement,  where  are 
visible  the  massive  foundation  piers  of 
ihe  house,  and  which  look  as  if  an  earth- 
quake or  a  flood  would  never  stir  them 
from  their  base.  Here,  also,  are  tlie 
great  steam  boilers,  the  high  sjteed  elec- 
tric and  elevator  engines,  the  dynamos 
and  machinery.

as  fast  as  was  consistent  with 
good  construction.  The  result 
in  this  case  has  been  that  today  not  a 
crack,  tiaw  nor  settlement  of  any  kind 
can  be  seen  about  the  massive  building. 
The  architecture  is  modern,  an  artistic 
blending  of  features  of  Gothic,  Corin- 
thian and  Egyptian  styles.  Its  walls 
are  of  native  brown  sandstone,  pressed 
red  brick,  terracotta  and  iron.  The  roof 
is  of  tile  and  all  interior  walls  are  brick 
or  terra  cotta  through  the  height  of  the 
building.  Its  iron  columns  and  wood 
floorings  are  tire-proofed,  and  it  is  prac- 
tically safe  from  tire.  In  the  center  of 
the  Superior  street  front  is  the  main  en- 
trance, a  massive  round  arch  of  carved 
brownstone,  resting  on  stone  columns. 
On  the  avenue  side  is  the  ladies  en- 
trance, through  a  lighter  Corinthian 
arch. 

Passing  under  the  main  entrance,  one 
enters  a  spacious  hall  about  15  feet  wide, 
and  ascends  two  or  three  steps  to  the 
level  of  the  office  floor.  The  hall,  as  well 
as  nearly  all  the  main  tioor,  is  paved  in 
marble,  and  is  wainscoted  in  the  same 
costly  and  beautiful  material.  On 
through  the  vestibule  and  hall,  45  feet, 
one  passes  under  a  carved  arch  of  oak, 
and  into  the  ample  office,  52  feet  by  G5, 
and  ;i0  feet  to  its  oaken  paneled  ceiling. 
To  the  right  are  the  fast  elevators,  the 
grand  stairwap,  the  ladies  entrance  and 
reception  hall,  the  writing  and  reading- 
room;  while  before  one  are  two  stained 
glass  windows  reaching  from  the  floor  to 
near  the  ceiling.  Between  them  is  a 
tire-place  large  enough  to  suggest  solid 
comfort;  to  the  left  is  the  office  desk 
and  paraphernalia.  Beyond  is  the  bil- 
liard-room, 39  by  47  feet,  overlook- 
ing the  lake  and  harbor,  while  a  cloak 
room  and  private  office  lead  from  the 
desk.  In  these  rooms,  as  all  through 
the  house,  except  on  the  parlor  and  sec- 
ond floor,  the  woodwork  and  finishings 
are  quartersawed  oak,  and  the  elegant 
oak  desk  covered  with  red  marble,  the 
eight  Brunswick-Balke  billiard  tables, 
with  all  their  racks  and  cues  in  the 
same  handsome  wood,  present  a  remark- 
ably neat  api)earance.  At  the  east  end 
of  the  house,  on  Superior  street,  is  the 
bar  room,  a  model  of  beauty,  with  its 
frescoed  walls,  its  tiled  floors,  its  plate 
mirrors  and  heavy  oak  tittings.  Adjoin- 
ing it  will  be  the  barber  shop,  which  is 
not  yet  ready  for  use,  but  will  be  the 
hands<jmest  in  the  Northwest.  There 
are  also  four  stores  on  this  floor. 

On  the  story  above,  the  parlor  floor, 
are  the  two  parlors,  beautifully  decor- 
ated in  chaste  and  artistic  frescoing, 
and  each  about  2*2  by  27  feet  in  size. 
The  main  reception  hall  will  be  a  great 
corridor,  10  feet  wide  by  100  feet  long, 
running  back  of  the  parlors  and  past  the 
upper  part  of  the  office,  and  from  which 
a  fine  view  can  Ije  had  of  all  that  goes 
on  in  the  office  rotunda  l>elow.  On  this 
floor  are  the  most  costly  rooms,  there 
being  twenty  chambers,  most  of  them 
luxuriously  fitted,  with  bath  and  the 
finest  of  all  fittings.  The  third,  fourth 
and  fifth  floors  are  alike,  each  has  forty- 
one  chambers,  bathrooms,  lavertories, 
etc.  The  si.xth  floor  has  only  eight 
chaml)ers,  while  the  seventh  has  twenty 
besides  the  h^ervants'  apartments. 

A  feature  of  The  Spalding,  and  one 
that  will  make  it  famous  with  travelers, 
is  the  "sky-parlor"  diningrooms.  The 
main  diningroom  is  on  the  sixth  floor. 
This  r<K)m,  which  is  without  a  rival  in 
the  country  for  beauty  and  prospect,  is 
40  by  82  feet  in  size  and  its  vaulted 
tailing  is  25  feet  above  the  floor.  It  is 
finished  in  oak,  and  the  walls  and  ceiling 
are  the  handsomest  specimens  of  the 
artistic  painter's  brush  that  can  be  seen 
within  500  miles  of  Duluth.  So  delicate 
and  lx»autiful  is  the  frescoing  and  so 
chaste  and  ornamental  are  the  designs 
that  it  is  plain  only  an  artist  of  rare 
merit  was  employed  in  the  work.  The 
view  from  the  low  windows  of  this  beau- 


in  the  finest  of  silk  an^l  idii^jh,  with  the 
bedding  of  the  most  comfortable  and 
finest  class.  This,  not  only  on  the  lower, 
but  clear  to  the  top  story.  The.  feet 
sink  in  the  richest  of  carpets,  the  softest 
of  oriental  rugs,  and  the  harmony  of 
colors  is  everywhere  observed.  All  the 
furniture  and  fitting,  silver  and  china 
ware  in  the  diningroom,  everything  in- 
cluded under  the  generic  term  furnish- 
ings, cost  about  8<iO,000.  The  furniture 
is  from  Grand  Rapids'  famous  makers, 
the  folding  beds  are  the  Windsor 
style,  the  best  made,  the  pianos 
are  as  good  as  could  be 
had,  the  china  and  crockery  is  made  on 
special  order  and  is  Haviland's  best  im- 
portation, and  nothing  shows  the  marks 
of  slighting  or  insufficient  attention. 

The  Spalding  House  company,  an  as- 
sociation of  Duluth  gentlemen  formed 
over  two  years  ago  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  building  this  hotel,  has  a 
capital  stock  of  $500,000  and  the  hotel 
proi)erty  it  owns  is  worth  just  about  that 
sum,  W.  W.  Spalding  on  whose  land  the 
house  was  built,  and  who  is  the  leading 
stockholder,  being  president.  The  direc- 
tors of  the  company  are  Messrs.  W.  W. 
Spalding,  R.  S.  Munger,  A.  M.  Miller, 
Owen  Fargusson,  G.  G.  Hartley,  Neil 
McLachlan,  L.  Mendenhall,  J.  R.  Myers 
and  George  Spencer.  The  land,  150  feet 
front,  cost  the  company  8100,000,  while 
the  buildirfg  itself  has  cost  an  additional 
sum  of  8:3;50,(X)0.  The  land  is  now  worth 
;!1000  per  foot,  so  that  the  magnificent 
property  is  now  worth  §5(J0,000. 

No  description  of  The  Spalding  would 
be  complete  without  a  word  re- 
garding its  manager  and  lessee,  E.  P. 
Emerson.  Mr.  Emerson  is  yet  a  young 
man,  but  is  known  throughout  the  West 
as  one  of  the  most  energetic,  practical 
and  successful  hotel  managers  in  this 
part  of  the  country.  He  has  been  con- 
nected with  such  houses  as  the  Plank- 
ington  at  Milwaukee,  the  Ryan  at  St. 
Paul,  both  of  which  are  famous  for  goo<] 
management,  as  well  as  with  a  number 
of  others.  He  has  been  a  hotel  man  all 
his  life  and  the  way  he  has  taken  hold 
of  The  Spalding  is  an  earnest  of  the  fu- 
ture it  will  have. 

The  picture  of  The  Spalding  which 
appears  herewith  is  smaller  than  The 
Herald  wished  to  present.  Another  has 
been  ordered  but  has  failed  to  arrive, 
and  probably  will  not  for  several  days. 
That  given  herewith  is,  however,  the 
only  correct  cut  of  the  building  extant, 
all  others  having  been  made  from  the 
original  plans,  which  were  not  a  little 
changed  in  the  final  construction.

AGRICULTURAL   SOCIETY. 

Duluth'8  Patruns    of   UiiMbandry   Waking 
up  Karly  in  tlie  Year. 

This  year  the  County  Agricultural 
society  has  done  what  it  never  did  be- 
fore, it  has  early  in  the  season  offered 
prizes  for  farm  products  of  this  year's 
raising.  Such  amove  has  long  been 
recognized  iis  the  necessary  thing  to 
make  the  county  fair  a  success,  and  it  is 
believed  that  if  the  directors  carry  out 
to  the  date  of  the  fair  the  enterprise 
they  have  shown  so  far  this  year,  they 
rnay  make  this  year's  show  the  best  ever 
given  here.

An  Interesting  Day  at  the  Dis- 
trict  and    Municipal 
Courts. 


The  opeuinj^  case  at  the  district  court 
tliis  morning  was  Annis  J.  Kingslaml 
vs.  Josopii  E.  Kuowlton.  Kmgslaud 
sought  title  to  a  oertaio  tract  of  hind 
near  the  city,  claiming  to  have  a  deed. 
This  morning  Jolui  Diamond,  of  Dead- 
wood,  the  original  proprietor,  supposed 
to  have  long  been  dead  and  gone,  was 
introduced  as  a  witness  and  threw  a 
bouil>8hell  into  the  enemy's  camp  by 
asserting  that  the  deed  was  fraudulent 
and  that  lie  possessed  the  only  valid 
title,  namely,  a  United  States 
pat*<ut.  This  proving  to  be  the  fact, 
the  judge  ordered  a  verdict  for  the  de- 
fendant. 

The  land  in  question  is  the  s^j  of  the 
8e»4  and  the  nei4  of  the  sei4  of  U-5t)-lo, 
being  1-A>  acres  two  and  one-half  miles 
from  city  limits.  Kuowlton  had  a  tux 
title  and  he  and  Diamond  have  effected 
a  st>ttlemeut.  Diamond  lived  in  Duluth 
twenty  years  ago  and  while  here  pre- 
empted the  tract.  Becoming  tinanciallv 
emuarrassed  ne  turned  his  back  on  Du- 
luth, iis  he  supposed  forever,  never 
dreaming  that  his  claim  would  ever 
\)e  worth  the  taxes.  Duluth's  fame 
Uaving  lately  reached  him,  he  returned 
about  a  mouth  ago  and  remained  in- 
cognito till  called  into  court  today.  His 
apiHjarance  created  an  immense  sensa- 
tion, as  he  had,  to  use  his  own  expres- 
sion, "been  played  tor  dead"  by  the 
parties  who  claimed  the  land. 

Mr.  Diamond  is  reeoguissed  by  all  the 
old  settlers  and  is  receiving  a  hearty 
welcome.  •  He  is  a  gentleman  about  iJO 
years  of  age,  and  a  remarkably 
lively         corpse.  His        claim        is 

probably  worth  in  the  neighborhood  of 
^AmX.K.1.  In  the  ciuse  of  Jane  and  Henry 
HasKius  vs.  Joseph  R.  Myers  and  others, 
the  detendant  a<Ked  leave  to  amend  his 
answer  which  was  granted.  Case  No. 
lOi),  Nils  J.  Anderson  vs.  C.  K.  Stone, 
was  dismissed  for  want  of  prosecution' 
The  case  of  William  Little  and  others 
against  the  Eiistern  Railway  company, 
das.  T.  Hale  for  appellant  and  Ensign, 
Cash  &  Williams  for  the  respondent,  was 
on  trial  this  afternoon.  At  the  close  of 
the  session  court  was  adjourned  till 
Wednesday  forenoon,  when  the  re- 
mainder ot  the  court  cases  will  be  taken 
up.

A  BLOODY  BATTLE. 
riiK-ilists  ('oiiiiiill  Mityhew,  But  ltri>»k  Jail 
—Minor  Notes. 
A  bloody  battle  in  four  rounds  was 
fought  at  West  Duluth  yesterday  even- 
ing, Ix^tween  Jack  Collins,  a  "heavy- 
w  >ight  pugilist,  and  Mike  Heavy,  a 
middle-weight.  Both  parties  were  quite 
groggy  at  the  start,  and  after  pouuihng 
each  other  around  the  ring  for  some 
time,  Collins  inserted  his  thumb  in 
Heavy's  mouth  and  the  latter  held  on  to 
it,  although  politely  requested  to  "let  go 
his  hold."  Collins  finally  became  en- 
raged at  this  cannibalistic  performance 
and  allowed  Heavy  to  insert  his  nose  into 
his  (Collins)  moutn  and  bit  off  a  pretty 
good  chunck  from  the  end  of  it.  Otlicer 
Doyle  took  charge  of  the  combatants. 
Heavy  went  to  Duluth  for  medical  tres't- 
meut  and  Collins  received  local  treat 
ment  for  his  dauiaged  thuuib.  Heavy 
forgot  to  take  the  severed  portion  of  his 
nose  with  him  aud  is  probably  distigured 
for  life.  Collins  spent  a  portion  of 
last  night  in  the  lockup,  whu-li  he 
bill  gooil-bye  to  at  an  early 
hour  and  is  now  suppiosed  to  be  lot>king 
around  West  Superior  for  some  more 
noses.  The  so-called  jail  is  intended 
only  for  temjxjrary  use  and  proves  to  be 
a  flimsy  affair.  The  last  man  worked 
his  way  out  by  cutting  the  lock  off  the 
door.  Collins  kicked  a  panel  out  of  the 
door  of  the  cell  in  which  he  was  incar- 
cerated and  left  by  the  same  door  that 
his  predecessor  had  decamped  by.  Heavy 
iron  bars  are  set  in  the  brick  across  each 
window  and  transom,  and,  if  the  doors 
can  be  made  secure  and  the  bricks  are 
ntit  dug  out,  it  may  be  possible  to  hold  a 
prisoner.  It  was  intended  to  have  this 
case  brought  up  by  the  county  attorney 
before  the  court,  as  Judge  Neff  did  not 
feel  equal  to  the  emergency,  which  no 
doubt  Collins  realized  and  desired  to 
save  the  county  any  further  expense  or 
trouble  in  the  matter.

A  Government  Agent   Soon 
be  in  Duluth  to  Look 
up  Frauds.

Land  Surveys  to  be  Gone  Over 

and     Classification 

Changed. 


Several  months  ago  Dr.  J.  L.  Wooten, 
special  agent  of  the  United  States  land 
office  was  in  Duluth  and  after  a  long 
trip  over  the  northern  part  of  this  land 
district  made  a  report  to  the  general 
land  office  which  was  of  no  little  inter- 
est here.  He  found  that  six  townships 
which  had  been  patented  to  the  state  as 
Bwamj)  lands  and  by  the  state  granted  to 
the  Duluth  and  Ironliiinge  roiid  as  part  of 
its  swamp  land  grant— were  fraudulently 
returned  by  the  surveyors  as  swamp 
lauds,  when  in  reality  they  were  fine 
timber  or  agricultural  lands.  In  couse 
quence  of  this  and  other  discoveries  by 
Dr.  Wooten  the  general  land  departmeiit 
threatened  to  have  a  careful  survey  made 
of  all  swamp  lands  with  a  view  to  re- 
turning those  of  them  fouiul  to  bo  mis- 
takenly or  fraudulently  termed  swamp 
to  government  control. 

The  state  of  Minnesota  to  whom  all 
swamp  lands  are  turned  over,  demurred 
and  argued  that  the  government  could 
not  go  behind  the  returns,  in  other 
words,  could  not  change  the  evidence 
brought  in  by  surveyors  in  its  employ. 
This  was  overruled  and  the  matter 
rested.  It  now  seems  that  the  govern- 
ment is  determined  to  take  further  steps 
and  to  sift  the  matter  to  the  bottom.  If 
this  is  done  there  will  no  doul>t  be  a 
great  area  of  valuable  pine,  mineral  and 
agricultural  laud  taken  from  tlie  state 
domain  and  returned  to  the  government. 
It  is  learned  also  that  in  the  last  section  of 
the  Duluth  and  Iron  Range,  between 
Tower  and  Ely,  there  is  much  laud  re- 
turned as  swamp,  but  is  in  fact  pine 
lands.  The  officials  of  the  government 
laud  office  say  that  neither  the  state  nor 
the  railroad  company  is  at  fault,  but  the 
surveyors  who  returned  the  plats  and 
tiletl  notes.  It  is  said  that  certain  parties 
made  an  agreement  or  contract 
with  the  company  to  buy  certain 
swamp  lands  as  soon  "  as  the 
road  was  completed  at  §3  per 
acre.  By  connivance  with  the  surveyors 
valuable  pine  lands  were  returned  as 
swamp  and  when  patented  to  the  state 
became  a  portion  of  the  railroad  grant. 
The  special  agent  will  visit  these  and 
other  lands,  and  if,  in  his  judgment,  a 
fraud  has  been  perpetrated,  he  will  so 
report  and  action  will  be  taken  looking 
to  the  restoration  of  the  lands  to  the 
public  domain. 

It  is  feared  by  those  here  who  claim 
to  know  that  there  will  not  be  swamp 
land  enough  left,  of  value,  sufficient  to 
carry  out  existing  state  railway  and 
other  grants,  especially  in  the  lisi  is  in- 
cluded the  grant  of  the  Duluth  and 
Wmnipeg  road. 


FLOUR    MARKET. 

A  .Slightly  Better  {situation  in   Flour  This 
AV'eek. 

Minneapolis,  June  7.— The  North- 
western Miller  today  says:  There  was  a 
shrinkage  of  10,(X)0  bbls  in  flour  output 
last  week.  The  aggregate  production 
was  95,560  bbls  against  105,(.»<X)  bbls  the 
week  before,  and  134,200  bbls  for  the 
week  in  1888.  There  were  15  mills  ran, 
but  the  greater  part  of  them  ran  only 
three  and  four  days.  The  week's  work 
promises  to  reach  100,000  bbls  or  over. 
Millers  report  a  slightly  better  flour 
market,  in  that  there  are  more  spot 
orders  coming  in,  and  the  call  for  bakers 
for  export  has  appreciably  improved 
within  two  or  three  days  past. 

Prices  have  been  reduced  about  10c 
per  bbl,  and  this  seems  to  have  a  good 
effect.  Firms  that  have  been  consign- 
ing to  foreign  markets  in  order  to  take 
advantage  of  offers  for  prompt  delivery, 
say  that  the  plan  is  turning  out  success- 
fully, and  they  are  doing  much  better 
than  if  trying  to  bill  orders  from  the 
mill  or  the  East.  Shipments  last  week 
were  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  manu- 
fact  ure,  one  large  firm  being  engaged  in 
withdrawing  some  of  its  patent  grade 
held  in  store  here.  Direct  exports  of 
flour  for  the  week  were  30,i80  bbls. 
against  '3(),loO  for  the  preceding  week.

WORK  ON  THE  BOULEVARD. 

A    Kaviiif    on    Tenth    Street    Nnw     Being 
ItrblgeiL 

Active  work  on  the  terrace  tlrive  has 
been  Iwgun  by  the  city  park  cohimiBsion 
and  a  crew  of  men  is  now  at  wtirk  build- 
ing a  timber  bridge  at  Thirij  avenue 
west  over  a  ravine  itrossed  by  the  line  of 
the  terrace.  It  is  there  on  th<»  line  of 
Tenth  strt«et.  Most  of  the  wofk  so  far 
done  by  the  coinmisBion  and  iinder  its 
authority  has  bt»en  in  surve^h  and  in 
hxjking  up  laud  titles  to  proper  iycrosseil 
l)y  the  <lrive.  It  is  intended  io  secure 
right  of  way  concessions  from'  owners, 
ami  a  large  share  of  tiie  land  \»anted  is 
already  seciired  at  but  little  exhense. 

Indications  are  now  that  the  drive 
will  be  ready  for  the  public  loiig  before 
people  in  general  realize  that  iju;h  active 
steps  are  l>eing  taken,  and  whfn  Third 
and  Fourth  avenues  are  graded,  it  will 
be  almost  no  trouble  to  roach  the  ter- 
race boulevard  froui  the  lowef  part  of 
town.

Johnstown,  Pa.,  June  8. —It  is  the 
morniny  of  the  eighth  day  since  destruc- 
tion swept  down  the  valley  of  the 
Conemaugh,  but  the  desolation  is  still 
visible  in  all  its  intensity  and  horror. 
The  days  that  have  been  spent  by  toilers 
have  done  little  to  repair  the  devasta- 
tijn  wrought  in  one  short  hour  by  the 
fury  of  the  elements.  To  the  watchers 
on  the  mountain  side  all  seems  yet  chaos 
and  confusion.  The  thousand  fires  that 
spot  the  valley  show  that  the  torch  is  be- 
ing used  t<j  complete  the  work  of  anni- 
hilation. 

The  corps  of  Grovernment  engineers 
that  arrived  last  night  has  already 
demonstrated  the  valuable  assistance 
which  it  is  capable  of  reudermg.  These 
men  were  up  ere  sunrise  this  morning 
and  by  eight  o'clock  a  pontoon  britlge 
had  been  stretched  across  the  river  at 
Kernville.  Acting  in  conjunction  with 
the  Pennsylvania  military  authorities 
they  are  pursuing  their  labors  at  various 
other  points,  and  by  sundown  it  is  con- 
fidently expected  that  pontoon  bridges 
will  be  erected  at  all  places  where  the 
necessities  of  traiiic  demand. 

It  is  a  fact  probably  not  generally 
known  that  the  great  government  of 
United  States  owns  only  500  feet  of  pon- 
toon bridges,  and  that  these  are  the 
same  that  were  used  by  the  Federal 
forces  in  the  civil  war  twenty -five  years 
Jigo.  The  bridges  that  are  to  be  used  at 
Johnstown  were  brought  from  West 
Point  and  Willett  Point,  where  they 
have  been  for  years  used  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  instruction  in  the  military  and 
engineer  corps. 

The  day  at  Johnstown  opened  with  a 
heavy  rain  and  an  early  mornmg  thun- 
der storm.  The  hillside  streams  were 
filled  to  the  banks  and  everything  was 
dripping.  The  air  was  chilly  and  damp. 
At  an  early  hour  the  valley  presented  a 
most  dismal  scene.  Nothing  was  mov- 
ing and  all  remained  within  the  mejigre 
shelter  offered  till  the  day  had  fairly  be- 
gun. As  the  day  advanced  the  tented 
hills  began  to  show  signs  of  life,  smoke 
arose  from  many  a  camp-fire. 

At  5:30  a.  m.  the  whistle  from  the 
Cambria  Iron  works  sounded  the  signal 
for  early  preparation  for  the  serious  work 
of  the  day,  and  so  the  thousands  of 
workers  in  behalf  of  the  sufferers  were 
seen  moving  on  the  hillsides  and  in  the 
valleys.  The  weather  was  most  un- 
pleasant for  anyone  to  be  out  of  doors, 
but  it  apparently  had  no  effect  on  the 
people  here,  for  as  8<jon  as  the  early 
breakfast  was  over  the  thousands  of 
workmen  could  be  seen  going  to  their 
work,  and  soon  the  whole  valley  was 
teeming  with  life.

P.  Jordan,  Indian  trader  at  this 
Jigency,  who  is  related  by  marruige  to 
Red  Cloud,  then  spoke  to  the  Indians, 
giving  reasons  why  they  ought  to  accept 
the  act  of  congress,  ui>:ing  everyone  to 
do  as  he  thought  was  right.  Hollow 
Horn  Bear,  orator  of  the  tribe,  said: 

"I  heard  you  had  come  here  t-everal 
days  ago.  I  now  see  you,  and  I  aui  glad 
you  are  all  good  looking  men.  I  greet 
you  as  friends,  as  I  should  expect  fou  to 
consider  me  if  I  should  go  to  see  you  at 
your  homes.  I  have  thought  of  this 
matter  aiuoe  you  tirst  8jx>k:«  to  ue,  and, 
while  1  did  not  underslailu  all  alxfut  it, 
I  believe  the  gtnernment  means  to  do 
right  with  us.  Gen.  Crook  knows  all 
about  it,  and  I  want  him  to  tell  ut.

An   Appeal   for    Fair  Play. 

Roc-Hi;.-sTK,K,  June  8.— An  appeal  is 
sent  to  the  press  of  the  state,  signed  by 
fifty  or  sixty  leading  citizen's  of  this 
place,  pastors,  mayor,  aldermen,  counta 
treasurer,  city  attorney,  city  marshal  and 
other  public  men,  protesting  against 
what  seems  to  be  an  effort  of  the  public 
press  to  forestall  the  action  of  the  court 
in  the  asylum  case,  and  thus  rendering 
it  impossible  for  the  accused  to  secure  a 
fair  trial.  Many  of  the  published  re- 
ports are  without  the  least  foundation, 
while  others  are  grossly  exaggerated. 
The  accused  are  entitled  to  a  fair  trial 
by  an  impartial  jury,  and  the  public 
judgment  ought  to  be  suspended  until 
they  have  a  chance  to  be  heard  in  their 
defense.  All  facts  will  be  developed 
upon  their  trial,  as  the  citizens  of  this 
city  desire  a  full,  fair  and  impartial  in- 
vestigation and  nothing  will  be  cover- 
ed up.

NkwUlm,  June  8.— A  man  giving  the 
name  of  T.  S.  Wright,  and  claiming  to 
be  a  postoflice  inspector,  was  arrested 
here  by  order  of  Postmaster  Boasen  and 
Congressman  Lind  today,  and  is  now  in 
jail.

WA.SHING1XJX,  June  8.-- [Special.J- -The 
report  that  it  mey  be  found  necessary  to 
recall  Patrick  E^:an,  the  newly  appoint- 
ed minister  to  Chili,  in  connection  with 
the  investigation  in  the  Cronin  case, 
creates  a  good  dt  al  of  talk  in  state  de- 
partment circles,  aud  it  is  said,  has  given 
President  Harris  jn  no  little  uneasiness. 
The  appointmen'.  of  Egan,  ex-treasurer 
and  president  of  the  Land  league, 
on  either  side  of  the  water  res- 
8i>ectively,  was  in  tended  as  a  signal  mark 
of  recognition  of  the  labors  of  the  Irish 
leaders  in  behalf  of  the  republican  party 
during  the  last  three  presidential  cam 
paigns,  and  it  is  itaid  that  the  president 
felicitated  himsef  particularlv  upon  this 
apixjintment,  in  the  belief  that  it  was 
one  of  the  most  jopular  that  could  be 
made. 

Advices  from  Chicago  say  that  all  the 
evidence  so  far  gi  ven  points  to  the  fact 
that  the  sum  of  ?

On  Tuesday  the  Shah 
will  witness  an  artillery  review  and  a 
ballet  performance  at  the  theater.  He 
will  leave  Berlin  on  Wednesday.

—  Sir  Julian 
Pauncefote,  the  l:ritish  minister,  called 
on  the  President  this  morning  in  com- 
pany with  Secretary  Blaine  and  deliv- 
ered a  message  from  Queen  Victoria  ex- 
pressing her  deep  sympathy  for  the  suf- 
ferers by  tlie  recent  floods  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  President  said  in  replv: 
"Mr.  Minister,  this  message  of  sympathy 
from  Her  Mijesty  the  Queen 
will  be  accepted         by  our 

l>eople  as  another  expression  of  her  own 
generous  character,  as  well  as  of  the 
friendliness  and  good  will  of  her  people. 
The  disasters  wliich  have  fallen  upon 
several  communilies  in  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania,  while  extreme  and  full  of 
the  most  tragic  and  horrifying 
incidents,  have  fortunately  been 
limited  in  territorial  extent. 
The  generosity  of  our  own  citizens  will 
promptly  lessen  to  these  stricken  people 
every  loss  that  is  aot  irretrievable,  and 
these  the  sympathy  of  the  Queen  of  the 
English  people  v.Ul  help  to  assuage. 
Will  you,  Mr.  Minister,  be  pleased  to 
convey  to  the  Que^n  the  sincere  thanks 
of  the  American  people." 


An  article  appeared  in  this  morning's 
Jribune  regarding  young  Henry  C 
Bohen,  whose  recent  sentencie  to  two 
years  in  the  states  prison  by  Judge 
Stearns  is  regarded  unnec^ssanlv  severe. 
In  the  article  Sheriff  Paul  Shafvy  was 
made  to  say  that  "while  he  Ijears  the 
fellow  (Bohen)  no  personal  ill  will,  vet 
his  cMjuduct  while  in  jail  shows  him'  to 
be  a  vicious  and  a  depraved  creature." 

As  tliis  statement  was  known  to  be 
far  different  from  the  general  public 
opinion  Sheriff  Sharvy  was  seen.  He 
was  found  in  white  heat  and  he  prompt- 
ly wrote  out  the  following  card  for  pub- 
lication in  Tlie  Heraid: 

I  wish  to  deny  the  statement  made  in  this 
morning's  Tribune,  that  I  expressed  an  opin- 
ion unfavorable  lo  H.  C.  Bohen.  and  1  de*ir« 
to  brand  the  same  as  abs<jluteiy  false.

"I  wish  you  would  say  in  the  Herald," 
said  the  sheriff  to  a  Herald  reix»rter, 
"that  the  statement  contained  in  the 
Tribune  of  this  mornmg  that  I  expressed 
myself  unfavorably  toward  Henry 
Bohen,  is  a  contemptible  falsehcxxi.  It 
is  untrue  in  every  particular.  I 
called  on  Mr.  Mitchell  this  morning 
and  he  admitte<i  that  the  statement 
came  originally  from  Mr.  W.  C.  Sher- 
wood." 

Mr.  Sherwood  called  at  The  Herald 
office  this  afternoon  and  requested  that 
no  mention  be  made  of  the  affair.      He 
denied  having  been  to  the  office  of  The 
Tribune,  intimated  that    Sheriff  SharA-y 
had  called   upon   him   in   a   more  tem- 
perate    spirit    than    he    manifested    at 
The  Tribune  office,  and  that  the  sheriff 
desired^that  nothing  be  published.     Mr. 
Sherwood    stated    that   Sheriff  Sharvy 
told  him  that  he  (Sharvy)    had  made  no 
statement  to  a  Heraid  reporter,  but  that 
a  reiKjrter  stood  by  when  he  was  talking 
and    miaht    have    overheard.       A    tele- 
phonic message  to  the  sheriff,  enquiring 
if  this  was  according  to  his  understand- 
ing   of    the    matter     elicited     a     most 
emphatic    denial.    Then    the    reporter 
called      again        upon        the       sheriff, 
and      was     given      the     card      which 
api^ears  above.    The  sheriff  stated  that 
Mr.  Sherwood  called  at   his  office,  and 
that  he  declined  to  discuss  the   matter, 
and  invited  Mr.  Sherwood  to  leave  his 
offic5e.

THE  RAILWAY  MAIL  SERVICE. 

Some  short  time  since  Suporinteudent 
Bell,  of  the   railway  mail   service,  in   an 
interview  published   in   The  Xew  York 
Tribune,  made  some  statements  regard- 
ing,' that  service  which   are   interesting,' 
for  several  quite  dilferent   reasons,     lie 
spoke  of  the  changes  made  in  that  serv- 
ice since  the   change  of   administration, 
and  remarkeil    that  such  changes  were 
necessary    if     the    service    was     to  be 
efficient    Of    eleven    division    superin- 
tendents,  he  said,  only  two   were   com- 
pet^jut.  and  the  elliciency  of    the  subor- 
dinate employes  was  not   much   greater. 
He    gave  statistical    details  of    the  in- 
effective work  of  this  service  as  he  found 
it,  and  added  that  the  rej)ort  of   the  late 
postmaster-general    showed     that     the 
service   was  "terribly  demoralized,"  and 
that  he  has  evidence  that  the  real  state 
of    affairs  was    worse  than    the    report 
sboweil. 

^  Superintendent    Bell    then     adduces 
figures    to    prove    that  the  efficiency  of 
this  service  had  decreased  34    per  c«nt 
during   the    years    from    1885    to  1888. 
while  in  the  preceding  three  years,  from 
1882    to    1885,  it  had    increaseti   46  per 
cent.     In  the  first  division,  comprising 
the  six  Xew  England  states,  the  effici- 
ency was  decreased  ;5t.)  j)er  cent.     In  the 
second   division,  comprising  the  middle 
states,  the  decrease  was  40  per  cent.     In 
the  third  division,    western    Maryland, 
Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Nortli  Carolina^ 
and  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  de- 
crease of  efficiency  was  46  per  cent.;  and 
in    the    fourth    division,    of    the    more 
Southern  states,  it  was  41  per  cent.     In 
only  one  division,  the  e.xtreme  West,  was 
there    an    increased  rate    of    efficiency. 
The  largest    proportionate   decrejise  of 
efficiency,  he  says,  was  in  the  Southern 
states,  where  the  clean  sweep  of  repub- 
lican officials  was  first  begun  and  soonest 
completed. 

Commenting  upon   this  bad  showing 
for  the  Cleveland  administration,  Har- 
per's Weekly,  which    has   been  a  con- 
sistent and  strenuous  defendant  of  that 
administration,  draws    the  obvious  con- 
clusion that    Mr.  Bell's   showing    is  a 
strong  argument  for  civil-service  reform. 
That    cannot    be    disputed.      But    the 
amusing  portion    of  the  Weekly's  com- 
ment is  that    it    scores  the  present  ad- 
ministration for  attempting   to   remedy 
the  evil    it    admits   the   statements    of 
Superintendent     Bell     prove     to    have 
been      brought      upon      the      railway 
mail     service.      The     plain     logic    of 
this       matter       has       forced        itself 
upon  the  attention  of  the  people  as  none 
other  of  the  attempts  of  the   Cleveland 
regime  to  give  over  the  civil  service  of 
the  country  to  the  democrats  has.      The 
wretched  character  of  the  railway  mail 
service  during  the  Cleveland  adminis- 
tration   cost    every   business   man   who 
is    forced    to    depend    upon   the    effi- 
ciency   of    the    mails    more    than   can 
be  estimated,  and  was  a  constant  annoy- 
ance to  everybody.     This  administration 
is  laboring  to  restore  the  service  to  the 
standard  of  efficiency  the  democrats  de- 
stroyed,   and    the    attempt  to  make    it 
appear  that    the    civil  service    is    being 
debauched  thereby  is  rather  more    asi- 
nine and  futile  than  the    average  mug- 
wump wail.

The  excavation  at  the  corner  of 
ond  avenue  antl  Superior  street, 
nearly  eomploteil  will  not  remain 
lonii  in  ita  present  oondition.  The  con- 
tratU  are  already  let  for  the  erection  of 
the  Masonic  Temple  and  Theater,  which 
will  be  one  of  the  most  majmitic^nt 
buildings  of  the  kind  in  the  Northwest, 
and  will  be  a  theater,  temple  and  busi- 
ness bkvk  combine^!.  According,'  to  the 
architect's  plans  the  theater  is  located  in 
the  rear  of  the  business  block,  and  the 
Masonic  Temple  will  cvcupy  75  feet 
on  the  Sujierior  street  corner.  The 
theater  proper  is  (>i)  feet  wide  by  Kio  feet 
deep,  includiuK  15  feet  set  apart  for 
dressing  rooms,    scenic    storiige   rooms

etc..  m  the  rear.  The  structure  will  be 
built  entirely  of  brick  and  stone 
and  lighted  by  incandescent 
electricity,  with  every  precaution  taken 
to  make  it  perfectly  tire-proof.  The 
front  elevation  represents  a  theat**r 
building.four-stories  high  and  a  Masonic 
temple  and  business  block  8i.\-stories 
high,  the  elevation  being  treated  in 
brow;nstone,  rough  rock  faced  up  through 
the  hrst  and  second  stories,  then  finished 
with  pressed  brick,  brownstone,  terra 
cotta  and  copper. 

Entering  the  theater  proper  from  Sec- 
ond avenue  under  a  handsome  porte 
cochere  is  found  a  lobby,  fourteen  feet 
deep  by  thirty  feet  long,  covered  with 
Mosaic  tiling,  with  a  ticket  office  and 
countingroom  at  one  side,  and  a  mana- 
gers  ottice  at  the  other.  This  arcade 
opens  into  a  grand  foyer,  extending 
round  the  entire  rear  of  the  lower  audi- 


torium,  with   broad,  roomy  staircase  to 
the  right  and  left  leading  to  the  balcony 
or  second    tier.     Passing    through   the 
foyer  we  come  into    the  theater    proper, 
which  is  divided  on  the  first  floor  into 
the    parquet    and    parquet    circle,    the 
second  tier  divided  into  a  balcony,  and 
the  third   tier  and  gallery.     In    the  par- 
quet,   right    and    left,  are    located    six 
boxes,  with  broad,  roomy  spaces  at   the 
Bides  for  sofas  and   conversation   chairs, 
each     aisle     and     passageway    leading 
directly  to  an  exit.     The  balcony  proper 
or  second  tier,  has  also  six  neatly-draped 
ornamental    boxes    on    the    sides,  with 
three  loges   in  the   center   and   filled   in 
with      solid      seating      in       the      rear. 
This  balcony  has  four  flights  of  stairs 
connecting  with   the   auditorium  below, 
and    two    escape    balconies    connected' 
directly  with  the  alley.    Above  is  located 
the    gallery,   which    has  two  staircases 
seven  feet  wide,  leading  directly  to  the 
street  in  front,  and  two  additional  stair- 
oases  near   the   proscenium,    extending 
down  to  the  lower  floor,  with   two  more 
escapes  to  the  alley,  making  it  possible 
to  exit   any  tier,  no   matter  how  densely 
crowded  the  house,  in  the  space  of  two 
minutes.      This  gallery  has  four  large 
opera   boxes   located   in  front   at  either 
side,  with  some  nazarina  *  boxes  at  the 
front      circle,     which      will     help     to 
drees    the    proscenium    and    are    very 
(convenient  to   use  on   opera  occasions. 
Ihe  lower  auditorium  seats    about  600, 
the  balcony  ITi^),  and  the  gallery  T-IO,  giv- 
ing an  easy  seating  capacity  of  1800, 

The  stage  is  particularly  an  essential 
point  of  consideration.  Tbe  principal 
dressing-rooms  are  in  the  rear,  upon  the 
Kime  ao<)r  as  the  stage,  and  it  is  pro- 
vided with  the  conveniences  of  property 
room,  scenic  storage  room,  sixteen  dress- 
ing-rooms, star  trap,  vampire  trap,  Mac- 
oeth  trap,  Hamlet  trap,  etc.  The  scenery 
will  be  painted  upon  Russian  linen,  all 
h-e-proofed.  The  flats  will  be  26x20  feet, 
and  there  will  Ije  twenty-four  sets,  not 
including  set  piooes.  The  side  will  be 
provide<-l  with  double  fly  galleries,  and 
the  rigging  loft  will  be  sixty-four  feet 
above  the  stage,  thus  making  it 
possible  \o  produce  any  spectacular, 
dramatic  or  scenic  effects  in  use.  The 
same  plays  as  played  at  Boston,  New 
I ork,  Philadelphia  or  Chicago  can  be 
prcjduced  in  this  theater  without  any 
alteration  or  change. 

The  auditorium  will  be  heated  with 
steam,  on  the  under  current  system 
giving  an  entire  change  of  air  tetween 
four  and  seven  minutes.  The  chairs 
will  l>e  the  most  luxurious,  upholstered, 
spring  lx>ttom  ojiera  chairs  made,  all 
provided    with    hat    racks,    foot   rests. 


shawl  racks  and  cane  and  umbrella 
loops.  Iho  fresco  and  decorative  work 
will  be  m  a  bright  orange  tint,  suUlued 
into  the  harmony,  development  and 
artistic  taste  of  liomanesuue. 
with  raised  relief  work,  jewels 
and  papier  mache  figures.  The  incan- 
descent system  of  ligliting  will  be  dis- 
tributed into  rows,  clusters,  and  circles, 
buikhug  up  m  harmony  and  relief  the 
decorative  elFect  by  the  a^sistanoe  of  a 
brilliancy  of  ligiit.  The  cari)etB,  uphol- 
stery, lambrequins,  valances  aud  por- 
tieres will  be  carofully  selet-ted,  fully  in 
keeping  with  the  richness  desireil  to  U> 
brought  into  effect  in  the  rounding  un 
and  completion  of  this  beautiful    struct 

The  architects  of  the  building  are  Mc- 
Alillen  .t  >.tebbins,  of  this  city,  and  their 
w-ork  shows  for  itself,  while  Oscar  Cobb, 
or  Lhicago,  whose  reputation  as  an  archi- 
tect and  theatrical  sui)t>riuteudeut  is 
second  to  none,  was  consulting  architect 
tor  the  theater  part  of  the  building.  Mr. 
L^obb  has,  no  doubt,  built  and  remodeled 
more  theaters  than  any  one  man  in  the 
country.  At  the  present  time  he  has 
thirteen  theaters,  among  them  the 
lijjou,  of  Milwaukee,  the  Casino  and 
NV  mdsor,  at  Chicago,  aud  an  immense 
opera  house  at  Mansfield,  Ohio. 

The  manager  of  the  opera  house,  Dr. 
Haycock,  whose  portrait  appears  here- 
with, was  born  in  St.  Paul  twenty-six 
years  ago,  and  has  been  a  resident  of 
Duluth  eight  years.  He  has  always 
taken  a  lively  interest  in  things  theatri- 
cal, and  is  peculiarly  adapted  for  the 
position  he  is  called  upon  to  fill,  naving 
been  formerly  connected  with  the  Grand 
Opera  house  at  St.  Paul.  His  business 
reputation  in  Duluth  is  gootl. 

In  describing  Temple  building   proper 
It  will  not  be   inappropriate  to  begin   at 
the  bjisement.     The   heatiag   apparatus 
will  consist  of    two    horizontal    tubular 
boilers,  eighteen  feet  long   with  GO-inch 
shell,  which  will  give  suflicient  power  to 
run  dynamos  and  elevator,  besides  heat- 
ing the  building.     On  the  corner  of   the 
avenue  on  Superior  street  will  be  a  store 
Uxai  feet.  In  the  center  of  the  Superior 
street  front  is  the  grand  entrance  to  the 
iemple,  leading  into  a   vestibule   14x20 
feet,  aud  from  this  a  hallway  leading   to 
the  elevator  aud  stairway.     These  floors 
will  be  laid  with  marble  tiling  and   the 
walls  of  the  hallway  will    be    wainscoted 
with      marble      to       the      height       of 
four       feet.        The      east     store      will 
t>e    40x<0     feet     from    the    vestibule. 
It  will    be   fitted    up    with    a   fire-proof 
vault  and  bo  lighted  from  the  roar  bv  a 
light    shaft.    On    Second    avenue    east 
there  will  be  a  side  entrance  to  the  ves- 
tibule.   This  entrance  will  lead  tlirectly 
to  the  elevator  and    stairway  to  the  sec- 
ond floor,  thus  making  the  elevator  easy 
of  access  from  either  street. 

The  second  floor  is  divided  into  eleven 
handsome  offices;  a  washroom  and  all 
modern  conveniences  are  also 
provided.  The  second,  third  and 
fourth  floors  are  identical, 

ihe  fifth  floor  is  divided  into  three 
rooms  on  the  Second  avenue  side  of  the 
building,  which  will  be  fitted  up  for 
Masonic  club  purposes,  giving  a  space  of 
ibx(0  feet.  On  the  same  floor  will  be  a 
banquet  hall  and  ballroom  48  feet  square, 
the  ceiling  being  supported  from  above,a 
most  desirable  feature  in  a  ballroom 
Adjoining  is  a  ladies'  reception  room, 
with  toilet  attached,  and  off  from  the 
banquet  room  is  a  commodious  kitchen 
where  all  the  cooking  will  be  done  with 
gas  stoves. 

On  the  sixth  floor    in  the  center,  run- 
ning east  and   west    is  the  main  lodge 
room,  40x(i4   feet   and  twenty-one   feet 
high  with  a  spacious  gallery  at  the  ave- 
nue end.    On    each    side    of    the  lodge 
room    are    ante,    committee    aud  other 
working  rooms.     Over   the  latter  will  be  ! 
an  armory   for    the    commandery,  15x74 
feet,  from  which  a  stairway  leads  to   the 
tower.    Fropi    the    first    ante  room  and 
leading      through     a      tire-proof     vault 
is      reached       the      reception       room, 
which      is      over      the      opera      hou.se. 
Adjacent  to  this  are  smoking  and  ladies' 
waiting  room.     In  the  front,   on   Second 
avenue    east,    will  be    an  elegant  lodge- 
room,    for      the    use    of    Scottish    Rite 
masonry.    The  lodge  room  will  be  lighted 
by  skylights,  fitted  with   leaded  stained 
glass  ceiling  lights. 

The  woodwork  of  the  entire  building 
will  be  oak,  the  lodge  room  being  treated 
throughout  in  Doric  carved  wook.  Plas- 
tering, molding  and  columns  will  be 
especially  ornamental.  The  ventilation 
of  the  building  is  one  of  its  most  im- 
portant features,  and  will  be  complete  in 
every  respect.  Fresh  air  ualets  are  con- 
structed under  the  radiators  in  all  offices, 
each  of  them  having  a  separate  ventilat- 
ing flue,  all  to  be  conducted  to  a  center 
ventilation  in  the  roof,  which 
will  be  heated,  thus  insuring 
a  constant  current.  The  heating 
throughout  will  be  by  direct  radiation 
except  the  lodge  room,  which  will  be 
heated  by  indirect. 

The  exterior  of  the  building  is  in  the 
Moorish  style,  is  built  of  Arcadian 
brownstone,  St.  Louis  pressed  brick  and 
terra  cotta.  The  dome  will  be  covered 
with  copper.  The  elevations  will  show 
for  themselves  in  the  accompanying  de- 
signs. The  grand  entrance,  as  shown  by 
accompanying     engraving,     is      of

Johnstown,  June  10.— Another  wet 
and  close  morning  in  this  valley.  When 
day  broke  the  scene  was  dismal  to  a  dt- 
pressing  degree.  A  penetratiug  drizzle 
came  down  and  made  everythmg  wet 
and  slippery.  The  thousands  of  men 
moved  to  their  places  of  work  with  a 
half  unwilling  manner  that  argued 
poorly  tor  a  heavy  day's  work.  When 
the  whistle  of  the  Cambria  shops 
sounded  at  7  o'clock  the  whole 
place  was  awake  and  the  sm(jkt( 
from  the  many  camp-tires  an.l 
burning  debris  made  a  heavy  cloud  that 
rested  over  the  entire  valley  almost  hid- 
ing it  from  view  from  the  hills.  Soon 
the  valley  was  alive  with  its  thousands 
of  busy  workmen  and  the  tenth  day  of 
work  on  this  vast  undertaking  "was 
begun. 

There  is  little  change  in  the  general 
situation  here  today,  and  all  the  various 
departments  are  moving  along  in  a  man 
ner  highly  satisfactory  to  the  parties  in 
charge.  The  stopping  of  work  by  the 
Cambria  company  yesterday  gave  its 
men  a  much  needed  rest  and  they  went 
to  work  with  much  more  vigor  than  the 
men  employed  on  the  general  work.  Tlie 
same  largo  crowds  were  on  hand  for 
their  daily  ration  and  the  various  com 
missionary  stations  were  the  scenes  of 
great  activity.  The  great  quantities  of 
debris  which  has  been  loosened  from 
above  the  stone  bridge  and  Hoated  down 
stream,  has  formed  a  gorge  op- 
posite Cambria  City  and  a  number 
of  men  were  sent  there  today  to  remove 
this,  as  it  closed  the  channel,  stopping 
the  flow  of  water  and  rendering  very  dif- 
ficult the  work  of  removing  the  wreck- 
age at  the  stone  bridge. 

Another  consignment  of  stationary 
engines  arrived  today,  making  ten  in  all 
now  here. 

After  Wednesday  Adjt.-Gen.  Hastings 
will  have  entire  charge,  and  this  section 
will  be  strictly  under  military  discipline. 
In  speaking  of  the  general  condition  of 
this  place  as  to  order,  the  assistant  chief 
of  police  said  today:  "I  wish  to  say  that 
the  people  of  this  section  are  well 
pleased  with  the  order  that  has  prevailed 
here  since  the  flood." 


THE    NEXT    CENSUS. 

Miiiii«>Mi>tu  to  lliivi-  Tlii»'«  .SupervihllijL;  l>ls- 
trivtoThiH  riiu«. 

Washinuion,  June   10.     Preperations 
for  tlie  ne.vt  census  are  already  under  way 
iu  Wasliingtou,  though  the  actual  work 
ing  force  will  not  begin  to  be   urjfauized 
until  some  time  next  winter.     Tht>  force 
will    be  somewhat  larger    than  in    1880. 
Then  there  were  li)0  supervisors  for  the 
whole  country,    ^'his  year  there  will  be 
175.     At  the  last  census   Minnesota    was 
divided  inti>  three  supervising   districts; 
oue  was    for  the    southern    part  of    the 
state  and  the  other  two  for  the  northern 
part,        a        dividing         line         being 
drawn        between       St.      Paul        ami 
Minneapolis.     It  is  expected   that  Min- 
nesota will  be  given  foursupervistirs  this 
time.     These  supervisors  are   apjiointed 
by  the  President  and   confirmed   by  the 
senate,  but  they  will  be  made   upon  the 
recommendations    of    the   senators  and 
congressmen.     There  may  iu  some  states 
be  a  wrangle  Ixjtween   the  senators   and 
congressmen  over  these  plums,  tie  sen- 
ators claiming  them  as  belonging  exclu 
sivoly  to  themselves.    The   distriits   are 
apj)ortit)ned    by  the    superintendent    in 
WashingUm,  but  they  are  recommended 
by  the  supervisors  of  the  various  diitricts. 
As  there  are  always  plenty   of  asjjirants 
for  even  such  small  offices  the  pat  rotage 
of  the  census  supervistirs  is  consitierable 
and  will  be  quite  important  in   the  next 
campaign.

London,  June  10.— The  fact  has  just 
transpired  that  Eddie  (ruerin,  the  no- 
torious Chicago  crook,  and  Dennin,  one 
of  his  partners,  who  have  just  been  sen- 
tenced to  ten  years  confinement  in  the 
galleys  at  Lyons  for  the  theft  of  §50,0CX) 
in  Bank  of  France  notes  and  securities 
from  the  offices  of  the  Societe  Lyonnise 
was  denounced  to  the  London  jxjlice  by 
his  accomplices  because  instead  of  hand- 
ing over  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  theft 
to  the  "  jissociation  "  of  which  he  was  a 
member,  he  kept  46,(X)0  francs  for  him- 
self. It  is  said  that  the  American  police 
have  lodged  a  detainer  against  Dennin, 
who  is  suspected  of  being  concerned  in 
a  double  murder  and  robbery  which  took 
place  in  Louisiana  some  time  ago,  and 
should  he  live  out  his  term,  he  may  be 
taken  back  to  the  states  ten  years  hence 
to  answer  this  charge. 

NfSrroeH  Looted  the  House. 

New  York,  June  10.  Thursday  night 
two  negro  desperadoes  went  to  a  cabin 
near  the  Turkey  Run  coal  mines,  in  Mc- 
Dowell county,  and  covering  the  in- 
mates, about  a  dozen  Hungarian  miners, 
with  revolvers,  demanded  their  wages. 
One  of  the  Hungarians  drew  a  revolver 
froiu  beneath  his  pillow  and  was  shot 
three  times,  dying  in  a  short  time.  The 
others  fied  and  the  house  was  looted 
by  the  negroes,  who  escaped.  Two  ar- 
rests have  been  made  on  suspicion.

Fine  hats  and 


Ottawa,  Ont.,  June  10.  -The  Behring 
sea  question  promises  to  prove  more 
difficult  of  solution  than  all  the  other 
international  disputes  at  present  exist- 
ing between  her  Britannic  Majesty  and 
the  United  States. 

Exchange  reports  and  rumors  regard- 
ing the  attitude  of  the  American  gov- 
ernment have  reached  Ottawa  Ameri- 
cjin  gunboats,  and  men  -  of  -  war, 
laden  with  shot  and  shell, 
are  to  maintain  the  exclusive  sovereignty 
of  Uncle  Sam  in  the  icy  waters  of  the 
far  Northwest.  At  the  same  time,  dis- 
patches from  Vancouver  say  that  Can- 
adian vessels,  emboldened  by  the  success 
of  last  year's  hazardous  voyages,  are 
again  getting  ready  for  Behnngs  sea. 
The  crews,  for  the  most  part,  are  com- 
posed of  men  who,  if  the  chances  were 
favorable,  would  not  scruple  to 
offer  armed  resistence  t<j  an  Ameri- 
can revenue  cutter.  Of  late 
years  many  Nova  Scotia  captains,  carried 
away  by  reports  from  the  Pacific,  have 
piloted  their  ships  around  Cape  Horn 
with  tlie  single  purpose  of  amassing  for 
tunes  in  the  seal  industry. 

It  is  surprising  how  little  interest  the 
average  Canadian  takes  in  the  Behring 
sea  dispute.  Great  Britain,  however, 
exhibits  alarm  at  the  possibility  of  hav 
ing  her  merchantmen  shut  out  of  ti 
region  so  extensive,  and  has  already  ad- 
dressed to  the  United  States  prettA' 
strong  language  on  the  subject. 
^  The  leading  men  of  both  parties  in 
Canada  are  very  anxious  to  be  on  terms 
of  friendly  intercourse  with  the  United 
States.  Many  of  them  have  devoted  a 
great  deal  of  attention  to  the  disputes 
pending  between  the  two  countries.  A 
prominent  cabinet  minister  gave  his 
views  on  the  Behring  sea  question,  but 
for  good  reasons  desired  to  have  his 
name  withheld.  He  laughed  at  the  idea 
of  a  possibility  of  a  collision  between 
the  American  and  British  ironclads. 
There  will,  he  feels  certain,  be  concession 
on  both  sides.  No  efforts  are  to  be  made> 
by  the  Dominion  government  to  prevent 
Canadians  from  engaging  in  sealing 
operations  this  summer.  Such  a 
course,  besides  creating  distrust, 
would  be  inconsiderate  with 
national  dignity  and  national  preten 
sions.  This  gentleman  added  that  Cana - 
dian  seamen  can  exjject  no  assistance 
from  the  British  in  the  event  of  capture. 
The  adventurers  who  may  encounter  an 
American  cruiser  will  have  to  seek  a 
remedy  through  diplomatic  agencies. 

The  proposal  of  the  British  and  Cana 
dian  governments  to  erect  elaborate  de- 
fenses at  Esquimault,  B.  C,  the  western 
u^  "^-,  *''^®  I>ominion,    would  indicaU) 
that    England    has  no  intention    of    re 
linquishing  her  fasthold  on  the  American 
continent.     The    San     Francis(»    news- 
papers profess  to  be  alarmed  at  the  in 
tended  precautions  for   defense,  and    re- 
gard them  as  a  menace  to  the  United 
States.     Several  of  them   have  gone  so 
far  as  to    advocate  the    acquirement  of 
British  Columbia.     Work  on  the   fortifi 
cations  will  begin  some  time    this    year, 
but  the  plans   have  not  yet  been  finally 
adopted.     It  is  proposed  to  build  a  series 
of      forts     guarding      the      approaches 
to        Esquimault,        the         headquar 
ters    of      the      British      squadron       in 
the    North    Pacific.      Here    also  is    an 
arsenal  and  dry    dock,    the    latter    con 
.structed  by  the  Dominion  authorities  at 
a  cost  of    over  §1,000,000.    England  ap 
parently  means  business  on   the    Pacific 
coast.    What  with  wars  and    rumors    of 
wars,  she  does  not  propose  to  neglect  to 
keep  open  her  new  and  alternative  high- 
way from  the  Orient.

The  under- 
brush is  dry  as  tinder  and  the  trees  take 
tire  upon  the  application  of  a  mere 
spark.  Along  the  railway  track 
the  devouring  element  for  miles  has 
swept  through  tije  forest,  leaving  noth- 
ing but  blackened  stumps,  burn^  trees 
and  a  thick  coating  of  ashes.

THE  AWFUL  LOSS. 

It  is  extremely  dilHcult  to  realize  the 
extent  of  the  disjister  at  Johnstown,  Pa. 
It  will  never  be  known  exactly  how 
many  lost  their  lives  in  the  great  tlooU. 
For  purposes  of  oompunsou  let  us  as- 
sume that  lo,(.iOO  people  wore  drowned 
or  otherwise  killed.  There  may  not  have 
been  as  many,  but  quite  as  likely  there 
were  more.  The  records  of  moilern  war 
record  uo  such  8laut,'hter  in  any  sinjjle 
battle.  It  is  nearly  oue-vseventh  as  nu»ay 
as  the  total  Union  loss  in  the  2:2iH.)  battles 
of  the  War  of  the  Ivebellion,  and  almost 
one- thirteenth  as  large  as  the  total  loss 
on  both  sides.  It  is  more  than  half  as 
as  large  as  the  total  German  loss  in  the 
Franco- Prussian  war.  At  Gettysburg, 
the  greatest  battle  of  the  civil  war,  there 
were  but  one-third  as  many  Union  sol- 
diers slain  as  this  tlootl  swallowed  up. 

A  comparison  made  with  some  of  the 
other  leading  engagements  of  the  war 
presents  a  still  more  marke^l  disparity 
At  Spottsylvania  there  were27lI5  Union 
ists  killed;  at  the  Wilderness,  ±2iG;  at 
Antietam,  2106;  at  Cold  Harbor,  1844:  at 
Shiloh,  1751;  at  Manassas,  1717;  at 
Stone's  Kiver,  1730,  and  at  Petersburg, 
1688.  If  all  of  these  statistics  were 
doublei^l,  in  order  to  approximate  to  the 
entire  number  of  killed  on  these  fields 
on  both  sides,  it  would  stiU  be  otisy  to 
see  at  a  glance  how  far  any  one  of  them 
fell  short  in  mortality  of  the  terrible 
loss  iutlicteil  by  the  .waters  of  the  Cone 
maugh  Valley.  The  tinite  mind  can 
scarcely  conceive  of  the  extent  of  the 
disaster  which  hits  befallen  the  region 
about  Johnstown.  It  certainly  cannot 
exaggerate  it. 


NEW   MUNICIPAL  GOVERNMENT  PLAN. 

The  multiplication  of  large  towns  in 
New  England  has  suggested  to  a  Boston 
newspaper  a  somewhat  novel  scheme  for 
the  government  of  a  town  too  large  for 
the  advantiigeous  employment  of  the 
time-honored  town  meeting  plan  and  yet 
too  small  for  the  cuaibrous  machinery  of 
a  city.  The  plan  is  briefly  skeletonized 
as  follows: 

Let  there  be  elected  ouct-  a  year  a  mayor  auil 
aoouncU,  cousistiutf  of  seven,  nine  or  eleven 
members,  who  should  have  all  the  powers  and 
duties  jfivt'u  to  selectuiuu  of  towns,  and  the 
further  duty  of  preparinjf  for  submission  to 
the  citizens  such  votes  a.<  are  now  passed  In 
town  meeting  after  public  debate.  Let  these 
votes  be  sent,  tojft^ther  with  such  reiK>rts  upon 
the  reasons  for  proposals  as  selectmen  are  now 
accustomed  to  make  in  print,  to  each  voter  in 
the  borough,  the  votes  preparetl  with  a  spaci- 
for  votinff  yes  or  no.  Let  it  be  allowed  to  each 
voter  to  sign  his  vote  and  send  it  by  mail  or 
messenger  to  the  public  hall  on  the  day  for 
oolleotiog  the  votes,  but  the  council  should 
also  be  in  session  on  the  same  day  for  the  pur. 
poae  of  receiving  any  votes  which  electors  wish 
to  give  iu  personally. 

Busy  men  who  desire  to  have  a  voice 
in  the  conduct  of  public  business,  but 
who  cannot  spare  a  day  at  town  meet-

In  the  diningroom, 
which  is  in  the  eastern  ell,  (the  tower  is 
sup{x)sed  to  face  the  souths  there  is  a 
wide,  low  arched  window,

The    diningroom,   which    is  proviiled 
with  a  large  semi  circular  window,  could 
Iks  tinished    in    cypress    like    the  hall 
rough  i)laster   painted  a  clear,  ctK)l,   sea 
green  for  the  walls,  and    a  shade  lighter 
for  the  ceiling  -  a  perfectly  plain  dado  of 
cypress,    about    three    feet    high,    runs 
round  the  room,  interrupte«.l  only  by  the 
doors  and  by  the  seat  under  the  window. 
The  stone  walls   of   the    Hist  story  are 
quite  thick,  aud  give  usanopjMjrtunity  to 
recess  the  seat  somewhat  so  that  only    a 
few  inches  projects  into  the  room.    With 
a  few  cushions,  this  seat   with  its    mag- 
nificent view  would  be    tempting  at    al 
uu>8t  any  hour  in  the  day. 
A  hardwcKxl  tl(X)r  would  of  course  be  best 
here,  but  painted  or  stained  pine  may  Ui 
substituted  without  injuring  the  general 
etfect  in  the  least, 

Austrian  bent  wootl  chairs  are  inex- 
pt>nsive  and  make  an  excellent  dining 
room  furniture.  They  may  be  obtained 
in  almost  any  finish  desired.  These  in 
light  oak  with  a  not  too  heavy  table  and 
sidelx)ard  of  the  same  wot)d,  would  fur 
nish  the  nxjm  nicely.  In  the  sketch 
given  of  the  dining  rtx)m,  there  is  just  a 
suggestion  of  a  very  convenient  side- 
board with  shelves  above,  two  drawers 
for  silver  and  a  roomy  cupboard  in  the 
lower  part, 

lu  the  second  story  rooms,  extreme 
simplicity  is  to  be  ilesired. 

The  walls  of  single  coat  plaster  may 
be  painted  in  oil  or  water  color,  though 
oil  is  to  be  preferred.  In  either  case 
light  neutral  colors  should  be  selected, 
just  enough  color  being  used  to  prevent 
a  glaring  whiteness  of  effect.

well  shaded,  has  a  moulded  cornice  and 
simple  turned  piazza  posts.  These 
painted  a  cream  white  would  give  a 
needed  brightness  to  the  completed 
house,  and  at  the  same  time  would  em- 
phasize the  principal  entrance.  In  the 
exterior  linish  everything  simply  ornate 
is  omitted,  and  the  coloring  alone  is  de- 
Ijended  upon  to  give  effect  to  the  simple 
outline. 

In  the  treatment  of  the  interior,  as  on 
the  exterior,  simplicity  will  be  the 
motto. 

From  the  piazza  we  enter  a  roomy  hall 
and  find  the  staircase  in  front  of  us,  A 
few  steps  take  us  to  a  square  landmg, 
enlarged  by  an  octogonal  bay  window 
which  breaks  out  a  few  feet  beyond  the 
wall  of  the  main  house.  This  with  a 
low,  cushioned  seat  under  the  window 
would,  if  shut  off  by  portieres,  make  a 
tiny  though  pleasant  nook  where  one 
might  read  or  sew. 

This  hall  would  l)e  very  effective  if 
finished  in  cypress..  Cypress  is  an  inex- 
pensive wood,  and  simply  oiled  is  very 
handsome,  darkening  slightly  with  ago. 
Let  the  walls  be  finished  with  a  single 
coat  of  plaster  left  rough  to  be  painted 
in  oil  color.  .\  dull  red  perhaps.  Much 
would  be  added  to  the  appearance  of  the 
hall  by  making  the  tioor  joints  above  it 
of  cypress  and    leaving    them  exposed. 


variety  is  desired  one  or  two  rooms  may 
be  painted. 

Let  us  take  one  room  as  an  example. 
The  walls  will  be  a  soft  greenish  gray, 
kept  rather  light.  The  woodwork  shel- 
lacked pine.  A  pretty  chintz  which  will 
go  well  with  the  walls  may  easily  be 
found  and  can  be  used  for  window  cur- 
tains and  as  a  cover  for  a  light  iron  bed 
stead.  Perhaps  there  is  a  chair  cushion 
also  that  may  be  covered  with  it.  The 
iron  bedsteads  here  mentioned  are  made 
in  much  the  same  style  as  the  fashion- 
able brass  ones  and  when  painted  white 
are  almost  as  ni(^  looking,  while  not 
costing  nearly  as  much.  Cover  the  ffoor 
with  straw  matting.  A  wicker  rocking 
chair  by  the  window,  a  tiny  writing  table 
in  a  convenient  corner,  some  bits  of  bric- 
a-brac  and  a  few  well-selected  pictures 
will  make  as  dainty  a  room  as  one  could 
desire.

It  is  the  proviueu  of  the  pulpit 
U>  Interpret  the  \  olce  ot  tied    in  I'rovidenee  as 
well  us  the  woni  ot  revelation       When  Chieago 
sits  in  ashes;  when    Memphis   is    shrouded    iu 
the  pall  ot  fever;  when  Johnstowu  is  whelmed 
in    the    floods;     it    is    well    tt)    look    at    some 
of      the      lessons       ot      God's     j)rovideutiui 
dealliiKs.        Ksp(Hially        is       It       uocosaari 
wlien  ilie   doubt    iu    the  minds  of  some  Is  lol- 
lowod  by  the  defiant  cry  from  the  lipsof  others, 
liiatsueh    disasei-s    urove    there  is  uotiud  ot 
justice  and  merey.    There   aw   three    ways  iu 
which  we  may  regard  such    Providences.     We 
may  bay  that  they  are  all  an  inscrutable    mys- 
tery.   Like  the  tamous    Scotch    professor,  we 
may  look  the  diflieulty  boldly  iu  the   face  and 
pass  on.     Or  we  may  say  that  God  has  uotliing 
lo  do    with    such    disasU'rs.    Men    say    this  as 
lit  heists  or   materialist-,   deuylug    God's   ex- 
Isieuce.    Others  thinking  that  God  set  the  ma- 
chinery of  this  world  running  under  beneHceut 
laws,  and  does  no*  interfere  with  their   action, 
nr  we  may    take    the    po^ition    most  reverent 
and  reasonable;  admittJing  that  the  full  knowl- 
edge of    Go<i's   action    Is    impossible,  we  may 
search  for  some  principles  of  His    providential 
»  overnment  which  shall  serve  to    instruct  us 
and  strengthen  our  faith  aud  hope. 

Let  us  look,  theu,  at  facts  of  God's  govern- 
ment ami  aspects  of  human  duty.  One:  The 
majority  i)f  such  disasters  are  due  to  man's 
neglect.  It  is  not  fair  to  arraign  the  govern- 
ment of  God  lor  tiie  disaster  which  follows  the 
disregard  of  law  Memphis  mourned  because 
tlic  uegleciert  the  plainest  sanitary  laws. 
Johnstowu  is  overwhelmed  because  warnings 
iei>eated  for  years  Ijegot  no  pn-caution.  There 
have  been  many  warnings  ot  such  catastrophe, 
jet  thei-e  is  no  ovideuco  ot  any  precaution 
taken  in  this  time  of  Hood.  Seattle,  built  like 
all  new  cities,  with  little  regard  for  safety,  and 
huddled  tlre-tnips  together.  Now  all  forces 
which  have  wrought  this  woe  are  lu  themselves 
beuetlccnt.  The  law  of  gravitation;  the  stor- 
ing of  energy;  the  force  of  combustion;  these 
ure  necessary  to  man's  existence.  Hecause  you 
walk  otf  the  roof  and  are  killtHl,  the  force  of 
gravity  is  not  proved  evil.  It  is  not  fair  to 
charge  to  the  government  of  God  the  results 
of  abuse  of  His  laws. 

II.  But  there  remain  such  catastrophes  as 
those  by  earth(iuake.  storm  at  sea,  cyclone  or 
volcano,  where  man  is  blameless.     What  shall 
we  say  of  tliemi'    It  Is  the  same  old  problem  of 
the  permission  of  evil  by  a  benevolent  G(xl; 
the  pix)blem  of  philosophy  from  the  earliest 
ages,  and  which  this  world  will  never  solve. 
Vet  some  things  are  clear  regarding  it.    God  is 
the  absolute  Lord  of  human  life.      The  spirit 
returns   unto   God  who  gave  it,  and  He  who 
create<i  and  sustained  lile  must  be  the  judge  oi 
its  proper  limit.      We  never  think  of  denying 
or  questioning  this  iu  ordinary  events.      It  is 
no  more  an  arraignment  of  God's  justice  that 
Me  takes  t^XXiat  once  in  the  flood  than  that  Uc 
lakes  l(Xt,ilOU  dally,  here  aud  there  one,  over  the 
earth.      The    end    ot    life     is    not    happiness 
or   freedom   from    pain   and    sorrow.       What 
(iotl    cares    for    is   character,   not   condition. 
This  is  usually  a  fundamental  error  with  those 
who  arraign  the  justice  aud  mercy  of  God.     If 
lo  live  at  ease,  to   be    free   from   care,    to   l)e 
i^'norant  of  sufferings    is  the  best  of  life,  then 
I  hey  are  right.     But  it  a  righteous  character, 
u  soul  attuned  to  heavenly    harmonies,    a  life 
l>urifled  aud  tilted  for  an  enternity  is  the  end 
of  life,  theu  they    are   fundamentally    wrong. 
Ihis  is  the  mistake  made  so  often  in    the    bril- 
liant periods  of  Colonel  Ingersoll.     We  do  well 
to  remember  tliat  character  is  more    than  con- 
dition; the  life    more  than   its    setting;  to  be, 
l>cttci'  than    to  seem.    The   suddenness    with 
which  life  was    taken    is    no    arrnignmont   of 
God's  mercy.    The  most  beautiful   of  litanies 
has  in  it  "From  sudden  death,  good    Lord,    de- 
liver us."    But  the  meaning  Is    from    a  death 
without  preparation.    To  him   prepared   sud- 
denness has  no  terror.     When  life  is  over,   t"he 
iiulcker  the  passage  the  better,    with   freedom 
li-om  illness,  the  slow  torture  of  farewells. 

And  so,  Hnally.  we  may  say  that  we  judge  of 
the  mysterious  in  God's  action  by  that  which 
IS  plain.  So  far  as  we  have  gone,  the  steps  are 
easy,  but  we  still  have  to  lace  the  awful  cal- 
amity and  feel  that  there  Is  yet  something  of 
mystery  In  such  agony.  But  we  spring  our 
urch  over  into  the  unseen  from  the  solid  abut- 
ment of  our  definite  knowledge  and  experi- 
ence. S)  far  as  we  know  the  character  and 
work  of  God,  we  know  that  He  is  inflnitely 
wise  and  com  {mission  ate.  It  is  but  reasonable 
laith  to  say  that  iu  the  action  which  we  cannot 
lully  understand,  God  is  yet  consistent  with 
liimself.  And  when  seci-ets  of  all  hearts  shall 
be  revealed,  it  will  be  seen  that,  even  through 
the  disasters  of  this  world,  he  is  working  out 
plans  of  His  inflnite  wisdom  through  His  eter- 
nal love. 

So  much  for  the  Providence  of  Go<l;  now 
glance  at  the  <luties  of  man.  First— How  elo- 
H'-ient  this  disaster,  a.t  it  speaks  so  terriblv  and 
so  tenderly  of  the  oneness  of  mankind.  Into 
'he  home  of  poverty  and  wealth  alike,  deal !i 
entered  without  knocking.  Here  is  true 
democracy.  In  the  awful debrn  of  that  bridge,

REMINISCENSE8. 

uf  rhirty  Years  ajfo   TulkHor 
Karly   Tiiiten. 
"It  was  iu  June,  the  Uth,  1  belie fe,  in 
the  year  1857  when  I  caiuo  to    Dulpth  " 
said    Sidney    Luce,   who  with  J.  D.  Kay 
and  \Vm.  Nettleton,    stand  as  survivors 
t>f  Duluth's  pioneer  days.     "1    iimj   Lweu 
visiting  iu    St.  Paul,    when  1  received  a 
letter  from  my  friend  Itay,   here,   atdfiug 
iiie  lo  visit  this  place,    as  he   thoujjht  it 
iiad  a  future.     I  came  up,  uud   the    con- 
sequence was  that  I  brought  my   fejuily 
liere    and    cast    my    lot  with  the  eleven 
hanly    settlers    located    on     Minnosota 
point.     Down    where    the   canal  now  is 
stood  Nettleton    &.   Culver's    mill.     One 
family  also  lived  here  with  me,  the  bead 
of    it    was    a    man    named    Rider,  who 
worked    in    the    saw    mill.      Abovo  the 
I'oint  was  nothing  but  the   primeval  for- 
est,   and    the    first      building      erected 
iu     the    town    of    Portland,    or    \rhat 
IS        now         known         as        Portland 
ilivision,  was  the  house  that  stands  aoar 
Fourth    avenue   east,  facing   diagorjilly 
toward  Superior  street,  being   built,  on 
the  old  north  and  south   street   fine.     It 
was  erected  in  1859  by  Elisha   Kice  and 
was  afterwards   bought   by  Marvin,  the 
old  Duluth  surveyor,  and  we    both  lived 
in  the  place  with   our  families.     A  short 
time  after  this   Mr.  J.  B.  Culver  moved 
from  the  Point  to  the  old   Culver   hc-use 
near   First  street    and    Second    aveaue 
east.     W^hen    I  came  here    Mr.  Kay  had 
built  a  dock,  so    I  built    a  warehousti  to 
go  with  it.     No  boats  ran  here  then,  and 
the  only  time  we  saw  a  boat  this  sid.)  of 
the    lake  was    once  when    the    steamer 
lOlgiu  put  in    at  the    wharf,  as    she 
unable  to  got  into  the  Superior  entry. 

"i  tell  you,  we  had  some  hard  times. 
Dollar  bills  were  a  great  curiosity  and 
scarcer  than  diamonds.  But  we  stucJi  it 
out,  fighting  the  mosquitos  in  summer 
and  the  cold  in  winter,  besides  holding 
our  own  with  Senator  Beck  and  the  sup- 
erintendent millionaires;  and  we  won, 
loo,  and  made  Duluth  a  possibility.  tVe 
got  our  first  railroad  here  by  granting 
the  company  every  thing  it  asked,  be- 
sides hokling  them  in  check  from  going 
across  the  bay.  1  had  the  honor  to  be 
one  of  the  first  ofiicials  of  the  district. 
In  '61  I  was  appointed  register  of  she 
land  office,  Mr.  Marvin  being  recei\'er. 
We  held  the  offices  eight  years.  During 
the  Sioux  massacre  in  southern  Minoe- 
sota  we  had  some  exciting  times. 
Our  little  band  would  have  been  entirely 
unable  to  withstand  any  attack,althoi;gh 
we  were  prepared.  In  Superior  they 
built  a  stockade,  and  we  sent  word  over 
that  if  they  thought  they  were  unsife 
to  come  over  here  and  we  would  protect 
them. 

"March  10,  1873,  I    left    the  city    tor 

Ashtabula    county,    Ohio,    my    pre8<int 

home.    Then    the    town    was  a  place  of 

4000  or  4500  inhabitants,  although  there 

was    but    little    business     being    done. 

Then   came    the  Jay  Cooke  failure,  and 

the  panic,  and  as  far    as  money  mattors 

were  concerned  the  town  was  in  as  baci  a 

fix  as  in  '59.     I  was    then  one  of  the  n- 

corporators  of  the  First  National  bank, 

and  as    the    affairs    of    the    institution 

were  in  a  bad  condition   I  was  prevail  9d 

upon  to  come  here  and  help  it  out  of  .ts 

difficulty.      I    did    so,  arriving    in  tde 

spring  of  1875,  and  remained  one  year. 

"How  well  I  remember  my  first  viuit 
to  Superior.  It  was  way  along  in  t  le 
fifties,  and  in  the  spring.  The  town  was 
luostly  composed  of  half-breeds  and  Id- 
dians,  and  the  mud  was  absolutely  kn&e 
keep;  but  then,  the  place  was  backed  by 
millions,  and  everyone  looked  forward  to 
a  great  future. 

"Yes,"  spoke  up  J.  D.  Kay,  interrupt- 
ing Mr.  Luce's  narrative  at  this  poit.t, 
"but  this  side  had  energy.  Why,  v/e 
almost  owe  the  existence  of  Dulutii 
to  Mr.  Luce.  He  was  the  first  settler  ji 
Portland  division  who  had  a  family.  t[e 
fought  for  the  rights  of  the  town  wilh 
all  the  money  and  with  all  the  person  il 
force  he  possessed.  He  w<is  mainly  in- 
strumental in  getting  the  railroad   here, 

and " 

"Now  see  here,"  spoke  up  Mr.  Luce  at 
this  juncture,  "you're   laying   it  on   tto 

thick.     You  know  I  wasn't "

The  log  shot 
the  chute  and  Vayette  successfully  hun,j 
to  it,  wetting  his  feet  only  slightly. 

A.  Robinson,  representing  Itebinson  ii 
Flinn,  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  is  in  Mississipij 
and  it  is  reported  will  buy  25,(X)0  acres  of 
titnber  lands  in  that  state.  Robinson  ii 
F'linn  are  large  owners  in  this  countj. 
H.  S.  Wilson,  also  a  heavy  Duluth  pinj 
owner,  is  buying  land  in  the  South. 

The  West  Duluth  Manufacturing  com- 
pany has  engaged  F.  W.  Coon,  of  Min- 
neapolis, as  estimator  and  solicitor  for 
their  sash  and  door  business.  Mr.  Coon 
has  recently  been  with  Haglin  &  Morse, 
contractors,  and  was  formerly  with 
Smith  &  Wyman,  of  Minneapolis.  Thi> 
new  concern  is  getting  into  good  busi- 
ness trim. 

John  Torrent,  of  Muskegon,  Mich.i 
has  begun  suit  in  the  United  States  dis- 
trict court  in  St.  Paul  against  John  S. 
Glaspie  for  S10,0(X)  damages  for  infringe- 
ment upon  certain  of  his  patents  on 
sawmill  machinery.  Torrent  has  had  j. 
number  of  suits  against  Duluth  lumber 
men  in  times  past  over  his  steam-nigger 
patents.  Some  of  these  have  but  latelj 
been  settled. 

The  assertion  is  made  that  at  the 
present  outlook  the  Tittnbawasee  Boom 
wjmpany  will  have  rafted  all  the  logs  in 
boom  limits  and  likely  to  be  reached 
this  season  by  the  middle  of  July  and 
will  then  be  forced  to  shut  down.  Up 
to  Saturday  night  the  boom  company 
had  rafted  90,000,000  feet  of  logs.  On 
the  Mississippi,  too,  there  is  great 
trouble  from  low  water  and  the  mill  men 
are  afraid  they  will  not  get  out  the  logs 
before  late  in  the  fall  if  at  all. 

The  condition  of  local  trade  in  lumber 
is  about  as  it  has  been  for  some  time. 
But  little  trade  comes  in  from  outside 
and  nearly  all  that  is  sold  is  for  home 
consumption.  For  this  the  supply, 
especially  in  certain  sizes,  is  not  s  ffi- 
cient  and  the  stock  is  being  added  to 
from  Cloquet  mills  which  are  shipping 
this  way.  All  local  mills  are  steadily 
sawing  and  are  turning  out 
as  large  an  aggregate  of  luml)er  as  ever 
before.  While  there  is  little  doing  in 
dock  or  railway  construction,  now  that 
the  Eastern  has  finished  its  elevated,  a 
number  of  big  bills  take  large  quanties 
of  lumber  ana  the  demand  for  dwellings

For  some  little  time  the  teamsters 
working  throiijjhout  tiie  i-ity,  on  cod 
tracUi  of  vari<.)iis  kinds,  excavations  ami 
on  all  claiMes  of  haulintj  except  drayinv; 
and  like  work,  have  been  meditatiuK  a 
strike.  They  were  receiving'  §3..V)  a  tl;iy, 
driver  and  team,  and  wanted  the  vvsi^es 
of  1887,  a  daily.  This  the  oontractors 
refused  to  grant  and  it  was  decided  to  ^'o 
out  today.  Acci>rdingly  this  morning 
briifht  and  early  all  work  was  stopped 
and  nearly  3t.X)  teamsters  congregated  on 
various  thoroughfares  to  see  what  would 
turn  up. 

Up  to  the  present  time  nothing  has 
turnetl  up  and  the  teams  are  enjoying 
themselves,  while  the  teamsters"  are 
chewing  the  cud  of  contemplation  and 
picking  their  teeth  with  straws.  Said  a 
teamster  this  noon:  "We  have  worked 
along  all  spring  for  ;J3.5c)  a  day,  expecting 
that  when  work  w;is  more  brisk  and  bettor 
we  would  get  ^.  A  good  many  of  us 
had  been  given  to  understand  that  this 
would  be  the  case.  Four  dollars  is  none 
too  much  for  a  man  and  team  per  day, 
especially  in  Duluth,  where  the  teams 
are  unusually  good,  the  work  hard  and 
the  coat  of  feet!  higli.  It  will  bt^  iiarder 
for  the  contractors  to  pay  us  those  wiiges 
now  that  they  have  taken  work  down  at 
such  low  prices  as  they  have,  but  thoy 
might  have  known  that  we  wouldn't 
work  for  less  than  ;^  after  the  season 
advanced  and  should  have  based 
bids  accordingly.  It  will  be  hard,  too, 
for  them  to  get  t-eams  and  men  outside 
for  our  work -a  great  deal  harder  than 
to  get  a  lot  of  men  to  dig  or  do  like 
work-  We  fully  expect  to  win  our 
point." 

Said  a  contractor:  "I  for  one  cannot 
pay  more  than  T  am  now.  The  fact  is 
we  have  taken  work  at  such  a  figure  this 
year,  against  such  competition,  that  tlie 
wages  we  pay  now  won't  let  half  of  us 
out  whole.  I  don't  know  just  what  can 
be  done;  these  teamsters  are  harder  fel- 
lows to  get  along  without  than  most 
workers,  still  there  have  been  a  great 
many  teams  in  town  all  spring  and  we 
can  probably  get  all  we  want  after  a 
little  delay." 

The  strike  has  been  absolutely  peace- 
able, and  it  is  stated  at  a  late  hour  this 
afternoon  that  in  one  instance  at  least 
the  men  are  being  taken  back  at  an  ad- 
vance. 


ADDS  HER  TESTIMONY. 

A  Late  .\tteiidant  at  the  KoclivHtfr  Asyluiw 
Talks. 

A  pretty  young  woman  with  light 
brown  hair  and  quiet  blue  eyes  is  a  new 
i-omer  \\\  one  of  our  great  millinery 
stores.  "I  was  at  the  Kochesttir  asyluili 
a  U)ng  time,"  saiil  she.  "I  was  an  at 
tendant  in  the  worst  ward  until  1  was 
forced  to  leave  Un-ause  of  the  poor  fiMxl 
they  gave  us.  The  statt*  pays  for  gootl 
feK)d  for  th»>  attenclants,  and  those  in  the 
ejisy  wanls  and  at  the  trustees'  and 
otllcers'  tables  get  it,  but  eighteen  of  us 
had  to  leave  at  one  time  l)ecause  of  the 
poor  fiHxl  and  insufficient  quantity. 
That  given  the  patients  is  somotimes  so 
IHHjr  they  refuse  to  eat  it 

"When  I  left  Rtn^hester  I  wont  to 
Oshkosh  auil  had  charge  of  theworst  ward 
there  and  later  was  st>nt  U)  Milwaukee 
in  the  same  work.  At  Oshkosh  everything 
was  St)  homelike  that  it  was  a  relief  from 
the  rough  and  harsh  contlition  of  things 
at  Rochester,  where  Dr.  Bowers  seemeil 
to  want  things  rough.  But  the  matter 
of  food  is  a  small  tiling.  I*ationts  were 
frequently  illtreated,  as  I  know  well.  I 
also  know  that  Dr.  Bowers  was  aware 
of  these  cases  of  cruelty.  That  Nels 
Jergens,  he  calls  himself  that  now,  Imt 
his  real  name  is  .Jergensou,  was  dis 
charged  for  cruelty  about  eightet>n 
months  ago.  But  he  was  taken  back  a 
while  later.  He  says  he  never  knew  of 
cruelty.  I  know  he  knew  of  lots  of 
cases.  There  isn't  any  restraint  at  Roch 
ester— that's  the  new  way  of  control  - 
and  it's  very  hard  to  keep'  the  patients 
quiet  unless  they  are  scared  or  beaten. 
I  believe  in  the  old  strait-jacket  and 
chair  in  preference  to  kicks  and  cuffs. 

"Charlie  Date,  the  painter  who  saw  the 
murder,  is  a  friend  of  mine,"  and  the 
pretty  attendant  blushed  a  little.  "He 
told  Dr.  Bowers  the  whole  story  of  the 
crime  as  soon  as  it  was  committed.  That 
I  know  positively.  There  are  lots  of 
girls  attendants  at  the  asylum,  not  over 
1.')  or  1()  years  old.  That's' too  young  for 
anyone  to  have  the  care  of  the  insane, 
but  it  cannot  be  called  the  fault  of  the 
officials.  The  state  only  pays  §14  a  month 
and  upwards.  If  you  ever  have  an  insiine 
friend,"  continued  she,  "don't  you  ever 
allow  him  sent  to  an  asylum,  not  even  to 
the  best  of  them.  Keep  him  at  home  at 
whatever  cost.  There  is  not  an  asylum 
in  the  country,  that  I  know  anything 
about,  whose  attendants  can't  tell  stories 
of  cruelty  and  ill-treatment.  I  don't  be- 
lieve any  murders  had  ever  been  com- 
naitted  in  Rochester  l)efore  the  Coombs 
killing,  but  there  have  been  many  times 
when  the  cruelties  inflicted  might  well 
have  caused  murder."
